We, the Lords of the Comnaittee of Tour Majesty's Privy 
I Council on Education in Scotland, humbly submit to Your 
Majesty this the Eighth Annual Report of our proceedings uoder 
the Education (Scotland) Act, 1872. 

The period to which this report relates closes with the 30th of 
September 18S0, up to which date our chief statistical and other 
[ returns are now made up. 



Sckooli. 

In the year ending 30th September 1880 the inspectors visited 
3,056 day schools to which annual grants were made, eontnin- 
ing 3,377 departments under separate teachere, and furnishing 
accommodation, at 8 equare feet of superticial area per child, 
for 602,054 scholars, or about one sixth uf the estimated popu- 
lation. There were on the registers of these scliouls the names 
of 534,428 children, of whom— 

113,213 were (infants) under 7 years of age ; 
380,928 were between 7 and 13 ; 
25,419 were between 13 and 14 ; and 
14,868 were above 14. 

Of these scholars, 470,581 were present on the day of the 

I inspector's visit to their respective schools, while 404,618 were, 

on an average, in daily attendance throughout tlie year : 393,550 

having made the recjuisite number of attendances were qualitied 

to be examined, 54,634 (under 7) collectively, and 338,910 

I (above 7) individually, in reading, writing, and aritlimetit! ; 

I fii),666 wei'e actually presented for collective, and S04,211 for 




indhndual examination and while, of these la.st, 224,1 ^0 passed 
the prescribed te^t without failure in any one of the three 
Biibjects, yr85 scholars, out of every 100 examined, passed in 
reading, 88-H in writing, und 83'12 in iirithnietic. 

These figures show a reniarkable improvenjent upon the ofEcial 
retnms of the results of the administration of the Departmeob 
up to 1872, the year in which tLe Education Act was passed. 
The accommodation has increased in the last eight years by 
320,S86 school places (or 113'74> per cent) ; the scholars im the 
registers by 2G7,3K0 (100*12 per cent.) ; those present at inspec- 
tion by 245,281 (]0S'IS7 per cenl.) ; arid the average attendance 
by 191,069 {S9"47 per cent); while the number of children 
individually examined haa incieased by 174,2S9 {or 134' 15 per 
cent). 

In the year covered by tlda report, the accommodation has 
increased by 16,425 school places ; the scholars on the register by 
25,976 ; those present at inspection by 22,780 ; and the average 
attendance by 19,509; while the number of children individually 
examined has increased by 17,397 (or 6*07 per cent.). 

The local effort which haa resulted in this improvement may 
he measured by the continued support derived from voluntary 
subscriptions (33,994i. from 4,369 subscribers) ; and by the con- 
tributions from rates to the maintenance of public schools, which 
have, however, decreased during the past year from 207,5761. to 
205,011^ The school pence, on the other hand, have increased 
in the year by some 9,7951., and amounted to 251, 807^ 

The annual Government grants to elementary day schools rose 
in the year from 325,754i. to 347,232i, or from 168. lid. to 
17«. 2d. per scholar in average attendance, while the grant for 
the current financial year is eytimated at 17s. 6d. per scholar. 

ITie night schools examined during the year were 277 in 
number: 14,297 scholars above twelve years of age weie, on an 
average, in attendance each night ; 1 6,251 scholars were qualified 
for examination by liavinj^ made the required number of attend- 
ances during the night school session. Of these, 13,255 were 
actually examined, and out of every 100 scholurs so examined, 
9C'07 passed in reading, 8561 in writing, und 82*28 in arithmetic 

Travning Colleges. 

The inspectors found 5,330 certificated teachers at work in the 
aided schools which they visited, while the seven training colleges, 
from which the supply of such teachers is mainly recruited, were 
attended in 1880 by 892 students. These students (with very 
few exceptions), and 260 acting teachers, were examined for cer- 
tificates in December 1880. At iilidsummer last 1,120 candidates 
were examined for admission to the training colleges, of whom 
936 were successful, and 400 are now in their first year of resi- 
dence, along with 451 students of the second year. 

The following table compiled from the reports of the inspectors 
on the schools visited, on account of annual j^rants, shows tbo 



rate of progress in the period which lias elapsod since the pssing 
of the Act of 1872 ; while another table, annexed to this reporC 
gives with greater detail the results of the work of the past 
year, compared with that of the previous year, and with the 
English i-eturus for the same period.

We proceed to make some remavka in connexion with this 
tiible upon the progress made of late years in meeting, by the 
tiid given to local eflbrt, the requirements of the country in 
respect of — 

(1.) The provision of a sufficient number of suitable schools; 

(2.) The attendance at these schools of the children for whose 
benefit they are provided ; and 

(3.) The efficient instruction of the scholars by 

(4.) A body of competent teachers. 

A table, which will be found at the end of this report, shows 
in full detail, under these heads, the leading results of the 
administrjition of the Department, in each of the counties of

I. — Scltool Sv/pphj- 

The report of the Registrar-General on the census of 1871 
fihowed, as was exjilained in the report for 1S73, that about 
477,300 out of 561,GU0 chilJreii from 5 to 13 years of nge, ought, 
at that time, to have been daily under iQatruclion in elementai-y 
suIiooIb. The census of the present year will add somewhat to 
these Dumbera ; and in estimating the iiccoininodation required 
for the country regard must also be had to the wants of the 
increaaing number of scholars under 5 and above 13 years of 
age, of whom 12,709 under 5, and 40,287 above 13, were on the 
registers of our schools in the past year. 

What do we learn from our returns as to the amount of accom- 
modation already provided, or likely to be supplied, for these 
children, in schools aided with public grants f 

1. From 1839, when the adminiatrntion of the parliamentary 
vote was entrusted to the Committee of Council on Kducation, 
to 31st December 1880, grants to the amount of 640,170i. have 
been paid in aid of providing 937 reiudences for teachers, and of 

building 1,320 new schools for - - 272,604 scholars, and 
enlarging or improving 484 schools for 51,748 „ 

or for 324,412 scholars in all 



For 72,081 of these sfLolare iiccnnimodation was provided by 
voluntary effort, in 420 new and 131 improved schools ; at a 
cost to the promoters of 2;iO,122?. 14s. &\d., and to the State of 
109,411^. 3s. l\d. 

But the greater part of this provision has been made since 
the passing of the Act of 1872, during which period grants to 
the amount of 530,759i. have been paid for the ei-eetlon of 
904 new, and the enlargement or improvement of 35G old 
schools, and for 699 teachoiV residences. With the aid of these 
grants, which were met by local expenditure from the rates, to 
the amount of l,977,24Gi., accommodation has been provided for 
252,331 children, at a cost of 11. ICfi. 8d. per scholar from the 
rates, and of "2.1. 28. Id. from the parliamentary grant. 

ii. The Board of Education, in their last report, stated that, 
during their tenure of office, they had sanctioned applications of 
school boards for leave to boiTow, under section 45 of the Act 
of 1872, to the amount of 2,398,802Z. Ss. 9d. Since this duty- 
devolved upon the Department, further loans have been sanc- 
tioned amounting to 279,120^, 148. 7Jd. 

iiL The schools under inspection in 1872 provided accomoio- 
dation for some 281,088 siholars. But many of these 8ebools 
have, since the passing of the Act of 1872, been eitli«r (lii»-

Tlie accommodation in aided day schools in 1880 (002,054) 
shows an increase of 1 13 ■ 74 per cent, in the last eight years. 

iv. In a large number of cases the school boards, under the 
67th section of the Act of 1872, have sought grants from the 
Department in aid of the erection of new schools, or the repair 
and enlargement of existing schools. Up to the 31st of December 
1873, when the time for applying for building grants expired, 
we had received 1,685 applications for aid to supply school-room 
for about 250,000 children, with 1,083 residences for teachers. 
Under the Code (Article 16), we must be satisfied before making 
a building grant that the school for which aid is sought is 
required in the locality ; and it rested with the Board of Education 
in Edinburgh to determine, after considering the report of eacfh 
school board, what additional accommodation was required to 
complete the school provision of the district, and by what schools 
that accommodation could be best supplied. 

All the applications for building grants were, therefore, referred E 
to the Edmburgh Board, and their advice was a guide to the *' 
Department in determining in each case whether any grant was 
required by the circumstances of the district. Reports were 
received from the board on the whole of these applications, with 
a few exceptions, and all have been dealt with. By the lat of 
April 1881, 1,491 had been ajiproved, 49 refUsed, and 145 with- 
drawn by the school boai-ds. In 1,393 cases grants have been 
announced to the amount of 565,1091. 7s. 3d., and 1,332 grants 
to the amount of 534,427^. 15s. 5d. have been paid. 



n. — School AUmdanoe. 

The enforcement of school attendance is entruated to the 
school boavda, wbose hands will be strengthened in dealing with 
thia important and delicate part of tlieir duties by the valuable 
educational provisiona of the Factory and Woi'kshop Act of 1878, 
and by the clauses (5 to 10) of the Scotch Education Act of the 
same year, with respect to tlie employment of ebildren. We 
publish in the Appendix a Minute {of lOth December 1878) 
which was passed under section 5 of the latter Act, fixing Standards 
V. and III. of the Code as the standards of education to be 
required for the total or partial exemption of children from the 
obligation to attend schooL 

Where the character of the population requires it, the boards 
are very generally putting in force their compulsory powers 
with good effect, as is shown by the following table : —

The endeavours of the boards to pi'omote the education of the 
poorer classes continue to be largely furthered by the aid given 
by the parocbial authorities to pauper and poor parent, to 
enable them to pay the whole or part of the fees charged for 
their children at the schools which they select. The sum of 
9,632i. lOs. Id. is entered in the returns made by aided schools 
visited dui-ing the paBt year, as having been paid to them by 
parochial boards on behalf of 18,620 scholars. 

But the following extract from the last {35th) report of the 
I- Board of Supervision shows a much larger expenditure on educa- 
tion by parochial boards than appears in the school managers* 
returns made to us : — 

"We haveRgaia called for returns of the number of pauper cbildren, 
and of npplicanU under section 69 of the Education Act, receiving 
education at the coat of the parochial boards, and the expenditure upou 
these two claBses respectively, and we print in the Appendix a soramHry 
of these returns. It appears that during the year ended Hth Mjiy 
1880, 26,938 pauper children wf^re receiving edufalion, at n cost for llio 



year to the parochial boards of 16,757/. 17s. 4id,; and that 9,317 
children, for whom application had been made under section 69 of the 
Education Act, ivere sJso receiving edncation during the ymr at a cost to 
the porochinl boards of 6,151/. 2i. 9^d. It thus appears that the 
expenditure from the poor's funds on accMiuat of education, exclusive oF 
the cost of education in Industrial Schools, Deaf and Dumb Institutions, 
and other similar places, is 22,909/. Os. 2d, It further appears that 
8,225 applications were made to parochial boitrds under the 69tb section 
of the Education Act during the year, and tbiit of these, 5,66S were 
granted, and 1,537 refused. The remainder (826) had not been disposed 
dC at the date of the return, or had been withdrawn.

TLe increase since 1878 of the amount spent on poor (non- 
pauper) children is probably to some extent the result of the 
■working of the 22ud section* of the Education (Scotland) Act of 
1878, by which the proviaiona of the Act of 1872 (sec. 69) were 
modified, in the interest of the class whose benefit was contem- 
plated by the framera of the earlier measure. 

Education (^ScotlauJ) Act, 1871!, lection 69. 
" It shall be the dniy of every parent to provide elemental^ education in readios:. 
irridng. and arithmetic for hie children, between 5 and 13 years of ace, and if 
UDBble ffom poverEy tn pa.; therefor, (o apply to the paroohial board of the parish 
or borgh in whieh he reeides, and it «tuI1 bo the duty of the said board to pay out of 
the poor fuod the ordinary aod reaaooable feed for the elementary education of every 
Buch child, OT such part bf such fees as the parent shall be unable to pay, in the event 
of Bucb board being satisSed of the inability of the parent to pay such fees. 

Editcaiitm (.Scotland} Act, 1878, section 22. 
If a parent is ooable from piver^ to pay for the elementary education in reading, 
wriling, and arithmetic of his child or children betiveen 5 and 13 ycar^ of age, 
and if, upon application, the parocbial board of the pariBh or burgh in which ho 
resides refoses to pay out of the poor fund the ordinary and reasonable fees of such 
child or chihlrcn, it sbiUI be the duty of the (chool hnuid to apply to the ahcrilf, who, 
after inqaby, nay, if he shall think Gt, grant an order on such parochial board to 
pny the said fees, and such order nuij diEipo^e of all question of expense. 
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Ina-mes (443,900) of 75 '07 per cent, of the whole number of 
i children of that age, or 87 "58 per cent, of the class who would 
\ naturally be found in aided schools. If the number in attend- 
ance approached more nearly than it doea to the number on the 
registers, this might perhaps be regarded as satiafuctory. But 
this 18 not the case; and when we further take into account the 
'. that a considerable number of scholars of a better claas 
Are, more especially in country districts, found in our schools ; 
it is obvious that, as the school supply of the country is now 
virtually complete, the Boards should address themselves, with 
greater vigour than ever, to securing a more I'egular atten- 
dance of children at the schools which they have provided at so 
large a cost to their constituents, and with so considerable an 
amount of assistance from Imperial Funds. That assistance 
was granted on the assurance of the local authorities that the 
accommodation to be provided was required, and in the expec- 
tation that it would be made use of to a much larger extent 
than, in many districts, has hitherto been realised. 

While we appreciate the general interest taken in variotis im- 
portant questions affecting the instruction of the scholars who 
are found in our schools, and the organisation of means of educa- 
tion, we should be glad to see greater attention paid to the 
enforcement of earlier and more regular attendance, especially 
on that stratum of the population who have not yet been made 
to feel the necessity of providing for the efficient education of 
their children. Were this necessity brought home to parents of 
the class in question, habits of regularity, and improved educa- 
tional resxdts would naturally follow. We have under co^idera- 
tion a measure, which has been urged upon us by several of 
the leading school boards in Scotland, for the establishment of 
day industrial schools on the model of those introduced into 
Fngland by one of the most valuable provisions of the Act of 1876. 
We trust ere long to see the hands of the local authorities 
strengthened by the ftirther powers which they desire for deahng 
with the large truant class in the chief towns of the country. In 
rural districts, on the other hand, irregularity at school is 
, more frequently caused by the illegal employment of children, 
and the laxity of school boards in enforcing the provisions of 
tho Act of 1878 against employers. 

m. — Standard of Instruction. 

The registers of schools inspected in 1880 contained, as we have 
mentioned, the names of 534,428* scholars, of whom 
113,213 were under 7 years of age; 
380,928 were between 7 and 13 ; and 
40,287 were above 13.

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Out ut' 393,550 ululdrcn qualifiud hy age and attendance, 
304>,SI1 were presented to tlie Jnspectore for individual exami- 
nation, of whom 147,224 were under, and 150,987 were above 10 
years of age, and 50,606 (between 4 and 7) were presented for 
collective examination. 

We have already referred to the increase of 25,&76 acliolars on 
the registers, of 19,509 in average attendance, and of 17,397 
individually examined ; but though improvement is perceptible 
in these and some other particulars, we regret to have e^ain 
to advert to (1) the large number (34,705J of scholars who, 
though qualified by attendance for individual examination, are 
not presented to the inspectors ; and (2) the small number 
(99,656) of scholars above 10 presented in tlie ujjper standards 
out of the total nximber on the register (214,60*) qualified by 
age for examination in these standards, of whom as many as 
88,276 were over 12 and 14,868 above 14 years of age.

It thus appears that whereas, out of 304,211 scholars examined, 
as many as 156,987, being over 10 years of age, ought to have 
been presented in Standards IV.— VI., ouly 99,056 tvere so 
presented, while 57,331 (or 36 '5 per cent.) were presented in 
standards suited for cliildren of seven, eight, and nine years of 
age. This is an improvement upon the numbers recorded last 
year; but it is to be hoped that a careful exercise of the com- 
pulsory powers of school hoards, more especially in the case of 
the younger scholars, may remove what is at present a serioua 
blot upon the working of our educational system. 

We ought, however, to point out that there has been a gradual 
improvement in this respect, which is probably due to the pro- 
vision of the Code which makes the payment of certain grants 
depend upon the proportion of scholars examined in the three 
upper Standards. That proportion has risen from 18-77 in. 
1875 to 33' 62 per cent, in the past year. 

Our statistics for the past year further give the following 
results. For the purpose of comparison, the corresponding results 
in England are given in brackets.

We note, however, that of 50,881 scholars presented, under 
Article 2 1 of the Code, in subjects beyond the standard examina- 
tion, 2,578 were examined, and 1,898 passed, in three such sub- 
jects; 30,828 were examined, and 19,522 passed, in two such 
subjects, and 20,784 passed in one eubject,

This is a satisfactory, because steady, advance upon the 
numbers quoted in the last repoit* ; and an increase of 266 in tbe 
number examined in Latin, of 250 in Mathematics, and of 303 in 
French, is not the less worthy of note, because the increase in 
English has been 7,892, in Physiology 148, in Physical Geography 
769, and in Domestic Economy 3,185, 

We notice, moreover, with satisfaction, the large number of 
public schools which are taking advantage of the aid offered by

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tlie Code for the oncourageincnt of liigher iostructioD. Considet^ 
ing the number of new scbools wbich have l>ecn started in the last 
few years, and the compuJsoiy importation of neglected children 
inio the schools previously estaliliahed, the fact that in 1,772 
out of 3,079 departments (i.e., exclusive of infants' schools) 
echotars were examined in specific aubjects, shows a rate of 
progress greater than could reasonably have been anticipated. 

The Commissiunei-s on Endowed Institutions have transmitted 
to us their report on the important question submitted for their 
consideration by the 11th section of the Act* under which they 
were appointed. Their recomraendationa ai'e now receiving our 
careful consideration, in connexion with proposals which we 
shall bring before Parliament for an alteration of the Code. 
Meanwhile, we are in cramunication with the scliool boards in 
the country districts, with the view of ascertaining how far the 
existing school aujiply would enable us to give effect to certain 
alterations in the present system which have been suggested by 
the Commissi on ei-s. 

rV, — Teaching Power. 

The 3,056 day-schoois in Scotland, inspected in 1880, provided 
accommodation, in 3,377 departments, for 602,054 scholars, and 
0,330 certificated teachers were employed in their instruction. 
Tlie average daily attendance in these schools amounted to 
404,618. with one certificated teacherfor every 75 of that number. 
Assuming that, under the operation of the Education Act, some 
500,000 children ought to be in daily attendance at aided schools, 
then between 6,000 and 7,000 certificated teachers would be 
required to meet the wants of the country. 

But, looking to the number of small schools required for the 
supply of the country districts, to an increased employment 
of adults, consequent on the limitation of tlie staff of pupil- 
teachers, and to the disposition which, we are glad to say, has 
been sliown to form separate departments for girls and infants 
under the independent chaise of female teachers, we anticipate 
a still further increase, than has already taken place, in the 
number of certificated masters and mistresses for the instruction 
of the schools under our inspection. 

\\*hat progress has been made of late years towards providing 
an adequate bupply of competent teachers t And from what 
sources is tliis supply to be still further recruited ?

raining colleges after one year's residence. 

Certificates were granted, up to the 31st December 1879, ScnicTi Code, 
without examination,* to 553 male and 138 female teachers, on ^7'''''*^ 59mu*^ 
whose schools the Inspectors bad reported favourably : while a^jIb a( 
provisional certificates (which hold good till the teaclier com- 
pletes his or her 25th year) have been granted to 38 male and 
52 female ex-pupil -teachers, qualifying them to take chaise of 
small schools, with less than 60 children in average attendance 
ihroughout the year. The pupil-teachers who yearly complete 
their engagement satisfactorily, and cannot be admitted to train- 
ing coUei^es, furnish a valuable supply of teachers for these small 
schools, the funds of which cannot, without a very serious charge 
on the rates, be expected to defray the coat of the salaiy of a 
fully trained teacher. 

A considerable number of teachers who have not passed 
through the training colleges will always be required for ser- 
vice throughout the country, as the salaries obtained even by 
female trained teachers are beyond the means of the managers 
of a large number of schools. Some idea may be formed of the 
extent to which, in respect both of the teims of annual aid and 
of teachers, special provision has to be made to meet the wants 
of small schools, from the fact that out of 3,031 schools reported 
on by the Inspectors in 1878, 479 {or 15'8 per cent.) had accom- 
modation for not more than 60 scholars ; while out of 2,970 of 
these schools, as many as 1,138 (or 38 '32 per cent.) had an 
average attendance not exceeding CO, Forty per cent, of our 
schools held not more than 100 scholars ; while more tiian CO 
per cent, of them have an attendance of less than that number. 

The following table gives details of the size and attendance of 
the schools to winch we refer. While the comparatively small 
attendance, as compared with the accommodation, is worthy of 
notice throughoat the whole of this table, we would specially call 
attention to the discrepancy between the seats provided and the 
numbers occupying them, in the larger schools erected of late 
ytjars. The large number of empty seats iu these schools is a

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In no fewer than 663 cases, sjiecial grants, of lOZ. or ISiU 
were made under the Code (Article 19 D) to schools provided 
for populations of less than 300 or 200 souls. The grant of ]a{^ 
was allowed in 391, and IQl- in 272, of those cases, 

The following table of the sahiries now enjoyed by the n 
and mistresses of aided schools, when compared with those pub- 
lished from time to time in former reports of the Department 
will show the marked improvement which has taken place of 
late years in the position and prospects of certificated teachers ; — 
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LThe average salary of a certificated master, wliich in 1870 was 
MO?. 16s. 7d., is now 138i. 128. 2d. ; that of a schoolraiatresa was 
fc^. 14s. 2(i. in 1870, and is now 70^ IGs. 9d. These averages are 
^Mlculated npon the whole body of certificated teachers, whether 
principal or assistants. In addition to their oiher emolumeuts, 
1,802 out of 3,102 masters, and 443 out of 2,151 mistreases, are 
provided with residences free of rent. 

In the training colleges under inspection which are recognised Training Col- j 
required for 860 students, 857 students are now under ''^'" 
istmction. These colleges can, therefore, at present furnish a 
trly supply of 430 teachers who have been trained for two 
aa. This supply, taking into account those who enter the 
fbfesaion through the universities, and without passing through 
i training college, is sufficient to fill up the waste (calculated at 
G per cent.) in a staff of 8,000 teachers.* 

The extent to which the training colleges have contributed to 
the existing supply of ceitificated teachers in Scotland is shown by 
the fact that of 3,134 masters employed in schools reported on 
last year, 1,785, or 56 95 per cent,, had been trained for two 
years ; 362, or 1 1 -50 per cent., for one year, and 103, or 329, for 
less than one year ; while 884, or 28-21 per cent., were untrained. 
In like manner, of 2,196 Bchoolmi stresses, 1,517, or 69 08 per 
cent., had been trained for two years; 130, or 5'92 per cent., 
for one year ; 13, or '59 per cent., for less than one year; and 
636, or 24'41 per cent., were untrained. Of the teadiers, how- 
ever, who, from whatever cause, have not attended a traiiiinj; 
college, a considerable proportion cannot, except in a techniciil 
sense of the word, be classed aa untrained, having, under the 
superintendence of some of our best teachers, satisfactorily com- 
l^^^ted the pupil-teachers' course, and served as assistants in large

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These numbers show that advantage has been taken, to fl 
considerable extent, of the arrangements come to in 1873 ; a 
the selection of classes made for the students proves that ( 
present course of study prescribed for pupil-teachtrs, while j 
viding for their efficient instruction in subjects vhicb 
of primary necessity to those who will hereafter conduH i 
elementary schools of the country, does not unduly confine 1 
any single groove the training of such of them as ■ 
qualified to as|iire to the higher grades of the profession in whi 
they have embarked. 

A special Report by Dr. Wilson, the Inspector of Trainl^ 
Schools, is inserted in the Appendix. It fiimishes satislactol 
proof of the good effect upon the students, who are being pa 
pared under it for their future duties, of the mixed system, whid 
ie now being so largely carried out in Scotland.

gratuities to the amount of 1401. 

Sioce the practice of granting pensions was resumed in 1875, 
we have dealt with 80 Scotch applications. We have awarded 
5 pensions of 3U^., 19 ot 25^., and 2i of 20^., and 13 gratuities to 
the amount of 490^. 

There are at present 270 teachers to whom pensions have been 
granted in England and Scotland, of whom 20 have 30^, a year, 
100 have 25l., and 150 have 201. a year.

Appointment of Committee of Council on Education 

IN Scotland. 

(Copied from the London Gazette of the 19th July 1881.) 
At the Court at Windsor ^ the \Sth day of July 1881. 

Present, 

The Queen's most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Her Majesty in Council was this day pleased to appoint the Lari 
President of the Council^ the Most Noble the Duhe of Argyll^ K.T. 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department^ the Chancellor oj 
the Exchequer, the Might Honourable William Edward Baxter^ the 
Right Honourable Lyon Playfair, and the Vice-President of iht 
Committee of Council on Education, to be a Committee of Council oi 
Education in Scotland. 
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CODE (1S81) OF THE SCOTCH EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT. 



PRELIMINARY CHAPTER. 



2. This grant is administered by the Scotch Education Department,* 
herein-after called the Department. 

3. The object of the grant is to aid local exertion, under certain 
conditioDB, to maintain — 

(a.) Schools for children (Article 6) ; and 

(b.) Training colleges for teachers (Article 83). 

4. Aid to maintain schools is given b^ annual grants conditional upon 
the attendance and proficiency of the acbolavs, the qualifications of the 
teachers, and the state of the schools. 

5. Theae grants are made, — 

a. " To any school board for and in respect of the public schools 

under tbeir management." 

b, " To the managers of any school which is, in the opinion of the 

Department, efficiently contributing to the secular education of 
the parish or burgh in which it is situated." (Edncation Act 
(Scotland), 1872, sec. 67 (2.).) 

6. In every school, or department of a school, in respect of which 
gT'ants are made, the following regulations must be strictly observed : — 

a. " The school shall be open to children of all denominations, and 

any child may be withdrawn by his parents fi'om any instruc- 
tion in religious subjects and from any religious obsei-vance 
in any such school ; and no child shall in any such school he 
placed at any disadvantage with respect to the secular instruc- 
tion given therein by reason of the denomination to which 
such child or his parents belong, or by reason of his being 
withdrawn from any instruction in religions subjects." 

b. " The time or times during which any religious observance is 

pi-actised or instruction in religious subjects is given at any 
meeting of the school for elementary instruction shall be 
either at the beginning or at the end, or at the beginning and 
at the end of such meeting, and shall be specified in a table 
approved of by the Scotch Education Department." (Ednca' 
tion Act, sec. 68.) This time table ie to be submitted to the 
inspector for approval, on behalf of the Department, at the 
time of his annual visit (Article 11).

7. No grant is made for or in respect of — 

a. Instruction in religious subjccU (Educiition Act, sk. 67 (i.]). 

b. A school establisfaed after the pdssing of the Education (Scot- 

land) Act (6 August 1872), unle^ the Department shall after 
due inquiry be satisfied tliat no sufficient provision exists for 
the children for whom tlie school is intended, reptnl bdng 
bad to the reh'gious belief of their parents, or that it ia other- 
wise specially required in the locality where it is situated {ibid, 
sec 67 (*.)). 

e. Higher class public schools {ibid, sec. 62-64). 

8. Officers are employed to collect information, to examine whether 
the conditions required to be falfilled by a school in order to obtAJn an 
annual parliamontary grant have been fulflllud, and to report the results 
to the Department, with whom it rests finally to determine whether 
these conditions have been fulfilled. 

9. These ofEcers are inspectors appointed by Hw Majesty, on the 
recommendation of the Department, and persons employed by the 
Department, as occasion requires, in the capacity of acting inBpecton>, 
inspector's assistants, or auditors of accounts. 

10. No grant is paid except on a report from an inspector, nnlese 
some unforeseen cause (sucb as a continued epidemic) makes it impos- 
sible for the inspector to vbit and report upon the school. 

lOo. The inspector may deiegato lo an aBsistaiit the duty of exa- 
mining into the attendance and proficiency of the scholars. 

11. The Department, at the time of agreeing to place a school on the 
libt of those to which grants may be made, informs the managers in what 
montii to look for the inspector's annual visit. This month remains the 
same from year to yeai', unless the Department informs the managers of 
a change. Notice of the day of the inspector's annual visit is given 
beforehand to the managers. 

12. An inspector may visit any public school, or other school subject 
to inspection, at any other time without notice. 

13. Grants are issued to each school only once per annum. The 
year for this purpose is reckoned as ending with the last day (inclusive) 
of the month preceding that fixed for the inspector's aimual visit. 

Exaeptions : — 

An instalment of the grant conditionally due may be paid, — 

(fl.) When the inspector's visit is postponed, owing to a change 
in the month of inspection (Article 11), for three months 
or upwards. 
(S.) When from on epidemic, or other unavoidable cause, the 
inspection cannot be held within three months aftor the 
date at which the grant is due. 

14. No school is placed on the list for inspection (Article 11) till 
an application has been addressed to the Secretary, Scotoh Education 
Department, Whitehall, London, S.W, 

Full instructions are thereupon issued according to the particulars of 
ll e CBJ e. 

15. a. The managers of a school must appoint a coiTespondent with 
the Department, and muwt five notice to the Department of any change 
of correspondent. 
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h. Teachers caniiDt act aa inoDagera of, or con'esponilents for, the 
Bchoob in which they are employed, nor can they be recognised by the 
Department as clerks, or Ireoeurers, of school boards, unless very epeciul 
grounda con be shown fur their holding bucIi appointmeuta. 

c. The term managers includes, — 

(I.) The School Board of any burgh or paiish. 

(2.) The managers of a public school appointed by a School Board 
under section 22 of the Education Act. 

(3.) The maDBgers of any school to which giiints are made pursuant 
to Aitide 5 b. 



CHAPTER I. 



BUILDING GKANTS. 



16. It is provided by section 67 of the "Education (Scotland) Act, 
" 1872," that — 

" No parliamentary grant ehall be made in aid of building, enlarging, 
improving, or fitting Dp any school, except in pursuance of a written 
application from a School Board, containing the information required by 
the Scotch Education Department for enabling them to decide thereon, 
and sent to the said Department on or before the 31st day of December 
1873, but without prejudice to applications made prior to the passing 
of this Act {6th August 1872), being dealt with according to the exist- 
ing laws; and with respect to anj parish situated in the counties of 
Inverness, Argyll, Ross, and Orkney and Shetland, where a school 
rate of not less than ninepence in the pound on the rateable value of 
Guch parish has been levied, such grant as aforesaid may be made of an 
amount not exceeding 300/. for each school and 100/. for each teacher's 
residence, without regard to the amount contributed by the school 
board out of the school fund or otherwise, or by local subscription, 
towards the building, enlarging, improving, or fitting up such school 
or residence." 

Subject to these conditions, aid is granted to school boards to build 
public schools (Article 6) upon the terms of Article 16 of the Code 
of 1878.

Pensions will be grouted to those teachers only who have been, 
during the seven years preceding the application OD their behalf, 
employed in schools or colleges under inspection, and are deserving of 
sudi assistance. 

(3.) Applications fora pension will be received only from the managere 
of the school, or training college, in which the teacher is serving at the 
date of retirement. 

(4.) These applications will be collected for decision, on their com- 
parative merits, twice a year, about Lady Day and Michaelmas, 

(5>) Teachers who entered on the charge of a school before 1851, 
win be regarded, cietcris paribus, as having the first claim. 

(6.) The maximum number and value of pensions receivable at one 
time, in England and Scotland together, will lie as follows : —

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CHAPTER IV. 



REVISION OF CODE. 

119. The Department, as occasion requires, may cancel or modify 
articles of the Code, or may establish new articles, but may not take any 
action thereon until the same shall have been submitted to Parliament, and 
shall have lain on the Table of both Houses for at least one calendar month. 

120. The Code shall be printed each year, in such a form as to show 
separately all articles cancelled or modified, and all new articles, since 
the last edition, and shall be laid on the Table of both Houses within 
one calendar month from the meeting of Parliament. 

121. The schedules and notes annexed to the Code shall have the same 
effect as the Articles of the Code, and shall be subject to the provisions 
of Articles 119 and 120. 

122. The Articles to which dates are prefixed, do not take effect 
before these dates, up to which the corresponding provisions of the 
Code of 1879 remain in force.

My Lords have had under consideration the report addressed to 
them under section 11 of the Endowed Institutions Act of 1878, by the 
Commisfiionera appointed under that Act. The report relates to the 
conditions according to which the Piirliameutary grant " may be most 
" advantageously distributed for the purpose of promoting education 
" in the higher branches of knowledge in public and state-aided schools, 
" especially in those districts in which there are no higher clatts pubUc 
" schools. 

Amongst other recommendations the Commissioners make the follow- 
ing suggestion : — " That in every parish there should be at least one 
" teacher qualified to g^ve instruction in the higlier subjectB." 

In connerion with this, I am to direct your attention to the terms of 
the enclosed circular (Circular 44) to Her Majesty's Inspectors, which 
was printed in the report of this Department for last year, and from 
which you will perceive that the proposal of the Commissionors is one 
which had previoualy su^ested itself to my Lords. 

The means by which the object in view may be attained, and special 
encouragement offered in order to secure its attainment, are now under 
their Lordships' consideration. Id connexion therewith, 1 am to inquire 
whether there is any sclioot in this pariah which, having regani to the 
circumstances of the district, your board consider might advantageously 
eerve as the centre of a group of echoob, some system of gradation 
being established among them. If so, I am to request you to give the 
name of such school, or schools, if more than one would be required 
from the size of the parish. 

Keithei' the proposal, nor their Lordships' inquiry, has any relation 
to higher claaa public schools. Their object is in districts where no 
such schools are available, to provide for the maintenance of a high 
standard of education at a minimum of cost. 

In certain cases it is possible that a school not under the management 
of the board, or one situated in a neighbouring burgh, may ,'<erve the 
purpose of a central school. If so, I am to request that you will inform 
my Lords accordingly.

The attention of my Lords h&s been directed to the importanca 
of thrift, and to the exceptional facjlitiee poaseesed by Elcnieutaty 
Schools for the encoaragement of this practice in early life. 

Experience has shown that many of the evils which weigh moat 
seriously on the industrial classes in this country are the results of im- 
providence and waste. But some of these evils admit, at least, of partial 
remedy. To learn how to ecoDOmise slender resourcett, bow to resist 
temptation to needless expense, and how to make reasonable provision 
for future contingencies is an importaut part of education. Such know- 
lodge is calculated to protect its possessor from much trouble and 
humiliation, and ta help him greuily in leading an honourable and 
independent life. 

In taatui'e years, it is often found difficult to acquire this knowledge, 
and still more difficult to apply it in practice. Bui in a school much 
may be done to render its acquisition easy to children, and to show to 
them the advunteges of economy and foresight Simple lessons on 
money, on the conditions which afiect the rate of wages, on the relations 
of skill, prudence, and knowledge to industrial success, aud on right ways 
of spending and saving, may bo made very intelligible and interesting 
to the young. Economy, however, is a habit ; and sa lo be leameiC 
like other habits, rather by practising it than by listening to demon- 
strations of its importance. During the school life of a child there arise 
many temptations to the heedless and wasteful expenditure of small sums ; 
and many occasions on which, if the opportunity were offered, such 
sums might bo usefully and wisely saved. The child who is helped to 
deny himself some triHing present gratification, who is encouraged to 
save by degrees a few shillingB, and who finds this sum available for 
the purchase of necessaries, for helping his parents at a time of family 
misfortune, or ultimately for his own equipment on leaving school for 
work, has received a practical lesson in forethought and self-restraint 
which, will probably abide with him for life. 

The value of such a lesson is not to be measured solely by its efleet 
on the scholar's own character and welfare. The possession of even a 
small reserve, or capital, places it in the power of the workman gradually 
to acquire the ownership of his house or a piece of land, to take share in 
an iodustrial partnership, or to enter on a small business, which, 
although at the outset it may only employ himself and his family, may, 
by his economy, industry, and skill, become the means of employment 
to many others, and so contribnte to the general prosperity. Thrift and 
temperance are very nearly alhed, each is helpful to the other, and 
having regard to the enormous national waste caused by interaperanco, 
there can l>e little doubt thot if the people of these islands were more 
temperate and thrifty, our home trade and the profitable employment of 
our people therein would be very greatly increased. 

The well known thrift of the peasantry and artisans of France hna bad 
a large influence in developing the commerce and manufactures of that 
country, and bos also enabled her people to recover, with extraordinary 
rapidity, from the effects of a great national calamity. 

Wherever the experiment of a School Savings Bank has been tried in 
a judicious, business-like, and kindly spirit it has proved very successful, 
fn Belgium some rcmarkal>!e cfforip have been made in this direction. 



-SCHOOL SAVIiltiS BANKS. 

In the single town of Ghent, in which there were iu 1873, 15,392 
scholars in the Elementary Schools, and in which tlie experituenC had 
been tried for sis years, no Isssthan 13,032 of these scholars bad separate 
aecounta in the Savings Bank. During thia period the sums aaved by 
the children steadily increased, until Uiej amounted to 463,064 rmnce, 
or 18,522^., showing an avei'age uf about 35 francs, or 28»., for each 
depositor. In France the practice of attaching banks to the Primary 
Schools is rapidly extending, as the following fignres will show : —

Sot only has the total amount thus largely increased, but the propor- 
tion of scholar-depositors to the number of schools has also become 
greater. There were in 1877 and 1879 about 17 deposiiors to each 
school, but in 1881 the number had risen to 21. The average sum de- 
posiled by each scholar is 20 fr. 26 c. Similar success has been attained 
inourown country wherever zealous nnd systematic efforta have been made 
to encourage the habit of saving. One of the most noteworthy of such 
eflbrta has been made at Liverpool. In that town 34 school banks have 
been established in connexion with the Liverpool Savings Bank. Year 
by year the number of deposits increases, and in 1880 the numl>er of 
separate children's accounts had risen to 9,522 and the sum deposited to 
4,108f. 

These results have been achieved withoutthe pressure of any authority, 
but mainly by the voluntary exertions of the friends and managers of 
schools, and by the intelligent co-operation of the teachers. The ad- 
vantages of thrift liave firet been simply explained to the children, and 
then opportunities for its exercise have been placed within easy reach. 
In some schools, in which it has been the practice to give small money 
premimns for special proficiency, industry, ov good conduct, these prizes 
have taken the form of n deposit in the Savings Bank in the scholar's 
name, so that, on leaving school, he has been presentedwitbaBankbook, 
and a subdtantial nucleus for i'uture saving. In Art. 19 E. of the Code 
there is a special provision for the payment of a sum of 40«., or 60*., to 
the managers of a school in respect of each pupil-teacher who, at the 
annual examination, passes fairly or well. There is s further direction 
that this sum shall be divided, in such proportions as the managers may 
determiue, between the pupil-teacher and the master or mistress by whom 
he has been trained. The sum thus assigned to tlie pupil- teacher may 
oflen with great advantage be placed iu the Sa\'ings Bank, and reserved 
until the completion of his apprenticeship to meet tbe expenses necessarily 
attendant on his admission into a training college. 

My Lords are aware fi'om a Parliameuiary Retura in 1877 (No. 445) 
that Penny Banks and Provident Clubs of vaiious kinds have already 
been founded, to some extent, in schools aideil by the Parliamentary 
Grant, In Glasgow, in Yorkshire, as well as in Liverpool, the trustees 
of Savings Banks certified under tlie Act of 1863 have been aclively 
inBtrumentfll in their formatioOi My Lorilr^ Imvc no winh Iu iutcrtere

with a-ny exiEting jilans which are found to work well ; but the; desire 
to ilil'fict tht^ special attention of school manngere and teachers lo ihe 
facilities which are now offered by tlie I'oat Office for the cstahlishraeui 
ofPenDy Banks ia schools. Such batiks when formed may readily be 
placed in connexion with the local Post Office Savings Bank, and per- 
BOVB proposing to establish them should apply to the controller of the 
Foat Office Savings Bank Department, General Post Office, J^ndon, 
when alt needful information will at once be given. Small books for the 
nse of the children have been prepared, and are issued gratuitously by 
the Savinffs Bank Department, and the necessary rales, which are few 
and simple, will be found printed in each of tJiese books. Suitable 
ledgers for keeping the accounta of the school bank in a simple form can 
also be obtained at a small price. Deposits of small sums should be 
entered in the scholar's book and in the school ledger, end as soon as the 
snm paid by any depositor reaches a sufficient amount, he ehould be 
assist^ to open a separate account in his own name in the Post Office 
Savings Bank, and he will thus be able, if he wish it, to make his sub- 
sequent payments direct to the Post Office. As, however, no deposit 
of less than Is. is received at the Post Office Bank, he may continue to 
pay into the School Bank as before. 

My Lords, while fully appreciating the services which the teachers 
of schools may render in the promotion of economy, are unwilling to cast 
upon them any additional labour and responsibility which might interfere 
with the proper discharge ol their dsily duties. They believe, however, 
that they may rely with some confidencfl on the good will of school 
managers and teachers for help in devising and carrying out the needful 
arrangements. Two or three managers or friends of a school may act 
&s trustees of the School Bank, and may open an account with the 
nearest Post Office Savings Bank. It should be arranged that on one 
or two mornings in the week, one of the nuinber should be present to 
receive deposits, and to conduct the simple business connected with the 
withdrawal of money or its transfer to the Post Office Baok. 

In many cases, the adoption of the new method of saving by means of 
postage stamps will be found serviceable. Managers may provide them- 
selves with a supply of postage stamps, and of the foiTos which have 
been specially issued for this purpose. Such a form may be inscribed 
with the name of the depositor, 12 stamps can be successively aJSxed by 
the managers, and when it is filled up, it can eilher be taken by the child 
to the Poet Office, or the whole may he preserved at the scliool, and taken 
collectively by a responsible manager, who will see the sums duly entered 
in the scholars' books. The inconvenience of personally raiting a Post 
Office Savings Banh in order to open an account may beavoidod, because 
it is within the power of the responsible manager of a school to witness 
the necessaiy declaration (forms of which can he obtained at any Savings 
Bank), deliver it at the Savings Bank, nod open the account on behalf 
of the child. 

My Lords believe tliat the general adoption of some such plan will 
greatly increase the usefulness of the Elementary Schools as instruments 
for the formation of character, and will not be without a valuable in- 
fluence in awakening the sympathy and interest of parents. They, 
therefore, invite lo the whole subject the consideration of members of 
School Committees and Boards, and of those persons ui leisure and in- 
fluence who are interested in elementary schools, and in the future well- 
being of the scholars. The Annual lieturn (Form IX.) required to be 
filled uphy managers already contain^ questions respecting the existence 
' a bank in the school, the number of depositors, and the amount of the 

us accumulated ; and my Lords will gladly learn that ihe number of 
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satisfactory replies to these questions increases largely iu each succeeding 
year. The returns for the past year show that Savings Banks had been 
established in 1^087 schools in England and Wales, and in 62 schools in 
Scotland*

By the term "afAte of schools under your inspection," yon will 
understand facta observed within yonr oiSoial experience since the date 
of your last report (if yon have previously written one) ; and by the 
term " practical suggestions for their improvement," you will understand 
suggestions consistent with the terma of the Code that has been 
sanctioned by Parliament, but not criticisms of the Code itself, which 
should be reserved for confidential communication to the Department. 

Under this head of your report, you will not fail to describe in detail 
the present state of proficiency in the schools under inspection, and the 
progreas you may have observed, of late years, in the standard work, 
and in clags, and specific, subjects respectively ; as well as in sQch 
branches of instruction as needlework and cookery, which the Depart- 
ment vrish to encourage. You will also take care to notice the Tariona 
systems used in teaching singing, and to compare these systems in 
respect of the eone with which they are mastered, and the results they 
produce. 

My Lords will further expect to find in your report statements 
showing the existing school supply of your district, and the progress 
that has been made during the la^t tew years in completing that supply, 
and in securing the attendance of scholars. Special notice may also be 
usefully taken of any particular parts of the district where there is a 
deficiency of accommodation, or a failure on the part of the local autho- 
rity to enforce attendance at school, which calls for early attention. 

The " copy " should be in my hands not later than the last week of 
November, in order that the volume may be printed and submitted to 
Parliament as early next session as possible.

I HAVE the honour to snbtnit to jonr Lordahips my report g 
the schools Inspected in my district during the year ending Slat AiigM 
I9SU. At the dat« of my last report, in 1877, the school sapply of t' 
district was almost complete. Siacc Iben Nome of the older baildbi, 
have been enlarged and improved, and now, with very few exceptioaB, tl 
. schools of the district are commodious and well arranged. There a 
ftill cases, however, where the want of a class-room is serioosly fe^ 
Even when the main room has sufficient accommodation for the avera 
attendance, there ought to be a class-room for the teuching of e 
and, where the staiT ullows of it, it is equally desirable that the infanll 
should be tnugbl apart from the ordinary standard classes. As a ruT 
Btrliool boards have been ready to recognise the importance of thea 
points when they have been bronght before them. I can still, bowevc 
point to one school where sewing is taught in one end of the room whiti 
the boys are at work under two certificated teachers in the other end 
This is a state of things that should not he allowed to continue, in 
lerfering. as to aconsiderable extent it must do, with the organisation u 
general efficiency of a school. In two or three parishes buildings i 
every respect unsatisfactory are, I regret to say, yet to be met with ; I 
in these cases special difficulties stood in the way of the erection of n 
prernifies, difficulties, however, which now appear likely to be soon ove^ 
come. While the new buildings compare very favourably, both i 
ternal appearance and in internal fitting up, with the old parochial schoc 
in one point they do not show any very striking improvement. Veati 
lation is now, as it was formerly, far from sati^ifactory. If the rooms a; 
not atii fly, fresh air is most fi'eqnently secured at the expense of a draughi 
Even when the ventilators work well, and this is but seldom, more migU 
be done to purify the atmosphere of the schoolroom by opening doors a 
windows at every available opportunity. I have ob^^erved the 1 
general neglect of such precautions, not so much on days of ii 
when the schoolroom hiis perhaps received special attention, as on 
without notice. More than once, when I have been unable to r 
in the room till some degree of ventilation was obtained, I hsve founfl 
teachers and echolars working in apparent comfort quite unconscious a 
the poisonous nature of the air they were breathing. I have pointe 
out the injurious effects that this mu ^t have on the mental as well a< 
the physical welfare of the children, and in some coses at least I bo] 
my remarks may have done good. In others I fear windows i 
ventilators were again closed as soon as I had lelL 
I' While it may be snid generally that boards provide for the propi 
' cleansing of the schoolroom, much still remains to be d< 
more attractive to children. Even now the walls of Pom< 
schools pRisent n blank monotony of bareness, This if 
cases Xo a poverty of maps, diagrams, &c., in others, to undue fear a 
exposure of them on the part of boards or of teachers. Only the othej 
day a pretty country school was supplied with a complete set of mapjj 
in the hideous wooden case that permits only one map to be tieen at i 
time. In addition to absolutel^>* indispensable apporalus, it is also highlii 
desirable that every school should be provided with some of the commoM 
cheap reproductions of works of art in the shape of prints, photogrsphi 
and casts. Their influence for good needs no enforcing. 
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Most of the aclinols in the district have been visited vrithont notice 
during the past yew either by Mr. Bathgate or by myself. As a rule 
they were found io good order and working nccording to the time-table. 
In seveml we found slight irregu Inn ties, but only in one case were 
there inaccuracies in the registers of so serioun a nature as to render it 
necessary for ua to bring them under the notice of your Lordships. 
As a rule the registers are honestly kept, but occiieionally we have come 
upon instances of carelessness that were not far removed froia the 
category of dishonesty. Notwithstanding the in.slructions that have 
been issued to managers to carefully check the registera at uncertain 
intervals, X am afraid that this is done only in exceptional cases, and iu 
moat of these in a very perfunctory manner, I have found visits with- 
out notice of great value in aiding me to fitrm an estimate of the general 
efficiency of a school, more especially of its organization and discipline. 
They are, E believe, appreciated by the teachers generally, and I shall 
endeavour to visit every school in the district once a year in addition to 
the annual inspection. Owing to the extent and nature of the district, 
however, it is not easy to accomplish this. Many of the schools aie 
email- — ^far from any available centre, and far from each other — uo fewer 
than 41 of them receiving a grant last year under Art. 19 D. 

These visits have too often shown that the offices are not regularly 
kept Hs they ought to be, but on the whole I am glad to be able to 
report a marked general improvement in a point that so strongly affects 
the physical and moral health of a school. The contrast, too, so frequeutly 
observed between the appearance of the childivnon the day of inspection 
and on a visit without notico should be less marked. The personal 
cleanliness and general neatueas of the pupils are matters that lie strictly 
within the teacher's province, and are worthy of attention on ordinary 
working days as much as on the day of inspection. 

At this date there are 230 schools in my district under inspection, 
and of these, during the year ending Slat August, 62 were inspected 
by my colleague, Mr. Bathgate, 167 by myself, and one was paid with- 
out inspection under Art. 10. With the exception of three all were in 
receipt of annual grants. The 229 schools inspected eonlained 336 de- 
partments, and were taught by 241 male certificated teachers, 8b female 
certificated teachers, 8 provisionally certificated tepchers, and 142 pupil- 
teachers ; showing an increase of 2^ certificated teachers, and a decrease 
of four pupil-teachers, as compared with the staif employed in 1877. To 
this very considerable increase in the teaching power the quiet but 
steady improvement in the education of the district is no doubt partly 

The followiog tables give the statistics of attendance and of the E 
standard examination for the year ending 31st August 1880, with the * 
corresponding statistics for 1877. 
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These tnbles show EeverHl satisfactory re»ult«<. While the popul&tioa I 
of the district hns remained nearly steady, there is an iiicrease in the I 
Average a,tt«iidance oi 1,007, or 5^ per cent. ; in the number qualified I 
by attendances of 1,492, or 8 per eent. ; and in the number presented f 
of 1,584, or 9*8 per cent. This improvement is encouraging so far a 
it goes, but there is still much to he done. The number of children io I 
the district of school age (5 — 13), as estimated by the school boards in 1 
1878, was 28,080. Thirty-nine schools recogniKcd aa efficient, but not I 
under inspection, provide school places For 3,120 children. Evenaseam' I 
ing that these places are all tilled it is plain that, vrhen the scholars under i 
and above school a<;e have been deducted Jrom the numbers in the 1 
registers of inspected and recogoisted efficient schools, a largo per-cenb ^ 
of children itill remains to be accounted for. In many rural parishes I 
■ and even in some towns there is no evidence that the compulsory clauHQ I 
is put in force at all, and the school board officer is too often little morO I 
than a name. If the children aro kept at school with fair regularity, or I 
Bie specially brought out on the day of inspection, the result is more 
frequently due to the exeitions of the teacher than to those of the board I 
officer. This is a burden that teai^hers should not have to bear, and 
many of them decline to bear it. Hence on the day of inspection the 
reasons for absence are so often " unknown," In an agricultural district 
like this there are of course serious difficullies in the way of enforcing ] 
regular attendance at certoio seasons. Turnip weeding and potato ' 
digging make demands that cannot always be denied. But were the 
attendance regular during the rest of the year, most teachers would be 
ready to make allowance at such exceptional seasons. In a manufac- 
turing town in Dumfriesshire the compulsory clause — especially as 
bearing on regularity of attendance — has been worked for several 
years with the very greatest success. What has been so saccessfiilly 
accomplished there cannot be impossible elsewhere. There is on in- 
crease of 8 per cent, in the number qualified for ex.amiiiatioD, but there 
ie no perceptible decrea.se in the per-centape (9 per cent.) of absentees 
on the day of inspection. In some cases the reasons for absence were 
satisfactory, but in others either they were of a doubtful nature, or no 
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reason at nil could be aseigned. In many casea I found the absentee 
Bcbodule signed hj clerk or maaagera before it was completed or even 
before any entry had been made on it. _ 

From table B. tt will be seen that over 37 per cent, of the scholars increaBe of 
individually examined were presented in the three highest Etandards as presentation in 
compared with 25 per cent, in 1877. If the 375 pupils presented over higher sian- 
Standard VI. be included, the improvement is still more marked. The ^"^'' 
numbers presented over Standard Y. are Ibis year considerably more 
than double what they were ia 1877. These results canuot. but be 
regarded as highly satisfactory. 

The most noteworthy difference to be observed in the results of in- Inprovemi 
dividual examination in the three " R'a " is in the arithmetic of in per^cent 
Standards III., IV,, and VI., where the per-centage of passes has risen '^ pawes. 
from 69 to 79, 73 to 91, and 67 to 81, respectively. In Standard VI., 
however, there is a considerable falling off in writing ; but this is largely 
due to the more severe spelling test applied by the addition of a short 
piece of dictation to the composition exercise or by the occasional 
substitution of dictation for composition. 

The total average per-centage of passes for the district ia 87'46, as 
against 8S-9 in 1877, and as against 87-43 for the whole of Scotland 
in 1879. 

There is a ahgbt increase in the per-centage of passes under the head Itcading. 
of reading, but there is little perceptible improvement in the quality of 
the reading itself. The same faults that have been so frequently re- 
ferred to continue to prevaiL Mechanical accuracy is as a rule all that 
is accomplished, and, except in a few special cases, seems to be ail that 
is aimed at. I shall add notliing to the remarks 1 have made on this 
subject in previous reports ; but I cannot help repeating ibat the reading 
lesson ought to be, what in the hands of a good teacher it aJways ie, one 
of the most interesting and etiucative lessons of the day. Instead of 
this, I fear it too frequently happens that it b entrusted to a pupil teacher, 
as a mere piece of dull routine. The increase in the per-centage of pusses 
is entirely in the three I lighest standards, and is due less to improvement 
in the style of reading than lo the creditable progress that has been made 
in grammar and analyais and in a more intelligent knowledge of the 
subject matter of the passage rend. The impor lance of this, however, 
cannot be too highly valued. Analysis of both V. and VI. is usually 
verv fwr or even good, but parsing, especially of V., is seldom more 
than fair. Ko doubt the advance fitim the naming of the parts of speech 
in IV. to the parsing and analysis in V. is very great, and thedifSculties 
to be overcome are many. Still, wilh a little more attention devoted to 
the technicalities of grammar, there seems to be no reason why word- 
parsing should not soon reHcb as fairly satisfactory a point as analysis or' 
sentence -par>ing has already renclied. In some of my best schools 
analysis of simple sentences is begun in IV., with gratifying results. 
Having mastered the structure of a sentence the previous year, the 
scholar in V. finds the grammar demamied of him comparatively easy. 

The Batisfiictory progress that has been made during the last lhree^,i,in„ 
years in the writing of Standard I., where penmanship is the solo test of 
a pa^s, is m^nly due to the improved methods adopted in the teaching 
of the infanta and to the more general use of carefully ruled slates. In 
Standards ll.-IV. the failui'es under this head reach almost the same 
per-centage as in 1877, and, as then, are almost entirely the result of 
biid spelling. For a time the spelling of V. and VI, appeared lobe 
a1«ailily ileierioruting, and I welcomed the addition moile to Art. 28 

ihe t'ode of 1879, by which your Lordships authorised an exercise 

dictation to be given to those standards, at the discretion of the 
Im<pe>:tor, in place of composition. There is little fear that thia dis- 
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PTOlionary power will in nry degree interfere with tlie regn'!"' teacltinff I 
or composition, but it will mseureilly stiniulnto teachore to subject j 
StandfirUn V. ornJ VT., from time lo tiinp, 1<j a sufficient fpelUng tMt. 
Dictation fiom sonie Buurre, uther tlian a reading book ui comiiiuu ue^ ' 
is to be recommended. 

Arithmetic eonlinuea to be well taiigbt, and the result*, generally, ' 
nre Mti^irnctory. The liiglie«t [ter-centuge of fniliires is in Sinndard 4 
III., but even in it very creditable progress baa been made The snuM \ 
set to this tttiindnrd were of modei-nte difficulty, and contnined DOthhig of "] 
the nature of a. problem. All that was demanded was accurate rae- I 
chunical working, and but for continually recnrring instnnces of grora I 
carelessnesn the rexuliB must have been better. A decided improve* J 
ment has taken plnce in notation in all the standards, though in a few, ] 
schools there ia still a tendency to we ciphers rery libei'ally, 1 
occurs most frequently where an attempt has been made to cariy the I 
children far beyond the requirements of the Code as to knowlcd^ of'J 
notation. I 

The grant under Art, 19 C. 1 was claimed by every school in AuM 
dititiict presenting scholars in Standards II. and III., and in only ninel 
cases was it retused. The requirements in grammar are not heavy, and' M 
the results under this head were nsually satislaciory. What is of far i 
higher value, there was clear evidence of greater attention having been 
paid to drawing out the intelligence of the children, the general scope I 
of rhe lesson as well as the meanings of individual words being, in the ' 
majority of cases, very fairly known. 

The grant for history and geography was claimed by 211 schools, 
and 180 or 85 per cent, gained it. In several cases the loss of the 
grant was due to the small per-centage of children in the higher 
standards and not to the failure of ihoF^e actually examined. 

While there has been a satiiifactory improvement in the ordinary 
elenientiLry work of the schools, still more creditable progress has been 
made in speciBc subjects. During the past year specific subjects were 
professed in 126 schools as compared with 117 in 1877, but there is a ] 
veiy great increase in the per-centiige of chihiren presented, and a still | 
greater in the per-centnge oi passes. The standard of examination 
certainly not been lowered, and I am glad to find that the fear I ex- i 
pressed in my last report that there might be a falling off both in 
the amount and in the quality of the higher work ha« not been realised. J 

The following table gives the results of examiniition in epedfie J 
enhjectH for 1880 and the corresponding results for 1877 : —

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The number of scholftrs presented in Latin is nearly the same as in Laiio. 
1877, and the PRmarks 1 made on this sabject are stilJ gen orally appli- 
cable. In a few schools very good work ts done, I have found a 
solitary Latin puptl profesfiiog more than one Book of Horace, in 
addition to large portions of Virgil and Ciegar, and knowing them 
welt. This of course is, aad must be an exceptional case, but I am 
glad to find that it is one to be met with, even occasionally. Latin 
prose is naturullj the weak point, but in aeveral ioBtancea I have had 
passages of considerable difficulty rendered with very creditable accu- 
racy. Before long I hope lo see a ^reat impetus given to the study of 
Latin and other university subjects by the bursaries to be thrown open, 
under the Hannahfield Bequest, to all the elementary schools of my 
district as well as by those thrown open to a part of it by the Wallace 
Hall trustees. 

The seven scholars presented in Greek passed well, one reading a Greek, 
book of the Iliad fairly, and several others part of the Anabasis. 

I am glad to be able to report that so important a subject aa mathe- Msthematit 
matics is receiving more attention. It waa professed in 46 schools, 
and the results were in general of a highly satisfactory nature, especially 
in algebra, where they compare very favourably with those of previous 

While the number of schools professing French has risen from 26 Frei 
to 42, there is har<lly any increase in the number of scholars presented. 
The results, however, show a decided improvement, 

German waa taught in five schools, but in only one with really good Gen 
results. 

English literature continues to be marked by the faults specified in Edr 
former reports. In some cases, little judgment baa been shown in the liter 
choice of passages, and over all, the range is too limited, considering 
the number and variety of suitable poems now to be bought for a few 
pence. The repetition, as a rule, lacks expression and rhythm, and the 
minor qualities of pronunciation and accent are not faultless. No one, 
of course, could expect an English accent in a Khios or a Niihsilale 
hoy, hut the district accent is quite compatible, as experience has 
shown, witb pleasurable repetition of poetry. I have before alluded to 
the importance of cultivating the voice, and still think that repetition 
might be made a valuable handmaid t^i reading in attaining that end. 
Due attention has been paid to securing an intelligent grasp of the 
passage, but some of the attention that has been given to words of 
classical derivation would have been more profitably bestowed ou 
EngUsh primitives and the laws that govern their changes of growth. 

llie improved character of the results in physical geography ia Phjr 
gratifying. Teachers have been more and more led to read and to geog 
observe, and tjiey thus instmct from a fuller mind and with less reliance 
upon a meagre text-book. AGording, as this subject does, matter for 
constant and costless oiiservalion, it is of hi^h educational importance, 
in rural districts more particularly. 

Domestic economy, being a compulsory subject for girU, has, of Don- 
mrse, been professed in every school where girls have been presented ""'"^ 
1 specific subjects. The pass has been determined by tbeir know- 
ledge of cej'tam text-buoks, and a considerable amount of knowledge 
has certainly been acquired, but I fear its practical value is in very 
many cases open to doubt. 

Animal physiology was taught in three schools, but with little in- HijaWogr 
telligence and no satisfactory results.

When it U] 
taught \>j a certiScated mistiea? it in generally good, bat in i 
schools under a master, where it is tniight by u seamstreEs or same lemM 
qualiHed mistress, it is often very ungatiitfactory, and it wBl co ' 
be BO till ladies' committees are formed to snperiutend this importantil 
part of a girl's education. The suggestion in my last report that school M 
boardri shoutd provide materials for sewing has been acted on in a kw fl 
parishes, and I must repeut my conviction that in no other way out f 
grwIuBted and r^^lar instruction in sewing be secured in rural ^cbools. I 
Singing is taught in 175 scboolw, generally either by ear or by the I 
sol-fa syelem, with cscellent results in many cases, but with voy I 
uotatis factory results in not a few. j

Of the 64 scholars presented for examination fewl 
fiiiled to pass in the three R's, but along with this fact it must be note* 
that one half of them were presented under Standard III. This is x 
a satisfactory state of matters. It is a pity that evening schools i 
necessary, and it is to be hoped that the Edacation Act will, in tin 
render them unnecesary; but in the present condition of things there i^ 
urgent need that boiirds, in towns more especially, should provide, ancT 
tbat cfliciently, lor the needs of those neglected in the past, as also lot 
furthering the education, both ordinary and technical, of those i 
have gone to work alter passing Standord'V. It is especially to bal 
deplored that of the hundreds of uneducated working girls in thisl 
district idle of evenings only six should have been preitented for exami-1 
nation in evening schools, and that of these, four should have been I 
presented in Standard I. 

I cannot finish my report without referring to the very efficient J 
assistance I continue to receive fiom Mr. Galloway,

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My Lords, 

The report whieli I have now the honour o£ submitting to yonr 
Lordships deals with the district formerly under the charge of the late 
Ur. iUiddleton, aiid my acqnaintaace with which comitjenced in October 
1878. It ia very large, furnishing full occopalion for three and latterly 
for four Inspectors and three assistants. 

My request t« be exempted from reporting last year on the ground 
that I had then seen only one third of th« schools was kindly complied 
with. Though I should have welcomed another year'ti delay till I had 
covered the whole ground, I feel that I now have sufficient accguainlance 
with the district to enable me to give a tolerably correct estimate of its 
general condition. 

I have inspected during the two years 105 of the 167 schools on the 
list, and 12 of these 1 have thought it advisable for certain reasons to 
visit ia both years. In order to make these successive visits, and at the 
same time widen the area of observation as much as possible, I arranged 
with one or other of my colleagues for joint inspection in a few 
instances. I have also within the two years visited without notice 
upwards of 30 schools, thus leaving only 30 into which I have not set 

During the past year, with the willing help of my colleagues and Yiaitsidtb 
assistauts, all the schools in the district have been inspected, and 70 noti-" 
have been visited without notice. Such visits are important and should 
he more frequent. They are disagreeable only to those teachers, not a 
numerous class, for whom in the mterests of honesty and iidelity they 
ore urgently needed. In only three caaes were the irn^ularities such as 
to call for special reports. 

You were pleased to pve me in May last the temporary and welcome Third ool- ' 
addition of a third colleague, Mr. W. Y. King, whose co-operation in league, 
the work has been all that could be wibhed. I beg leave to express the 
hope that, if the district is to remniu as at present, the addition may be 
permaueul, because necossary. 

On referiing to Dr. Middleton's report for 1877 I find that there are Increase of 
now only six more schools on my list than on his. This, however, is '^commoda- 
by no means a measure of the increase in accommodation or attendance. B"" *" "***"*■ 
The average number present in 161 schools in 1877 was a little over 
400, while the average now in 167 schools is 550, This ia mainly 
due to the action of the Glasgow Board, who have merged in large 
schools at convenient centres B number of temporary schoob of their 
own, and taken over a number of email schools formerly under different 

The extent to which this has been done may be gathered from the Small schoa 
fact that, though 143 schools in Glasgow have been discontinued since difloontinuei 
1872, the hoard have only 44 schools on their lisL One notable case, 
Itishop Street school, has takeji the place of nine small schools with 
advantage to all concerned. 

The increase of speciiic subjects is very striking. In 1877, 4,S67 Inoreaieof'l 
were presented, as against 15,054 in 1880. spetiHc sr*"' 

The majority of the schools are large, some very large, the attendance J'''''^' 
r rising as high as between 1,300 and 1,400. There are only between 
20 and 30 that can in any sense be called rural. There are 27 Roman 
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Catholic schools, 2 Kpiscop&I, 27 ses^onnt, 12 under various i 
nient, and the rest ore Unrd schools. There is ouly 1 imrolj' balf-ti 
Bchool ill the district. 

The HL-hool supply^ is on the nhole vrny satiarftotory. The msj<K 
of the HchoolH under the GlmgOTC and Govnn Boards arp, in respect ■ 
furniture, cxtoveiiieiioe, and locality, all that could be desired. Tq 
site of Grecnxido Street school is unfortunate, being in t)ie immedta^ 
vicinity of a railway on which tiains are liurrying paat e\'cry V 
three minutes, to the serious distraction of both letioher and pui4 
"When it wna built Btich large traffic waa not anticipated. When l' 
Glasgow Board shall have completed five scitools now in prospect tl 
provision will probably be iiufiGcient tor some time to rome. 

The sessional schools maintain a gallant but very unequal fight a] 
the board whools, and only the best continue to thrive. In the in 
both ot the teachers, many of whom have done, and are still doiDfl 
excellent work, and of ^neral education, it is very desirable that the 
managers and the boards should come to terms for their transferena 
The accommodaiion in Govan board schools may at present he cctjM 
eufBcient. One or two of the smaller boards have still some building^ 
do, but an earnest desire accompanied by praiseworthy effort to kef 
abreast of their neighbours in the matter of wholeeome buildings is ff 
general chnraci eristic. 

Eoman Catholic schools bulk largely in my list. Many of them i 
very satisfilctory buildings, and in a creditable number very good y 
is done. I am not aware that a single school lias been built ii 
for some years by any other rehgious denomination. The example ■. 
by the manngers of these schools, in the interest they take in all thl. 
concerns their welfare, is worthy of general imitation. The teachetl 
work very hard ; many of them produce good rosulls, both genera 
and in the standard examination, but what has struck me as a char 
teristic of many Roman Catholic teachers, though by no means of thetl 
alone, is a somewhat hidebound striving after a perfect minimum iutb<q 
than the free action of healthy educative effort, the effect of which j 
' the transformation of the school into a standard mill. As to the [ 
misea orher than those already referred to, I am glad to be able to n 
that there are few that could be colled dedidedly unsatisfactory. 

It is a pleasure to be able to say of the teachers in this district tl 
while there is a considerable interval between the beat and the ■wors 
they are generally faithful men and women, able and willing to do theij

The ttillowing table gives the detailed results of standard work : —

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This table seems to me satisfactory. I am unfortnnalely unable to 
'compare the figures with the corresponding ones for 1877, but it is 
encouraging to find that nearly 30 per cent, are presented in the three 
higher Btnndards. Tliis is above the average of former years, and, how- 
ever viewed, is gratifying, inasmuch as it points either to earlier school 
life and greater regularity or to more prolonged attendance. 

Yoor iLiOrdships' report for last year shows a steady and generally 
N>ti!>raciory advance in the character of primary instruction. The 
Scotch Code is not yet considered perfect, but it is gradually rising in 
favour with many who were at Hrst strongly opposed to it. This is 
due in great measure to the liberal and common-sense way in which it 
is generally adminisiered. The Code seems to me to be capable of 
[iiXKlucing iis best results, when teacher and Inspector alike put to 
themselves the questions "What is the broad object of this or that 
" provision ? What was in the mind of those who framed it ?" It is 
definite and precise, as all Codes must be, but its definiteness and pre- 
cision are to be interpreted by presumably sensible and educated men, 
not slavishly clung to with machine-like rigidity. To such liberal inter- 
pretation there are no doubt limits which cannot be overstepped with 
tainiess to the teacher or fidelity to the Department. But the Inspector 
who correctly grasps the spirit of any provision can do his duty to both 
I teacher and Department without slavish adherence to the letter. 
I For example, dictation for IV. is to be taken from a history book 
I read in the class, ofien one of 50 pages ; but, believing that there is no 
1 charm in dictation from history more ttian from any other book of 
Bimilar difficulty, X have not only accepted but recommended other 
reading books useil in the school of 250 to 300 pages as better for 
dioiation, because we should thus have, instead of the cramming of 50 
pages, the natural cultivation of the observing faculty in the ordinary 
course of reading. I have even said that I would judge more leniently 
of such dictation, 

I have often found V. and VL tanght together in geography,

In too omny schooiB the yonnger 
etaases are kept in books which from repeated pcrusala an known by heart, and 
have long ceased to he in any sense educative nr a tert of reading, lo ihc interest 
of ohildren whose school life is oflco much too sboit snr.h a serious waste of time 
must be checked by tbe means suggested in the Code, viz., by the Inspeccar bringing 
a book of his own. 

"4. CompoBtion. — No ejtercisa in this can be considered satisfectory unless the 
pupil can construct sentences on the whole correctly, and ii fairly sound in punc- 
tuation aod the use of capitals. 

" 5. Arithntelic in IV.-VI, should not, and in really good schools does not, occupy 
moK than 45 minutes. In no case will more than an honr be alloired. 

" 6. InttUigence. — Thieia too often simply an exercise in repeatine the words of Ibe 
reading book, or what is equally useless, substituting the not less difficult meaoingB 
lo the list attached to the lesson. A boy has ho intelUgent knowledge of a lesson 
when he can show (it may be only imperfectly and approximately) in words of his 
own choosing that be has gruped the ideas contained in it. gynonyins are scurce, 
but forms of expression arc abundant. Tbe boy's language may be poor and Ms 
vocabulary small, but if be understands he will show, and be anxious to show, that 
he does understaod. The eSbrt to do so in suitable language is in the highest 
decree wholesome and stimulative. Excellence in tbe elementary grammar oC II. 
and IlL wilt not be regarded as un equivalent lor marked weakness in intelligent 

" 7. Grammar. — I am always glad to get, though 1 cannot insist on, more than 
the naming of the part), of speech by IV., inasmuch as it seems to mu impossible 
to tench the parts of speech effectively without teaching something of syntax and 
the structure of a sentence. Short of this it must be largely guesswork. In V. 
and VI. besides the anfllyeia prescribed the parsing ought to be full. In IV., V., 
and VI. grammar may according to eircumstances be partially written, but it will 
always be partially oraL It is only through oral examination that the character of 
Buy weaknesses can be pointed out and better methods suggested. 

"Genera/ Seniariui — Tbe highest function of the teacher is not to produce, 
nor of the Inspector to record, certain mechanical resolts, A higher function of 
both is, irrespective though still in the general line of the Code, tu stimulate thought 
and give an educational impulse. The liest and most experienced teachers know, 
while tbe younger and less successful will be none tbe worse for being Informed, 
tfait such an impulse cannol be given, nor such though (fulness stimulated, by keeping 
in a narrow rut with no thought of anything hut scoring a certain number uf passes 
at the end of the year. There is notlung more certain than that thoughtful stimu- 
lative teaching is the surest way to produce even mechanical accuracy." 

It ia matter for regret that echool boards and managers lay so much Too much 
stress on the per-centage of passes, as if that were the only measure of stress laid ik^M 
success. Every well-taught school should mute a good pass, but one P"-o6"t"Ke F 
nchool rosy make a very high per-centage and he inferior in all that is " P^"^' 
truly educative to another with a lower one. As long as boards feel 
tbe pulse of a school only through the per-centage of passes, the teacher 
ia tempted to make that his absorbing aim, and fall into the mechanical 

utine which it is the Arst duty of teacher and Inspector to fight 
against.

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Ordinary School Work. 

On this head I would only add to what I have said in the foregoing Reading, 
<urcular, that a history book should not be specified for the reading (S 
IV. When the Code was drawn up, the growth of a crop of twopenny 
manuals wa^ probably not anticipated. Besides, history books of the 
school type, having regard rather to the compressed grouping of facta 
than elegance of style, are not good reading exercises. 
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As a check on the too prevalent cuatom allnde<J Ift of reading < 
aail over again the pume book till tlie frcUuling ban become a grindingj 
dust instead of corn, I should like lo Nee your Lordahips' reoouiiueiil 
tion of two or tliree sets of rending books, at any rate in the yom 
classeH, changed into a positive oi'der. Mandgers must make up I 
mioils either to abolish the shiim, or meet the lo«8 of grant conseqn^ 
on the Inspector bringing a book of hi» own. One of the best pre ' ' 
of elementary education is the power to read with au:h facility tl 
after life it ia rcHort«d to as a pleasure. This fitnge is too Bi 
reached, and whatever 8tands in Uie way of it should be ruthlessly renio> 

Writing is taught on the whole well, and calls for no lengtbei 
remarks. In a number of schools the only use of the head iino, y' 
that it is a model for exact imitation, is lost sight of. 

The pass in this subject, though as usnal lower than in the other t 
is quite satisfiictory. The leap between III, and IV. is slill felt t 
a long one. The work of III. might without hardship be made aim 
the same as that of the English Code, I do not think that arithmef 
in the higher standards would suffer in the least if Standard L n 
freed from individual examination in arithmetic. The requir

Htstory and Geography are taught on the whole satisfactorily, 
history of Y, and VI,. both from its subject matter and the greater a 
of the pupils, is as a rule better thin that of IV. The latter is often a 
unintelligent crammiitg of the outstanding battles, feuds, and ti 
between the Scottish kings and the nobility, often too a repetiti 
ipsissima verba of a narrative couched in language beyond the pup! 
comprehension. 

1 beg leave again to surest that the geography of the cou 
', qnite insufficient to occupy a whole year in V. Your Lordshipg' i 
for last year shows that less than 4 per cent, reach VI. It cani 
regarded as satisfactory that upwards of 96 per cent, of regular scl 
may leave school with no knowledge of geography beyond tl 
Scotland.

The highest grant for organizatioi 
n 110, and the lower in 97 coseS; 
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several instanccB both the higher and lower grant.a were recommended 
with some hesitation, the causes of hesitation heing slight misconcep- 
tions which only required to be pointed out to be remedied. I am still 
that a third grant of Gd, for discipline, which though fair 
could scarcely be called good, would work well. Funereal silence and 
statiie^iie immobility have not been considered essential requisites. 
The higher grant has been earned only by schools in which honesty I 
was the rule, in which silence could be had when wanted, but in which » 
ordinai'lly one could hear the natural unobtruaive hnm indicative of " 
occupation but in no way prejudicial to work. Much time would be saved 
ta the Inspector and more to the teacher, if one of the prime requisites 
of class teaching were attended to, viz., that every pupil should answer 
distinctly enough to be heard by every other pupil. 

The grant under 19 C. l.was rel'uBeJ in eight cases, that under 19 C. 2. G 
in 20, live of which wore due to insufficient numbers. The former has I' 
been recommended in a good many cases where, after the issue of the above 
circular, it will in future ho refused, if the grammar, which may be 
taught in a month, with as it seems lo me little educative effect, be q 
relied upon as an equally important factor as the intelligence, which ta 
requires and, by its general lubricating power, repays daily attention. ^ 
Grammar as usually taught to II. and III. is too easy, mechanical, and y 
unintelligent to bulk largely in a considerable grant, On the other hand ' 
I regard the intelligent explanation of the reading lesson — not through 
dry unexplained synonyms, but in homely common sense fashion — as one 
of the most valuable demands of the Code. When commenced early, and 
it cannot be commenced too early, its influence is felt in all the higher 
work of the school. Where it ia not commenced early the higher work 
is seldom good. One of the strongest reasons for this daily cultivation 
of intelh'geoce is that it is one of the few Bubjects that cantiot be 
crammed. 

The recommendation in your Lordships' letter of April 15th as to G 
the expediency of having at least one thoroughly eHicient school in d 
each district for carrying on instruction in some of the higher branches, 
Knd of having graded schools wherever possible, will be received wilh 
general eat inaction. 

In very large schools a considerable portion of the head roaster's time £ 
is more profitably employed in gener^ superintendence of the various ir 
depnrtments, testing progress, giving examples of good method, &c. than si 
in keeping to a single class. At the some time in even the largest schools ^ 
he should contrive to have a certain portion of every day which he could k 
devote to teaching some of the higher branches. Parents could easily be fl; 
informed that between certain hours bis time was not available for receiv- 
ing visitors. In all large schools there are at least a few at the top who 
could profitably avail themselves of the head master's tuition. Where no 
arrangement has been made for the collective instruction of pupil- teachers, 
they ought, in the most important branches of their education, to come 
directly into contact with presumably the best mind in the school. It 
aeemn a misapplication of the time of the most important officer in a j 
school staff that he should be taken up with the mechanical routine of ol 
registration and statistics which, afteralittletraining and with advantage n 
to themselves, could be equally well done by 4th or 5tb year pupil 
teachers in rotation. 

This is a branch of schoolwork which more than any other demands ii 
attention from both teacher and Inspector, The subject has received 
increased attention of late years, but there is still much to be done both 
as lo the matter and method of infant teaching. The instructions in 
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the Code are indefiaite. We are eimpl^ asked to report as to whether 
I the infunts are ns a class tuitably inatrucled, but the word suitably hat 
received widely different intei-pretatiouH. Oue cIms of teachers lliin^" 
thnt the staple of their eihiontion should be their being amused into 
habits of orderly atleotioii and thought bj means of lessons on objects 
interesting and level to their capacity, not however to the eKclusion o£ ■ 
easy exercises iu reading, ahile- writing, and very elementary knowledl 
of numbers. Another dasH think it their duty to bring the advancel 
class of infants fully up to the work of standard I. There is probabM 
the same difference of opinion among Inspectors. It is nmch to O 
desired that your Lordships would give an approximate definition ( 
tuila&ly. It is clear from 19 It. 1. a. that individual examination | 
. not intended. The condition is that they arc taught as a class. 
in my opinion quite as clear that, to make children of five or six yea 
of age feel the drudgery implied in tho attempt to reach Standard L, B 
not only not int«nded, but educationall}' wrong, cruel, and injurious. M 
that early age instruction should lie almost uneontioiously insinuated, nM 
pressed. There ie no cruelty in the regular use of a slate, for visibH 
representation is amusing even to tho infant mind. I think it is 
tively cruel to make the young creatures grind on to attain the niaat«riii| 
:. of dissyllables anil formal arithmetic. I have no doubt the level of % 
can be reached, but at what a terrible cost — the less of childlike sprii 
and cheerfulness, the creation of a dislike to school, the arrest of bra 
development, and general impairing of mental power during I 
rest of school life. It is notorious that this is generally the hiatorl 
of children who have been forced beyond their years, I am far tmUt 
saying that children under seven should not learn to read ; but thffi 
lessons should be exercises in orderly amused attention. They shoul 
learn to writo and figure on slates, and there is no harm, always boweve 
to the exclusion of pressure, in their being taught something of numberj 
through concrete objects. I make a point of seeing every infant depttrf 
meut. After looking at the slatewriting of all, whether on the schednl 
or not, hearing the reading of a number sufficient to enable me to fond 
an opinion, a gallery lesson on the ballframe, objects, form, and colonij 
&c., and two or three songs, I feel that 1 am able to say whether tiA 
instruction is suitable. 

EvBNiNG Schools. 
Probably the time has now come for gradually lopping off the loi 
standards in evening schools. The number of children of 13 and u] 
wards requiring such elementary instruction must after eight y 
working of the Education Act be greatly reduced. But o\ 
were not so, I doubt whether any appreciable good is done in the \o^ 
standards. I know few things more hopeless ^an that a boy or girl 
13 and upwards, who must spell out the simplest words, should 
during the short evening session, any such hold of instruction as 
last through the summer, unless it is kept alive in the interval by hi 
instruction, of which as there has been none before it is extremelj 
unlikely that there will be any after 13. One evening school this yi 
presented 228. Of these 115 were presented in I., 78 in II., and 35 
III, It is incredible that none of these 228 had ever previously pass 
in III, There is, however, practically no check on the presentation, an^^ 
I have no doubt that undeserved grants are regularly claimed and paid. 
I should recommend the withdrawal of one standard each year till 
nothing was left below IV., and the introduction of specific subjects, 
which are already taught to a considerable extent in some of the Glas-' 
gow evening schools.

The majority have taken two clu^sea, and every class in the 
faculty of arts is represented. This is of exceUent promise, not only for 
the maintenance of improved elementary education, but for its combi- 
nation over the whole of Scotland with the advanced inetructiou which 
was formerly pretty much limited to Ibc three Didc bequest coiintiesi 
Should your Lordships see fit to adopt the recommendation ot the 
Endowed School Commissioners to allow promising students to attend a 
third session, this object will be still further pi'omoted. 

I espect good re-iults to follow from the new arrangements for the Pupil-M 
Gimultaneous and uniform examination of pnpil- teachers. It should be 
uniform, and gradually and judiciously raised, so that entering the 
university would be the natural and easy sequel to apprenticeship. 
While on this subject it caimot be repeated too olteii that juHidtfus 
choice and careful superintendence are essential to their proving an 
efficient part of the school staff. In order to complete tiuining they 
ou|;ht to have penodical change of classes, 

I regret that high stools which would not interfere with their eom- 
id of- a class are so seldom supplied to pupil-teachers. No Iwy or 

■1, especially the latter, can stand during the whole of their leaching 
ime without injaring both their health and efilciency. 



Specific Sti'BJBCTa. 
The increase of these since Dr. Middleton's report for 1877 is very 
noteworthy, 15,054 as against 4,567; the number is more than trebled. 
The only two not represented this year are mechanics and beat ; 
the only falling off is in German, chemistry, and botany. Since 
1877 the increase in literature is nearly seven limes, in domeaiie

1. I have little to add to what I have said in previous reports aa to f 
compiu-aiive value of the diflerent subjects. Smatterings of laogo 
and science taught withont discrimination as to the character i 
probable future of the pupil are equally to be deprecated. WIm 
teacher has a decidedly seientiflc leaning and access to practical ex] 
meats in chemistry and etectricity, and the use of diagrams or nc 
for physiology, these subjects may be tnnght with sdvantnge i 
deserve bU encouragement With a few exceptions these conditji 
are uot fulfilled, and the result is too otten useless undigested <_ 
Similarly for a pupil whtiBe probable future, socially aud intellectiu 
is manual labour, initiation into languages ancient or modern i 
direction of enei'gy and misuse of time. Physical geographT u 
lit«ratnre come wrong to no pupil of proper age and sound elemeotd 
[raining, but even these are not so often employed as they might ) 
an intellectual qnickeuing. When physical geography is evtde 
undigested, failure ia the reaull, and I unhesitatingly refuse payi_, 
for the glib sing-song repetition of poetry which is not underBtoi^ 
Domestic economy may be, and often is, taught very sensibly, biitl 
many cases it is not free from the suspicion of evanescent i 
Advanced Latin and Greek do not bulk largely in this district, 
is to be accounted for in two ways, the general character of the s_ 
population and the esistenc* within convenient distance of hicbep c 
schools. 

The Glasgow Board have 11 day and four evening schools in wh3 
this subject is tanglit ; the Govan Board provide for it in four eveni 
Bchoob. The tef chers under both boards are thoroughly qualified -. 
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tli6 fee is a uDminal oae. The daases in Glasgow bars not been 60 
large as was expected, those in Govan range from 60 to 80. 

Military drill is taught in moat of the Glasgow iind ia all the Govan Drill 
board schools and with good results. 

In their regulations for teachers the Govan Board give great ond 
proper prominence to the subject of 19 A. 3, While rudeness is rarely 19 A.s. 
obeerved in the behaviour of pupils towards each other, their teacher, or 
the Inspector, there are roany cases in which greater politeness would 
be both a pleasing feature and valuable training. 

Singing maybe said to be now universally taught; it is absent in Singings 
only one school ; when taught from notes, as it most frequently is, the 
notation is almost always the tonic sol-fa. There is perhaps no branch 
in which improvement has been so marked ; in many schools parts are 
very creditably taken by even the youngest pupils. 

In view of the report of the Commissioners on Endowed lostituiiona, 
and probable changes in the Code, I ventiu'e to suggest two which may 
be thought worthy of consideriltioii.

aion of the character of the teaching, and an exercise in writing settles aubjccts. 
the pass or failure, but in groping for a badly developed inUilligenei? 
there is nothing for it but extracting, as with pincers laboriously and 
painfully, the requisite modicum from every individual of a standard 
sometimes numbering 200 and upwards. I have a very strong opinion 
that the result is no compensation for the labour. That intcllLgeuce 
should be tested, and the absence of it punished, no one holds more 
strongly than I do, but I think it pre-eminently & class subject. To 
teach it individually, as !s sometimes done, is tedious to teacher and 
pupil, uninteresting to the class generally, and unfaiourable to good 
reading. The same remarks apply .when the examination is iudividual. 
What, after all^ we wish to koow, ia not the exact number of duliords 
there are in the cla,s8, but how far babitnally, and with what success, 
lias the reading lesson been made a vehicle of sound insti'uctioti in 
respect of the thoughts and language of the author. A fairly skilful 
e.\aminer will discover this by claas examination in a fourtli of the time, 
B,ud in a more stimulative, because more ilatural, way. The same 
remarks are so nearly applicable to grammar that I should wish to see 
theui both made elass subjects ; this would involve some change in pay- 
ment I should be son'y to see the i-eading of IV.— VL deprived of the 
invaluable stimulus which its association with granmiar and iutelligence 
gives. To retain this it might suffice to make the i-eading grant earn- 
able by these standards liable to a deduction of one or more tenths, 
according as grammar and intelligence were only fair, indifferent, or 
bad. 

If this should seem too piecemeal a mode of treatment, another suggos- Another 
tion might meet with acceptance. Let the 4s. grant which Is paid on saggtsdon. 
the average attendance of the whole school be I'eiluced by 2s., and let 
2s. 6d. be made payable for the grammar and intelligence of IV,- VI. on 
the average attendance of all above seven, the lull sum being payable 
"when the result is good, Is. 6tl. when it is fair, and nothing when it is 
bad. The total amount would not be materidly different from that at 
present eamable, while the element of reward for work done, and the 
graduation of that i-eward according to varying degrees of merit, would 
supply a salutary stimulus which cannot be claimed lor the present 
oMtrndiince uniiii. 
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I think it ia iinquestionable that payiuoQl for individiul j 
standard work httn a tendency in the direction ijf what is 
viz., making nil children equal, and produces n nervous Htriving a 
' clean ebeet which is educalionully unwholesome, (1) in causing an A 
penditnre and waste of time on dull papila to the deliriment of € 
nvera^ and clever child ; (i) in causing, especially in th 
Btandacds, books to he read and re-read long after they have t 
be educative ; (3) iu producing a widespread dissatisfaction on 
of parents of clever children, because, to get a clean sboeti such child) 
are reined in to the pace of the dull. 

While I should recommend the continuance of individual esamin 
it seems worth considering whether it is not possible to furnish a n 
cient motive for accurate work, a better distribution of the t«ai ' 
labour, and at the same tjme fair and adequate attention to dull p 
witlioutthe unceasing grind to which they are ollen hnrtfully subjec 
and by which the average and clever pupils are to that extent robbe 
their fair shai'e. Perhaps this may be done by paying so much a 
for all presented according to some such scale as the following : —

the smallest rise between 90 and 100, aa I am satielied It is unhe^^ 
to aim at a clean sheet. I have compared payments accoiding to t 
scale with those earned by the first 50 schools visited this year, and fl 
that the proposed payment would exceed the present by 5Sl. Gs^^ 
about a guinea per school, an excess which would almost certainly dl 
appear with the removal of the high pressure fostoi-ed by indivit^ 
payments. 

If this is too violent a change, I hope I may, without improprii 
repeat a suggestion made in my report for 1877, viz., that Article j 
should be extended in the positive direction, so as to permit cl«l 
pupils to move at their natural pace, by offering double payment for 1 
who cover two standards in one year. In connexion with this eeve 
things are certain. 

(1.) There are children who can cover the work of two standi 
without undue pressure. 

{k.) No child con in any cose earn more than sis standard paymeu 

(3.) On the score ol' reputation and money teachers and managers JL 
at present tempted to disregard clever pupils, and give just offence *■ 
their parents. 

Higher Educatios. 

Along with very creditable progress in the elementary work b 
gratifying evidence of the fact ihot, contrary to the expectation of n: 
higher education is not deteriorating, and thai the primary school c 
tinues to be not less, but more than formerly, an important feeder of ti 
university. I have been favoured with the statistics of this year's ~ 
class in Glasgow University. Of the 602 enrolled students no 
than 310 have been educated entirely at elementary schools. 

By the passing of the Endowed Institutions Bill now before Par 
ment, and the employment of some of the very large funds for the t , 
motion of secondary education, there is good reason to hope that :f 
elementary school, the secoudnry school, and the university, will, by i 
institution of bursaries, eo dovetail into each other, that a thoroujff 
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National system of education, symmetrical and compact from foundation 
to apex, in which pupils of ability from whatever social class may, with 
creditable industry, rise to the level for which nature intended them, will 
cease to be^ dream by becoming even more than hitherto a reality. 

I have only to add that Mr. Gall, the assistant who has usually 
accompanied me, has done his work with a fidelity, industry, and judg- 
ment which I cannot commend too highly. I know that my colleagues, 
Mr. Andrew and Mr. Calder, have the same account to give of the other 
two assistants, Mr. Miller and Mr. W. Calder.

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The comparison shows ibe I'esults in reading to be woDderfuIly cIobq 
la all the standards in 1878 and 1880; the results in diotation to be 
fllighily poorer in 1880 than in 1878; and those in arithmetic to be 
better in the former than in the latter year. That the per-ceotage of 
passes in arithmetic \a Standards IV., V., and VI. should be higher in 
1880 than in 1878 is fairly to be expected without the sUghtest im- 
pi'orement in results, in consequenoe of the simpler cards now allowed 
to be given to g^ls presented in these standards. The discrepancy 
between the results of IV. in 1878 and 1880 is, therefore, of a kind not 
at first sight easily accounted for. The reason in part lies in the fact 
that owing to the wide gap between the arilhmetic of in. and IV., the 
t^rds for IV. are made so simple that but little difiereace can be made 
between those for boys and girls. 

I am not able to report any progress in reading since my last report Headiod. 
was written, whilst I think there is room for making impixtTement 
without demanding that more time should be given to the subject than 
is practicable, or to which it is fairly entitled. In Standards IV., V., 
and VI. it is surely not exacting too much from the pupil when he is 
expected lo read so that be may be readily followed by a duty attentive 
listener without the book. Tet when I apply the test of listening 
without the book, I often lose words through the reader's imperfect 
articulation. Syllables are omitted, or indistinctly uttered, or run 
hurriedly into each other, ao that it is sometimes neither pleasant nor 
profitable to listen to the reader. Special exercises should hs given for 
the removal of these imperfections, and, except in the case of chililren 
with defective organs, it ought not to be very trying work to make the 
mere mechanical utterance of words fairly satisfactory. The higher 
exercise of making the pupil read with good modulation and expression 
is more difficult of accomplishment, and the standard ought not at first 
to be placed too high. But even a good style when once established in 
a school, BS reading is so much an imitative art, would not be very 
difficult afterwards to sustain. 

I agree with those of my colleagues who hold that parsing ought not GcBmmar 
to be tacked to reading in any standard ; and even if I differed from along with 
them in this I would be opposed to the continuance of the exercise reaaing. 
prescribed to Standard IV. To name "the parts of speech of the 
passage read" would often require a knowle<^ of the grammatical 
functions of words which we look for in vain from children so young, 
and if so much be insisted on, it would be no more than consistent to 
ask for the grammatical knowledge which nitderlies it. Instead of

When the passages are 
taken from authors like Southey and Robertson, who almost habitually 
use words with precision, this explanation cannot be truly given withoot 
previous preparation by the most intelligent teachers; and it would not 
be amiss to repeat the preparation as irequently aa tlie lesson. Revissl 
invariably brings up new thoughts, and puts new illustrations at com- 
mand, whieh gives tbe lesson a freshness to the master with a corre- 
sponding interest in teaching it, which must be wanting to him who 
trusts for iUustration to the inspiration of the moment.

pne to the use of which the child is unaccustomed. The wortl

standard in a schopl in Skye, I asked its meaning and was answered by 
a boy "sin for food."

When X 
gel wrong answers I often try for my own edification to trace l>h& 
association of ideas which leads to them, and the explanation wbicof 
occurred to me on receiving the above singular deflnition of poultr 
probably correct. Thp lesspn book defined poultry as /iwoiryw 
and the boy must have previously had the notion in his mind that wha 
is foul (the difference in spelling is a trifle not worth taking into con 
sideration) is bad, sinftil j therefore, potdtry being fowl are sin, specifics." 
for food. The teacher should have known that the word ibwls did i 
exist in the vocabulary of his pupils, to whom its meaning Ebonl^ 
therefore, be explained as carefully as that of any other word r^ 
unknown acceptation. 

Spelling, as shown in dictation exercises, is fairly satisfactory, 
many schools it is indeed very good, and I think there is some improves 
ment in the art as exhibited in other exercises. But there is still roo 
for much improvemeni, part of wliicli I think should now be insist 
upon. In addition to the look of properly spelt wonis, it must poasa 
considerable educative value to a pupil to be mode to pay due attentics 
^> the orthography of hia exercise ; and did the matter 'receive gresty' 
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atteotioQ from the teaobers, the formal dictation exerciees might prabablj 
be fewer than at present, and would assuredly be more Buccesafij!. 

In most of the larger echooU in Elginshire the compoBition esercieea Compontk 
are gooii as a rule j and I am happ^ to have to add that some of the 
smaller schools in this eounty and id other parts of my district make 
tt very sutis^tory appearaace ia the subject. To those echoola in 
Vhich it continues to make little progress, perhaps it may convey some 
enlightenment if I give epecimene of what ia actually dcme in other 
ficbools possessing no advantage above theni except efficient iiistructton. 

The first of the following exercises was written by a. girl in Dornie 
Public School, Elnlail, being the substance of a story repeated once ; 
the second, by a girl in Bishopmill Public School ; and the third (wi'ite, 
as if to a friend, a letter on your pet) by a. boy in Draisie School. 
The girls were, I think, not over 11 yeai's, nor was the boy over 12 
years of age, when their several exercises were written. lo my opinion 
it heightens the skill with which the boy's letter ia written that he had 
no parrot and no Uncle Charlie in India; and a youth brought up in a 
cottage may be excused for making the cook overhear the remarks of 
her maaler at dinner. The punctuation, as well as the verba, is that dt 
the pupils themselves, and the first two exercises are of a kind which I 
wn glad to slate are not rare : — 

"1. A rich gentleman Imd a jiticeol wboio be vbs very fond. Altbough sha 
WH only twelve y ears cd a^ she was verj thoughtful, bo much bo that tIicq her 
uncle fits leaving home for a time be gave her the keys of the room in which the 
silver wa£ kept. When he did »□ hu commanded her uot to let any one have them 
bnt herself. When the gentleman waa gone the butier came to her and said ' I wish 
' lo have Ibe key of the room as I roust clean the silver.' The child would not give 
]iim the key as her uqcId had told her. The butler was determlDed to get into the 
silver room bo when the girl went tn bed he slipped into her chamber and took the 
key from her pocket. He thought be wag niipecpeived but not so. The girl had 
□ot been asleep, and she followed him as he went to the locked room. He weot in, 
and when she saw him gathering the plate, preparatory to carrying it off, she quietly 
locked the door and gave information against him."

Additional experience goes to confirm the opinion I formerly ex- Atithine(ie.l 
pressed regarding the distribution of arithmetic among the standard!!. 
Standard II. might be required to take multiplication, and Standard III., 
in addition to its present com'se, should he required to take reduction 
oE money. It may, however, be fairly claimed for the present arrange- 
ments that the higher slandardii make a good per-centage of passes, 
which ia, after all, the vtUuahle test of any Bystein. The early educa- 
tion that tends, or dobs not tend, to make the education of children fairly 
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Cifficiont when leaving scliool most bo npjirovn] nr t.'ondem 
ia|;;ly. But, a,a u mutter of fact, tlie nrrHUgi-niuDt whiuh I have jtu 
proposed is that usually followed in my diiitrict. 80 far as the work ( 
tho Icaehera is coiicertiod, it is iu many Instances adoiirable, ai 
only point out to those masters and mistresses whose Ekilures 111 t 
higher ataudards vary front SO to 100 per cent., that their somawbl 
discreditable results go far to tnar the good appearance which 1* 
average for the district would otherwise present. 

For the beaedt of the boys and girls who remain at school for b y 
or two after they have passed all the standards, it seems to me that p 
meals would be profitably mode for giving efGcieut instruction in higl 
arithmetic and the elements of mensuration. For ever so many of on 
mechanics a knowledge of elementary mensuration would be of giivti 
practical importance as bearing directly upon their daily occupatiosn 
I have known myself some engineering eiitablishmentiii in this country 
employing hundreds of men which hod no person capable of eolring a 
problems couuected with the circle required for practical application in 
their business. That I may not be misunderstood in calling them easy 
problems I have only to add that a boy who passed the 6th Standard 
and had subsequently been for some six months receiving elKcient in- 
struction in mensaratioQ should have no difficulty in working tbem outj 
So far OS my knowledge extends at present, I think several of oa 
teachers would find time for imparting the instruction, and since it T 
BO obvionsly useful your Lordships might consider how far it deeer 
enconragement. 

Specific Subjects. 

I am happy to have to report to your Lordships that in my distriq 
very few children belonging to the 4th Standard are now presented ia 
specific subjects, and in those schools (especially the beat ones) wher^ 
the children attend early, only the cleverest in the nth Standard t 
presented in specific subjects. It seems to me that the ordinary v 
including geography and history, entails about sufficient labour i _^ 
the children in the 4th and 5th Standards. I have, however, advise 
my teachers to begin the preparation of specifics in the 5th Standi 
although no attempt should be made to bnng them np ti 
requisite for presentation. Sometimes we hear that in the 4th Stands 
specifics might be taken ns subjects for class, instead of individual, ejd 
amination. I have a strong opiuion that class examination on specifi 
subjects in this or any other standard is a grand mistake. Doubties 
the class examination would evolve what the master said or 
but so for as the children are concerned it would merely cover that 
ignorance with a show of knowledge. The answers of one clever ohil 
sustains the respectability of a class, and we all know how easy it is t, 
instruct a clever child up to the degree that makes a good appeorsno^ 
at examination. But as the object is not mainly to ascertain what tl 
master taught, but with how mauy he was successful, there is c 
only of acquiring the information, viz., an eiominataon of the iadividuf 
If class examination would evolve the same thing it would save th^ 
Inspector no small amount of hard and frequently delicate iu _ 

Of specific subjects, those which I deem the mo^t important : 
elementary schools are English literature and domestic economy. Tht 
latter cannot, I fear, be taken up by boys at present, whereas I coul^ 
wish it were mode a compulsory subject for both sexes. There is no parci 
of the course of domestic economy with which it would be useless for 
boys to be acquainted ; and if not of. more, it is sui-ely not of less conse- 
quence to them than to girls to be acquainted with rales for health, 
cottage income, expenditure, and savinge, and the nutritive valui 
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functions of food. And one may venture with bewnniog diffidence to 
predict tbat the operationB of cooking and cleaning would not be lees 
eflectual than they are at present, were boya to be initiated in their 
mysteries. 

English literature stands nest in my opinion in practical importance 
to domestic economy. It can be made suitable to the capacities of the 
children and the time which they can bestow upon it. The value of 
the exercise depends far less upon the actual amount of knowledge re- 
quired than upon the ideal — so to speak — which it seta before the chil- 
dren in their future reading. A child reads a piece of poetry, under- 
etands only a line here and there, and receives no well-defined impression 
either from the parts or the whole. The teacher now goes over the 
same piece, explaining the allusions, the meaning of the individual 
words, and giving the key to the metaphors, and then the child per- 
ceives that the passage is pregnant with intelligible thought. Surely 
this sets up u standard for future study which will be kept in view in 
many cases ; and if in the schools we not only direct aright the minds of 
the rising generation how but what to read among the poets, wo lumish 
the means which will be to them productive of the highest intellectual 
pleasure. 

The following table gives the statistics relating to the specific subjects. 
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Of the above subjects the only ones that are useless or nest to it are Freoeh u „ 
French and German, One of our best teachers of the modem Ian- German. | 
guages told me that he never was able to carry his pupils so far that 
tiiey could read a book with ease or profit ici either language, let alone 
the ability to speak it. Indeed, when we know the class of books 
which more favoured pupils too often choose to read in French, it should 
not perhaps be regarded as a misfortune that the modem languages 
remain sealed tongu's io those who atndy them in our pubUe schools. 
The look of the thing, however, is too fine to permit of their being 
" erased from the statute book." 

The utility of such subjects as physical geography and magnetism Phyeical 
and electricity depends mainly upon the circumstance whether the pupils *''" 
go or do not go luterwards to college. For boys going to college the 
smattering of electricity and magnetism got at the schools will be all but 
useless, and the time spent in learning it would be much more profitably 
devoted to the ucquisitiou of an extended knowledge of Euclid and 
algebra. It may seem paradoxical to say so, but a lad at college will 
learn more alwut electricity and magnetism in a week than he will at 
school in a year, while hia progi'ess in Euclid and algebra is not likely 
to be more rapid in the one place than the other. Hence I tluuk the 
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boors misusiMl whicb ii boy, intcnfled to rwioive n iinivfTBity edacatinn 
Bpenda in acquiring u fnw iiions at school in ospprimpntai science. Th 
case is otherwise with litiys who nre noL likely to rmu^tvo «avh an ednca 
tton. The kouwle^ which tbevc may acquire at echool, thoug'h i 
tifely small, will be vuluafale on fkceuuiit o)' tlio factA, &n<] still more t 
from its t-etuJiiiig them tliat wo are governed in tlita material world < 
ouD by law. Anil the teaching uiti^t btt poor iuileed which fails 1 
impress the pupils with this important truth. 

Ivoryj'arely liuil this Huhject well prepared iii the first stage, althougs 
a respectable appeai-aiice ia often luade iu the aeirond Hiid third sf 
The reason of the early ffulures is to be sought in two circuuistaooeB^ 
the most difficult propositions in the first book of Euelid occurring S 
the beginning, and the teachers not taking sufficient paina tw lOake til 
phraseology of the t«x( perfectly Intelligible to the pupils, I hare ob^ 
served with some surprise that ever so many boys presented to Eoe di« 
not know the meaning of the phrase " each to each," and of coarse iw 
that state they could not be expected to know the meaning of the pn 
position in which it occurred. It ia wise to take for granted tfw 
technical phrnses, however Bimple, unheard of in the daily interconrsofl 
of boys, re((uire explanation. In teaching this subject I would reepeot^ 
fully submit the following as preferable to the mode usuully followed*! 
In the first place I would take a boy over all the enunciations — one bj'l 
one— of the first book, make the simple meaning of them clear to himf«^ 
and require him to commit them to memory. Faesing over the morar| 
difficult demonstrations, I would only at this stage take the easier oi 
By this process the mind would gi-adually become familiarised withl 
geometrioil truths, and exercised In applying them. The advantagofl 
wonld be great as we came to attack the difficult proofs at the sextf 
move, when no demonstration would be omitted and care taken that | 
every step should he mastered. The process ia neither difficult i 
tedious, and is likely to be successful. 

The most carefully constructed houses reqnire repairs, but boildingsfl 
erected by the lowest bidder, as so many of our schools have been, requir 
the repturs to be pretty frequent. I regret, however, that so compara 
lively few of our school boards take any interest In keeping the baild-S 
ings in proper condition. Repairs when made early cost little, anJl 
when deferred produce discomfort and require considerable outlay.! 
The rule is that even those members who recognise but one half theirl 
duty, the taking care of the rates, neglect this important element offl 
public expenditure : and repairs are not made until the Inspector bus \ 
first warned and then recommended a reduction of grant, wbich of 
itself if laid out opportunely would have been more than BuUicient to 
cover the outlay. The only excuse I can find for this negligence is 
the greater ease of pegging away at a teacher's salary or pleading for a 
reduction of stafi", than giving the time and attention required to see J 
that school premises and furniture are kept in good order. The former J 
has also a chance of giving a lltUe notoriety, tlie latter, though useful, 
is a quiet duty and is not particularly well suited to fussy people. Thai 
cap is not meant for any besides those whom it fits, and I should bel 
sorry if those school board members who discharge their duties with! 
a Keal and discretion which command my highest regard should tanc/,* 
that I make any sort of unfavourable allusion to them. 

I got statistics regarding attendance from 93 of tihe schools inspected] 
by me in my own district during the past year. These show ( 
improvement to liie estent of 3 per cent, on tiie total average during I 
the past year, and of nearly 5 per cent, for the previous year as com- I 
pared Willi the one before it. The teachers of 19 of the above 93 I 
schools think the attendance could not be improved by reasonablej 
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enforcement of the compulsory powers entrusted to the school boards ; 
the others think tlie attendance might bo increased by the exercise of 
those powers. That the attendance In some distrieta is extremely 
un^tisFactory, howevei', admits of no doubt. In some of the eaaee 
where the teachers express satisfaction with the attendance the average 
nearly equals, and in a few coses exceeds, the number of children of 
school age in the district. Of coarse, these averages include children 
abote 13 years of age, but when in some districtfi the average atten- 
dance is nearly equal to the total number of children of school age in 
the district, there is something extremely unsatisfactory in those dis- 
tricts, and I regret that there are several aueh, where the average 
attendance is little above half the number of children of school age in 
the district. If from this low average we deduct the children inolnded 
in it above 13 years of age, we obtain a remainder that is considerably 
less than half the number of school age in the school district. I am 
aware that to the poor school attendance alluded to should be added a 
few children being taught at higher class schools ; but unfortunately 
for the existing state of things, there are so few as not materially to 
alter the pi-oportions mentioned. This bod attendance is not, I regret 
to have to say, confmed to rural districts where, owing to mismanage- 
ment, a division of labour often prevails that keeps half a dozen children 
at home for tending a couple of cows, but exists in villages ivhere 
there is no pretext e^en of employing the children in any useful occu* 
patioos. The addition to the teachers' labours must be great, the injury 
to the national education very serious, and the loss to the local rates 
considerable that result from this irregularity of attendance, and it ia 
only natural that schoolmasters and mistresses — a few of whose opinions 
I subjoin — should speak feelingly pn the subject. 

A. writes -.—"l have entered upwards of 180 children thia year (it is no exeep- 
tion}. During tbe first two quarters my average stood at 83, and before the end of 
thp year thai numher will inost likely be reduced, and yet not half a doaen children 
have left Ibe parish or ^one to other schools. There is tbeu butvIj room for 
improvement when upwards of iO per cent, of the echolars entered fail W attend 
the S50 times n^qtueite to qualify for examination. The offiaer is paid 5l., and given 
a Utile leas than 6l. worth of lubour. The dread of expense, and the love of a liltle 
brief authority, deprive, I aia afraid, many a poor little child of even a scant 
education." 

B. — " Only the other day 1 was told by a lady that one day daring school houra, 

as she drove thrmigh Street, she had counted no less than 60 children of 

tofaool age playing in the street. If the school board exercised strictly the canipul- 
Hory powers entrusted to them the attendance would bu eery much increased. They 
have, however, done all that they could without proceeding to the rigour of the law." 

C. — " I am strongly of opinion ihat a firm and tearless exercise of the powers 
entmsled lo the school board would, without undue severity, have increased our 
average by at least one thicd. It would be more difficult now than five years ago, 
because people in the diBtriuC hare come to believe that the board cannot, or will not, 
enforce the demands of iheir olBcer." 

D.— " The compolKory powurs lire yet insufficient to ncciu^ the due attendaoce of 
children of school age. So long as parents and guardians cao evade prosecution by 
Bending their children to school for a day or two now ami again, and so long oa the 
prosecution of defaulters costs so nineh as at present, the attendance at any of oar 
schools win not be what it oii^ht." 

K. — " U might he difficult for the school board to obtain a oonviction before it 
sheriff of any parfm t or guardian accordiug to the preiicnt wording of the compulsory 
clause in the Education Act The irregular attenilnoce of children that are to be 
presented in Standard IV. at their nest exomicatioQ renders it a great task both 
to teachers and to ohildteu to secure decent pnsses, and with loO attendances there 
must be a decided want of thoroughnesB so necessary for the succeeding standards." 

F. — '' The school board do very little either collectively or individually to compel 
careless parents to send their children to school. There has never been a proseou- 
ion under the Education Act, and the consequence is that some parents are getting 
itlerly careless about eduoaling their children. Were it pot that I visit the parents 
a my district myself and reason with tbem as to the importance of sending Ibeir 
children to school, I am perfectly satisfied that my average attendance, passes, und 
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gnut woat<I hare been at least ii pvr cfui. iiiider wlwt ihe; were for (be li 

Q. — " I hare Ihe ben of touona for believing ihai ilie aitendaiuse would be grvKllf J 
inereasid tf tbe icbool board eierciaed Hi comjiulknr)' [lowxn in a reaioiiBble wa/* f 
I know tbere are children of school age in this ilixlriut who have util been on tha ' 
reginer of any echnol for tbe Uut tix moDtbs, attd othcn who have not been •( ■ ' 
Bohool for B whole jear." 

H.— " Hero the compulsorj powera are a dead letter. Were all the ctuldrun of 
■chool age to Mteod school for lii aoniwcutiTE mouths the average atttuiduioe woulil 
be muDh iDcreased. Tbia could not be conBidcFcd appreaslTe as the cUldren of the 
pool would have the Bummer months for assisting their parenia or engaging in p 
labour. The averaj^ number a>lmitteil for Htmb of the three jearg noted above I 
been 135. Alibougb SO or moro of ebeiie were in avamge attendance (the aTera^ 1 
never reaehed TO) a good margin for abseotees would be atill left. Betii'ies thia, I 
very many cbililren are not seat to school until they are past aii or seven years of I 
age. Yctj fen are sent at ire yeaie. In wiat«r ehildreu of that age, if a consl- I 
demble distance from the school, could not attend, At least, regularly. But tboae on J 
that account ought to he very regular in attendance when good weather permit! I 
their being io. This, however, as a rule is not the cs^e. J think the above shows >] 
that the attendance might be considerably inereHsed by reasonable exercise of the 1 
compulsory powers enCru.iCed to the school board." 

The followiug may be quoted na esamples of what is thought by 
teacherB wlio are fairly aattsliod with the attendance at their schools : — ■■ 

I. says — "I do not think irregularity, the only thing of which T have to complain, 
can be remedied by tbe board employing its uompidBorv powcm. The district is 
purely agricultural, and many of the parents are poor, and either require the chililren 
of scbo^ age to work at times or to look after the younger ones while they them- 
selveB are at work. I beUeve that nearly all the people in tlie district avail themaelrB* 
of the use of tbe school na much as lies in their power. To my knowledge two 
women Ibis year refuted to hoe turnips for the farmer in whose bouses they lived 
nntil after the inspection." 

J. — " I have found the compulsory officer of use foe britiging a few inlo school, 
but 1 have been able with the assistance of a generous school board to oiake thiogs 
generally pleasant and comfortable, «o that now without exception they all like to 
attend school, and we might ut this moment dispense with the officer's serviceB." 

Much could be done in the way of improving attendance by individual 
membei's of boards visiting parents and reasouing witti tbem as to the 
duty of keeping their t^liildren as regularly as poasible at Bchool, and, 
perhaps, still more by the tcachei's themselves acting in a similar way. 
But many teachers from diffidence or other causes are averse to visit 
tbe homes of their pupils when uninvited, and it would, of course, be 
iinpolilic to urge anyone to perform a duty which, from its nature, if 
done effectively must ba done spontaneously. And after nil that mighc 
be BO done to improve school averi^s, there will be a residuum of the 
poptdation who can be reached only by coercion. Good attendance, a, 
valuable &ctor at all times in education, should be insisted on, particu- 
lai'ly the month previous to the inspection ; and a school board neglects 
an important duty which they owe to the teacher and their other consti- 
tuentd when they do not insist upon the attendance of that month, at 
any rate, being up to the maximum average. 

The school rate varies in my district between the extremes of 3d. and 
2s. 2rf. per pound upon tbe rateable value ot the pariah. The higher rates 
exist where, perhaps, one would suppose they could be the least 
afforded ; and it seems rather anomalous that in a national system of 
education, aided by Imperial funds, the bm-den of local rates should 
press so very unevenly.

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Geniiul Bbport, /(w the Year 1880, bg Her Majesty's Inspector, 
Alexandbb Walkbb, Esq., on the Schools inspected by him in the 
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Mr Lords, Perth, October 1880. 

I OAVE the honour to submit to your LordahipB my general 
report on the schools inspected bymc during the year ended 3 lat August 
1880. 

The extent of the district is the same as in 1877, the date of lasl District, 
general report, and the population, if in creasing at all, must be doing so 
very slowly. 

During the three yeai^a eight schools, all amall, and all but one in out^ School supj* 
lying districts, have been added to the list; 13 new schootfi have been 
built, and other 13 have been much enlarged and improved. In many 
of the cases of new buildings or enlargements the object has been to 
bring under one roof all the scholars in the place, and therefore the 
number of separate schools is not materially increased. 

A few of the buildings in the outljiuK [Mrts are still unsatisfactory as 
lo comfort, accommodation, and appliances. In the extremities of the 
glens towards the borders of the county, e.ff., in Glenlyon, Glenlochay, 
Glentilt, and the braes of Balquhidder to the west of Loch VoU, there 
is a considerabie nwmber of children who are not within reach of any 
school. Their parents are generally too poor to board them out, and 
must therefore either teach them themselves or allow them to grow up 

ignorance. That the latter is the alternative adopted in many eases 

shown by the fact that there are still, after eight years of Bchool 
boards, with ample powers of compulsioa, many children almost or quite 
past school age who are without the very elements of education. 

These scattered populations are almost all in the districts of school 
l>oards already very heavily taxed for the support of their schools, and 
the number of children that could be brought to any centre is so small 
that it would be unreaaouable to expect that separate schools should be 
erected for their accommodation. Itinerant teachers, however, might 
be employed with advantage. The Society for the Propagation of 
Christian £nowledge, which in the past has done so much for elemen- 
mentary education in the Highlands and Islands, baa, now that its work 
in this direction in to a great extent superseded by the operation of the 
Education Act, proposed a scbeme of grants in aid of tbe education of 
these neglected children which, if carried out, will go far to remedy the 
defect. 

There we, besides, some dozens or scores of vi^rrant children, with Vagrants. 
more or less of gipsy blood in them, who, though quite within reach of 
schools, aeem to be beyond the reach of the law. No man cares for 
them; no school hoard ever tries to get hold of ihem. They ore cer- 
tainly somewhat difficult to deal with, as rliey have no settled habitation ; 
but they belong to the county, though not to any one parish of it, and 
Bometliing should be done for them. This difficulty and severa] others 
that conld be mentioned could have been easily removed had the boards 
been electod, not for each parish, but for each county or each well de- 
fined geographical division of a county. Even as it is, it only requires 
combined action on the parts of the school boards, or an order iiom the 
central authority, if such an order be competent, to abate the nuisance. 

The question of compulsion must, however, be refeiTed to, not only Conipii1idoa..fl 

connexion with the outskirts of the county and the outcasts of its 
people. Even in the very centres of popuMion hundreds of children 
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In the coiifso of ttie }enr, IrnTi-llins on official doty 5,920 miles, 1 
have iiwpected .^ ichools witli 294 <le[inniiieiiU, nnd 19,674 childreafl 
pree«nl ot the Ini^poclion. Fiftt^en of these scboolH, with 16 departmen 
anil 753 pupils, were injjpecteil for one of my coUeagnee, disabled by s 
acciilent. They occHpiod me 17 flays, including fonr days' traveUia^fl 
the joiirDnys amounting to 773 inileH in all. The Bt:liDoIs in my own^ 
district, tborcfcirc, to which alone the following etatielics and observations 
apply, were 192, with 278 dcpurtments and 18,921 pupils. 

The teaching stuff conei^s of 1G5 masters, 113 miatressee, 61 
pupil -teach erfl, 12t> Tt^uuile pupil-teachers, 87 sewing mistresEes, and ISi 
singing masters — 600 in iill. ' 

The nveriiKo (it ten dance at nil tlie scLcwls was 15,701. The numbetfB 
present Jit inBp*ctbn was 9,849 boys and 9,072 girls — 18,921, of wbomfl 
2 375 iindir«-ven yewa of age and 13,394 over seven— 15,769 ii "

Of thfi nuiaiier so qualified there were preheat at inspection 2,15d<| 
children undur suven who were examined in classes, and 11,924 c-~ — ■ 
ecven exaiiiiTiiul individually. 

Comparing these numbers with those of the report of 1877, it appeara ,^ 

that ibe aveiago attendance has increased by 827, the number present I 

by 1,131, the number qualified by 1,189, and the nnmber presented ibr I 

' ' Ldlviduol examination by 1,092. On the ollipr hand, r he number of I 
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iniants ia 47 less tb&u it was three years ago, due, doubtless, to the fact 
that for the greater part of tbe year the attendance of the younger 
chiidren was much affected by the prevalence of measles. 

The following table shows in what staudards and with what results 
the 11,924 children individually presented were esamined: — 
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The per-cetitage of passes for the whole country, according to last 
ycnr'a Blue Book, was 91-8 in reading, 88-09 in writing, and 82-42 in 
arithmetic. The passes in this district are therefore 1-26 per cent, 
better iu reading, 2-30 In writing, and 1-87 in arithmetic. 

While the iacrease in the number preBented, 1,092, is «o fer satja-' 
factory, a much more important fact is the great increase in the propor- 
tion of those presented in the higher standards. In 1877 StJiodarda 
IV,, v., and VI,| numbered only 27 - 5 per cent, of the whole | they now 
wnount to 40'4:, aa increase of almost 13 per cent. The proportion in 
these higher standards for the whole of Scotland being 29-9 per cent., 
this district, therefore, shows an excess of lO'S per cent. 

The quality of the reading is aiill not generally good ; in many cases Re«3inj(t 
this arises from the reading being contined in great part or altogether to 
meagre eompendiuma of history which were never iniended for reading 
books : in other cases the classes are so lai^e that it ia impossible, in the 
time that can be given to it, to make the reading lesson on efficient 
meana of practical instruction. 

In too many instances also there is no proper teaching of writing, Wdting. 
The pupil is set down to a copybook with an engraved head line, and 
does his page or hia conple of pages, each line worse than the one above 
it. The remedy is to be found in the constant use of the blackboard 
in teaching writing, in thorough drill in the few elementary lines and 
loops and crooks that make ap our written alphabet, in showing exactly 
where the turn begins, how far up or how far down the line must go, 
where and how the joinings are to be made, and so on. In a school iu 
■which writing is taught in this way ilie written exercises are unilbrm 
in style, and one can pick out the papers of thoee pupils who have not 
been long enough at the school to profit by the instruction; and if they 
happen to have come from a school where a similar course bai4 been 
followed one can name the sQhool from the style of the writing. But in 
too many instances the pupil ia left to the fireedom of hia own will, and 
develops a style of bis own, which ia never a good one. 

The arithmetic, as will be seen on comparison with the statistics of Arhfametiei | 
former reports, is improving. There is slill some ignorance ot' notation 
in the lower standards ; and in the upper, especially in dealing with 

I proportion and vulgai- and decimal fractions, a want of knowledge of 
pbort methods. 
I Q 3firi, M 
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Geograyihy ia genernlly well taught; tlicrc might, however. ' 
ftdvftiitago be more prnctice in tnnp druwing. Tlie subject bIso mid 
be better a|)portioDe<i in the upper stucidnrilH. At prpseat the geogt 
of Scotland and the pnrticiilar geo^rniphy of the pupils' c 
occupy two years, anil tlmt of bU (be rest of the wcirld one yd 
Standard V. pupils should have no difficutty iu getting up the geogre^ 
of the Britiah IsUnds, and this would leave the generel geography^id 
the world to Standard VI. 

The increase iu the number§ in the higher standards leads nat 
to an increase in the number taking speciiic subjects. In 1877 f 
number of schools in which these w«re taught wsa 113, it is now I 
of which 10 present scholars in one sul^ect, 32 in two, 39 in three,! 
in four, 19 in five, 8 in six, and 1 in seven. The total number f 
scholars presented in 1877 was 2,812, it is now 5,162, au increase of 83} 
per cent. 

Tho following Table gives the numbers in detail : — 
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AH the subjects except mechanics, chemistry, and uuignctisii) efaoi 
an absolute incvease in numbers ; the only ones which show a relatii| 
increase are English literature, domestic economy, and botany, 
number taking Eaglish is now 30'9G per cent, of the whole, an inc; 
of nearly 10 per cent., and the number taking domestic economy i 
27'22 per cent of the whole, an increase of 15 per uent. The p 
centa^e taking mathematics, Greek, and French, is much tho s 
before ; but Latin shows a decrease of fully 4 per cent. It 
taught in 65 schools as against 58 in 1877. It must be borne ii 
however, that this table does not give the total number of scholail 
teaming these extra subjects. According to the Code scholars 
standards can be presented in two only, one of which, in the case < 
girls, must be domestic economy. They often study, aijil are 
in, more than two ; the boys genernHy Latin and mathematics, and tm 
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girls French ; but tbey are presented in subjects such as BngUsb and 
physical geography in which the pass is decidedly easier. There are 
often, too, a number of older ecliolBra studying languages and mathe- 
matics, who have not made the requisite number of attendances for 
being presented for examination. 

It will be seen that the table shows a decided leanine; to the literary 
side of the epeniat subjects. Exporimenlal science would be found to be 
more attractive to the pupils, and in many cases more practically useful ; 
but few of the teachera have bad a scientific training, and fewer still 
have B pioper supply of apparatus. 

The music grant was claimed by 166 schi>ol deportments and earned Singing, 
by all ; not claimed by 29 departments. Of these 90 prepared the pre- 
scribed songH by ear, 71 from notes of tonic sol-fa notation, three from 
the established notation combined with the uae of tonic sol-fa notes, one 
from tbe established notation alone, and one from Hamilton's combina- 
tion of the staff with tonic sol-fa syllables. Thus 90 were taught by 

', 76 ft'om notes, and 29 not taught at alt. 

The quality of the singing varies very much, but in an increasing 
number of schools it ia excelftul. It is a noticeable fact, however, that 
this degree of proficiency is not reached by any one of the 18 schools 
taught by mnsic masters. The reason, probably, ia that though pro- 
fessional musiuans they are only amateur teacheri^, and as they are 
employed only one hour a week, their lessons are not given with the 

iiglii of auUiorily requisite to impress them on the minds of the 
scholars. 

The tonic sol-fa method is that which ia almost always adopted in 
ihuig from notea. It recommends itself by its simplicity, by the ease 

ith which progress can be tested, and by the excellent results which 

tn be produced in a very short time. In all the schools in which the 
modulator is systematically used, the older scholara can sing at sight not 
only any plain tune, but even pieces of considerable difficulty, which 
they have never seen before. There ia a tendency in some of the schoola, 
however, to rest contented with this degree of technical skill, and a 
failure to apply it in the preparation of pieces of music of recognised 
excellence. The Perth branch of the Educational Institute is at present 
occupied in making a collection of pieces of music for nae in the schools 
of the county, a task for which many of the members, from their skill, 
both technical and pi'uctieal, are very well qualified, and oue from which 
excellent results may be expected. 

There is still a want of method in the teaching of handiwork, arising Sewing. 

great part from the difficulty of getting the girls to bring proper 

iterials. The things needed at home are not in many cases what the 
prls ought to be working at, if the object be to give them progressive 
Bssona in tho art of sewing. There ia also, in the case of tho older 
^rls, a want of drill in the practice o\' darning and mending, which will 
the greater part of their nejiilework wliea they come to have 
houses of their own. 

Military drill is practised in eight or ten of the larger schools, and DHQ. 
^ways with good effect. 

Cookery is taught in only one school, Alyth Girls' Industrial School. Cooicrj. 
The girls in the 4th, oth, and 6th Standards go two by two in rotation 
to practise housework and plain cookery. 

The supply of good female candidatt^ti is ample, hut it is somewhat Pupil-teache 
difGcult to find boys with the requisite qualifications. This is shown by 
the fact that while 20 per cent, of the male pupO-teacbera in Scotland 
fail to pass tlie entrance ejcamination to the ti-aining colleges, only 7^ 
per cent, nf ll^i' p;irl3 fiiil.

The part of the sabjeet preBcribcil for pupil-teaohers up to their 
third year ia apporenllr regarded aa requiring no fnrther inTeatigation by boys who 
have Buocesrfally aludied the (framraar of the filb Standard, and they are conau- 
qoeatly tripped up by any unuHual word or ellipsis. In the senior staj^ there , 
would be lens heeilating aod leas faulty anstwerlng if, in tbe prcparatioa of .tl 
lulject, more importance were altaobed to numerous indnutiTe examples 
meobaaieally acquiring teohaical defiuitionB. 

" Arithmetic io thi: jnnior stages ia fiiirly Well doue. Of the senior st^et ^ 
oauDoi be «aii, the girls being rather weak in that subject. 

" Want of accuracy, even in trifling operutions, ia far too oommotL This u 
without doabt, from InBofficicnl practice. Want of accoraoy is a eeriooB f 
but another falls to be mentioned which is not leas so, and is all but nnii 
Blot meQiodi- I'hat is, a disregard of the scqueacu of the steps of the process of aolutioo, w 
may in the cose of pupils be called venial, hut ia a decided fault on the part <^ ll 
inisiiaod. "^"^^ Sves are to he largely spent hi exhibiting the subject in detail to othen. " 
want of logical sequence is, in queatioos treating of vulgar fractians, very o 
complicated by a bewildering misnse of the common arithmetical ^igns. 

" Meotal arithmetic seems to be entirely ignored. The exam ination 
no indication of its being taught directly, and there does not seem to be eiu>ii|;&'i 
practice in arithmetic for iuductively acquiring a knowledge of the most lelf-«nde 
contractions, or for storing in the memory any convenient formuTm. 

" On the whole, I do not considtr that nearly enough is made of arithmetic Ufl 
mental training, nor is it made even the efficient tool for practical u«e that f 
might be. 

"Hie other branches of mathematic^^-Euclid and algebra — are succea 
studied. The papers in these subjects are almost always very good. I i 
BuggcBt that, if the demonstrations of eeometrioal propositions were arrangect, M 
as possible, in tabular or other convenient form, so as to separate clearly the m 
ceeaive atqw of the proof, instead of being written aa a coutinuons oanatiTe, rf"' 
enlirely unpunctuatcd, there would be less trouble, more pleasure, 
disciplmc in the acquisition of tbe subject, and better prospect of i 
permanent possession. 

" Geography is in nearly every case at least good) in very many casei, 
in the papers of senior female pupil* teachers, it is excellent. Map drawing ia g 
rally well attended to. and there is shown a laudable desire to keep abreast of t 
times with regard both to political changes and recent discoveries. 

" The history papers show much care in the oommittinB to merai . 
facts and dates, but reveal decided want of the power of balancing eventa, and. ^ 
connectbg action with motive, which are the purpnses for which history a stod' 
and in the practice of which only is histoiy a menial discipline. Biography in 
special sense is not so well attended to as it might be. 

" Few of the pupil-leachers profess any knowledge of music. This \ 
voluntary subject, and thosn profesi^ing it not confining themselves to Che 
elementaiy part of the subject as laid down in the Pirst Schedule of the Code, U 
examination is entirely oral. It is felt that anyone may master with ease all th_ 
is prescribed concerning the notation of music ; may answer correctly all sorta o 
qcpstions npon the compliealed system of signs behind which the simple ami 
beautiful thing, mosic, is hidden, and yet he in complete ignorance of music Itself 
unable to produce vocally, or to name, when he hears it, the simplest iatervaL Thiit 
lalter knowledge, then, of bow to prodnoe the sounds represent ud by certain signs 
placed before them, and bow to put in proper form the signs that represent certaio 
pounds produced in their bearing, is the knowledge which all professing music uught

The Bchools of the county may be said, taking into account the Genentlre 
iiregularily of attendance due to the almost universal neglect, of the 
school boards l« pnt into force the compulsory clauses of the Act, to be 
in a satisfactory state of order and efficiency. Aa to their oomparative 
merits, six of them have beeo classed aa excellent ; that is, it wottld 
be difficult to say in what way they could be better of their kind ; 38 
are very good, 81 are good, and 47 are very feir. Of the remaining 
20 half show at ienst some good points. 

It is noticeable that none of the large schools show any marked Lai^ k 
degree of efficiency. They seldom get beyond the point of " very fair," 
and they almost never get the highest grant for discipline. The reason 
is that they are under manned. The staff is sufficient to satisfy the 
miDimum requirements of the Code, but insufficient to meet the peculiar 
requirements of the school. The teaching of a class of from 70 to 100 
is for a considerable part of the day in the hands of a pupil-teacher in 
his first, second, or third year. It is excellent practice for him, and if 
he has the makings of a teacher in him at all, it gives full exercise and 
development to all his powers. But just aa often as not he is not of the 
stulf that teachers are made of; and in either case the class suffers. 
First, the discipline becomes loose, then the reading deteriorates, 
in slate work copying prevails almost uncheoked, in oral work there is 
not time for individual answering, and the simultaneous shout is led by 
about one in every dozen, the rest by long practice acquiring great 
skill in taking up the cue. The teacher from time to time asks how 
the class is getting on ; the lad, who knows no better, and is really 
doing all that can be expected of him, thinks that all is right, When 
the day of reckouing comes, in which each pupil is .thrown upon his 
own resources, the hollowuess of the whole thing is made uumistake- 
ably manifest, to the surprise of those who thought all was well. The 
teacher is not to blame ; he is working to the utmost stretch of his 
powers. The pupil-teacher is not in fault ; he is doing all he can, and 
is most anxious that what he does should be well done. The short- 
coming is due to the insufficiency of the staff. Where the upper classes 
are large, and where, from the circumstances of the scholars, almost all 
in the higher standards take two or three specific subjects, the mini- 
mum staff required by the Code is inadequate to produce satisfactory 

Your Lordships' instructions are that paoh school is to be inspected 
once a )-ear, and visited without nolice once a jear. As 18 of the 193 District te 
schools in the district require two days each lor examination, three take large. 
three days each, and two require four days each ; and as the average 
nnmber of days given by Scotch Inspectors to the examination of schools 
is about 150, the remdning 170 schools, if examined at the same 
rate, would have to be done in 97 days ; that is, two schools a-duy woold 
have to be examined on 73 days. This is impossible (1) from the size 
of the schools, the average attendance for the whole district being 98 
at each school, and (2) from the distances between the smaller schools. 
The work of inspection and examination accordingly occupied 197 days, 
and on 24 of these two schools were token. As the arithmetic, dicta- 
tion, composition, in short, tlie written work, take as much lime in a 
small school as in a large one with the same number of standards, it ia 
difficult in such cases to make a thorough examination ; and in all cases 
by far too little time cau be given to the essential work of inspection 
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UH difitinguished from oxamination. Were it not for the ^reat abilitjof 
Mr. Muiiro, hid thorough acquaintance with all forms of school work, 
elementary and advanc(Kl, linguiHtic and scientific, his admirable skiQ 
and patience as an examiner, hi8 nnfliurging readiness for the perform- 
ance of his duties in season and out of season, it would be imposaiUe 
even to examine the schools within the year. 

Only 13 of the schools have l>een visited withoat notice during tfas 
year ; five on a day unexpectedly found for the purpose, and eight in 
passing on the w*ay to other schools. It is very important that thej 
should all be visitcil, but it cannot be done. 

The readiest mode of relieving the pressure, as has been more than 
once indicated, would be to transfer to Stirling district some 30 scfaoolfl^ 
which geographically belong to it. The saving of time and monej 
effected by this change would be very considerable.

Since 1877 there have been added to the school supply six new build- 
ings, which, with the 36 erected between 1S72 and 1877, give a total of 
42 entirely new schools in the two counties. It bna been found necessary 
to extend some even of the largest of these new schools, as at Cowdeu- 
—beath, Kirkcaldy, Sinclairtown, owing to the rapid increase ia the 
BQmher of scholars. There is only one instance, that of Ballingry, in 
fnhieh tlie new premises are not fairly or well filled, but this is safflciently 
^plained by the fact that, whereas at the time when the Ballingry school 
OS built there were 230 children of school age in the parish, there are 
low little over 100, in eonseqnence of the stoppage meanwhile of colUeriea 
e neighbourhood. I am glad to be able to report abo that since 
! valuable additions and improvements have been made in SO cases 
prhere the accommodation was inadequate. Leven and Kinglassie alone 
if the school districts with a considerable population to be provided for 
p not yet done ranch, if wo except the purchase of an old church in 
ind the erection of a tfflnporary class-room in the other, to 
mpvove ibe moderate inheritance intrusted to the administration of their 
'rst board j ; but I understand that the qnestioa of suitable accommodation 
r both places has already reached, or will soon reach, a practical stage. 
Ihould the erection of new schools be proceeded with, they will pre- 
Irnmably have the advantage of long contemplation, and may be expected 
embody the best points of their less tardily conHtmcted neighbours, 
be cases wliei'e amalgamation has taken place also deserve notice. The 
element of local competition need scarcely enter into a manager's calcu- 
lations in his aim to secure the best qudity of instruction. The Code 
regulations contain sufficient incentive aud materials for comparison, if 
that is what is wanted, to satisfy most managers. For two schools to 
be engaged in doing exactly the same kind of work almost alongside of 
each other is the same village is, I am glad to infer from what has 
happened aud is happening, a state of things likely to disappear according 
as circumstances favourable to grading or amalgamation from time to 
time present themselves, Aa a matter o£ economy, the policy of com- 
bination will not be questioned ; that it promotes efficiency in every 
respect, from the training of the infants upwards, I can testify from 
satisfactory experience. The children receiving elementary ins^uction 
in Trust schools not under inspection amount to close on 1,000, and are 
pretty equally divided between the Si. Andrews Madras school, sup- 
ported by the Bell Trust, and the three Kirkcaldy schools supported by 
the Philp Trust. The esisteoce of elementary adventure schools, wilh 
no evidence of efficiency except the fact that they are tolerated, is still 
a disturbing element in the administration of the Education Act. 

The schools are well lighted. On inspection day tbey are as clean as Pcemitei. 
can be desired, and even at other times when a visit is not expected, J 
find little to complain of, tiiough a eohweb msy possibly appear or the 
floor feel somewhat gritty, 'i'hey are also generally well heated, but there 
improvement in ventiliition, and some simple method of 
Lintroducing fresh air without causing diaughts would add mateiiidly lo 
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tixti frraut DO accooul of liie bud conililion of tlie ufBoM.

Tlie total Duoiber of scbools visited for annnal grant purposes wan 1&5, 
comprising 142 board scbooU, I Episcopal, 1 Roman CatboUc, 4 Madm, 
sad 7 supported by endowment or voluntary effort without having any 
distinctive ula«s tiile. Again, in the total of 155, there are 23 schools 
with separate infants' departments, and 5 dii^tJncl infiints' schools ha.Ting 
no connexion with a senior department, in all 178 (150 senior and 2S 
infants') achoob or departments. The half-time school supported by the 
firm of Swan Brothers in Kirkcaldy is attended by girb only ; 3 are 
etyled female acJioola, but the distinction is applicable to none but their 
senior standards ; all the rest are mixed schools of the uaual type, and 
with this organisation managers appear to be perfectly well satisSed even 
in towns where separation would be feasible if deemed desirable. Tbe 
entire accommodation will give about 30,000 school places, so tba^ 
unless the population bas greatly increased since 1^71, there is ample 
room on a general view ibr all the children of scbool age. ITie avei-Hge 
attendance has risen from 21,148 in 1877 to 23,542 (fov infanta ^,572, 
and 17,970 for scholars ovet- seven) in 1880, while tbe numljers preseiit 
»t inspection for these years are respectively 24^76 and 27,107, From 
the laiter there will fall to be deducted the migratory scbolais that 
appear at more than one inspection, bat this will make no appreciable 
difference. The ^taff employed for the work of instruction consista of 
the following : — 178 heads of departments (134 masters, 44 mistresses), 
132 permanently or provisionally certificated assistants (36 males, 9$ 
females), 24Q pupil teachers (88 moles, 152 females), 5 assistants 
accepted as equivalent to pupil-teachers under Article 32 (c.) 3., and iS 
paid mopitors-=-in oD 600 teachers representing every stage of esjierience. 
It ia n large staif, no doi^bt, considerably in excess of tbe miuimuQt 
requirements of the Code, but to my mind, not above the actual require- 
ments of a district in which class instruction is professed in every mixed 
school, and specific subjects are receiving a considerable share of attention. 
It will be noticed that there is approximately a teacher for every 40 
scholars in average attendance. In large schools giving sound claes imd 
specific tenchiiig, such a provision does not imply unreasonable expeuae 
if the certificated assistants are not out of prgportion to the pupil-teachers 
employed. J% would not be unfair, ag it seems to me, to have tbe staff 
as much above the minimum requirements as the education given goes 
beyond the atoncjard work in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
1. Of the 240 pupil-teachers engaged, 225 presented themselves at the 
annual collective examinations with the result that 130 acquitted theni~ 
Aelveswell, 89 fairly, and 6 unsatisfactorily. This is a marked imprnve- 
ment on my report for 1877, Jn which tbe failures were recorded as 
nearly one in tbree, and the fair passes were most numerous. Credit 
tably successfui elfort has been I'ewurded in every case witb the recom- 
meudution of the premium under Art. 19 B. Though I hope to sea 
the liiilures disappear altogether, I am satisfied that, when they bavs 
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'"become HO few, the new arrangement haa had an excellent effect in 
cncouragiDg study and raising the Gtaadard of attainment as "well aa 
■strengthening the teacher's sense of responsibility. The writing of 
notes of a leeson, of which I could not speak favourably in my last 
report, is now a more promising feature, good method and considerable 
tact being often shown, especially by the girls ; the lecture or cBaay 
style is still a fault. The g^rla are also better readers than the boys. 
The reading and repetition are always heard at the collective examina- 
tion instend of being left over to the day of inspection. On the other 
hand, I generally take the language professed by the older (male) pupil- 
teachera in school, when I have an opportunity of looking at any 
reading they may have been doing beyond as well aa within the require- 
ments. For the composition of the two senior years 1 look upon a 
letter or essay on eome easy subject connected with school management 
Bs a form of the esercise that might with advantage be made com- 
pulsory ; it would help to direct attention more foi-cibly to methods ot 
good work iu school. It is satisfactory to team that greater uniformity 
is to be given to those examinations by the new regulations to be 
introduced at the end of January next.

The accuracy RegistratioiiB 
and regularity with which the registers are marked maybe inferred Bad anpervi- J 
from the absence of fine, no deduction of grant for faulta under this sion ol" 
head having been ordered during the year. For the few doubtful cases K*"' 
that occurred a caution was considered sufficient. The experience of 
the last three years confirms me in my opinion regarding the ease and 
rapidity with which the marking can he verified by the teacher himself 
before closing the register ; indeed, many teachers find so little trouble 
and so much satisfaction in doing this that they make verification a part 
of every roll call. On the oecasioD of my visits without notice 1 found 
nothing to ccmplain of in this respect; Uie individual attendances with 
the summation had been duly registered, and the attendances claimed 
were represented by the number of scholars actually present. I am not 
so certain that the time for dismissal is observed with the same punc- 
tuality as the time for opening the school ; late work means pressure of 
some kind, and is not a healthy sign. The log-book entries notifying 
managers' visits and their inquiry into the attendance are in the majority 
of schools numerous enough to indicate adequate supervision ; they are 
certainly more numerous then they have been before. The personal 
ittfiuenoe of the managers exerted for the well-being of the school and 
their friendly interest in the teacher also deserve acknowledgment. 
Circular 65, however, shonld not have been needed so often as it was 
\aft year to remind some managers of the requirements aa to registra- 
tion. It is to be regretted also that their attention has eometimea to be

training will be of permanent benefit just in so far as the process I 
been easy and natural. This is evident even in the work the childrn 
do in Standard I. The schools that make the best appearance at t 
stage are those in which the general intelligence of the infants has b 
skili'uUy cultivated by means of varied and appropriate collective le» 
For these lessons the apparatus is pretty complete in mixed as wi 
infants' departments ; the blackboard has been found a valuable h 
These infant classes must of course be open to all; by none are t! 
advantages better appreciated than by parents of good social positli 
who send their children as a matter of choice. 

The number of scholars above seven (including those referred toil 
the foregoing paragraph) qualilied by attendances for examination liu 
risen to 19,598, and of that number 17,892 were actually presented f< 
examination, an increase of 2,962 since 1877. The passes and petJ

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Referring to the statiatics for 1880 I find that ench scholar preseot^d 
[ Diiide on an average 2-6 passes in the examination, a result that coin- 
r cides with that for the whole of Scotland during the preceding year. It 
\ will also be noticed that the jwr-centnge oxamineii io Standard IV. and 
I upwards has reached the respectable figure of 37, an inci'ease of 12 per 
1 cent, in three years, and that the presentation in Standard IV. itself 
t almost equals that in Standard I. In view of this ina'ease, the fact that 
[ the aggregate pass (88'6) is higher than ever it was before indieates 
I gatiflfactory pi-ogresa and efficiency. The 3rd is so well led up to by what 
I is done in the Istand 2nd that it is likely to retain its place as the 
f standard with the least amount of failure. The break between it and the 
4th and again between the -Ith and 6th is not a slight one, as teachers 
3 fully aware. The 6th should always stand high in reading and 
'i writing; the arithmethic is the feature with most that is new for them. 
\ As a general rule, I reckon a pass of 75 per cent, fair, 85 good, and 96 
f excellent.

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I fidtioii before leaving school seems to me such a necessary part of the 
elementary equipment that, while reserving to myself the discretion in 
regard to dictation allowed by Article 2S, I have hitherto made oonipo-

ohJRction to the use of a slate for a rough draft in the 5th, hm I 
attach greater value to the exercise of the 6th when it is set down at 
race on paper.

In the supply of teaching power, 

L sofficient allowance has not, antit lately, been made for this, nor for the 

I novelty and diiflcuity of the Bubjects presci'ibed. The more thorough 

f previous training of those coming up to it and the liberal employment of 

adequate skill for its gnidaoce may be relied on to effect improvement. 

Notwithstanding the leniency extended to the work of girls, they cOn- 

tribnte more than their share to the failures in the upper standards. In 

Standard I., with its toilsome computing by means of strokes and 

crosses and fingers, some young teachers err greatly in not securing 

I the mastery of the addition and subtraction tables as a preliminary step 

to dealing with processes. The neatness with which the sums are 

worked on slate and paper is quite on a level with the satisfactory rise 

n the general result.

The amount of failure is therelbre less than one-third of what it was 

in 1877, when the refusals numbered 47, 17 for grammar and compre- 
hension, and 30 for history and geography. The examinations are 
mainly oral. I think this stimulative in the senior as well as in the 
junior sections. With large standards there is undoubtedly a severe 
call on one's voice and strength, but the elasticity thua induced in 
invaluable to the examiner in enabling him to probe the intelh'gence 
nnderlying the class teaching. I hardly think the readini-ps of the 
Com prehension met with in Standard 11. would be possible without 
regular attention to the meaning of what is read both in the infant 
classes and in Stanilard I. This feature of efficiency is well marked by 
the diminution in the number of un.satisfaclory cases, I daresay some 
teachers will wonder how with ordinary cai-e the grant can be lost at 
all. The proportion passing creditably is not in my esperience any 
larger ihau that, for the grammar and explanation of th^ senior standards, 
in which an individual test is applied. 

The grunt for history and geography was in no instance lost through 
the standard presentation in IV.-Vl. lalling below the required per- 
centage. In two mixed schools tliere was no claim, as the presentation 
did not go beyond Standard III. The teJrt-books used, more particu- 
larly for history, are improving, but they require to he supplemented 
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by the teacher. Additional life aod interest might be liupart«>d and tl 
limited course enriched by the eetnlilishmeDt of eiaall libraries contain! 
woi'ks of biography aud travel as well as historical and geogmpl " 
renders thnt would be iomethine more than mere suminaries. L 
maps without names should also oe provided. Ability to sketch rapi<0 
und correctly on the blackboard would aid the progressive teaching ( 
geography by a more oatural method than at present prevails, TIfl 
example would, in atldition, help the scholars in their own efforts nn tl 
8lat«. On the whole, these subjects, which seem («bu growing favourttti 
with both teacher and scholar, are taught with creditable sWll and t' 
roughness, and with a degree oE succesB iu the otdesit class that c 
special commendation.

In 1880, these subjects were attempted in 84 schools, bot the |, .._^ 
bulk of the work woa done in about a fourth part that number, with 
professions ranging from 50 to 152. The presentations (152) and 
passes (130) in Lochgetly East alone were as numerous as those in the 
whole of the schools (26) together having from 1 to 12 specific subjec 
scholars. The school mentioned is, among others, a good example 
the success of the present system along the whole line, showing, aa 
does, that firet-rate efficiency in standard and class work does not nee 
sarily preclude extensive and sound instruction in the higher brai 
as far as the Scotch Code goes. Though too much is still attempted i 
some schools, where the elementary and necessary branches are I 
aatis&ctory, it is exceptional to find payment for the passes made affeo 
by the failure of more than 25 per cent, in the standard examination^ g 
individual scholars weak in the standard work pnt forward for e 
subjects. The presentation from Standard IV. is smaU and cc 
chiefly to English literature or domestic economy. The former aubjec 
has risen rapidly in favour since the abolition of the paraphrase for th 
first stage. In skilful hands it can be made the means of a.i valuable j 
training as most other subjecta in the fourth schedule. The great ilef 
is the perfunctory repetition of the prescribed poetry. The efficiency b 
the insti'uction in domestic economy is keeping pace with the presents 
tion. The other subjecta are better in quality, if not all in quantity 
than when I last repoi'ted on them. Some of the scholars presented i 
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langoagee and mathematlca would, with little additional preparation^ 
stand fl very fair chimce of passing, say, tbe preliminary examination in 
these snbjects for medieal students in a Scoteb univeraity. It may not 
Tie uninteresting to remark that the nine subjects profeased are precisely 
those tA which the Endowed Institutions Commissi ouers in their lute 
report reoommeud thiit attention should be confined.

The number of scholars presented has thus fallen 75 pep cent, since 
1877, and the claims made on account of those in the lower standarda 
seem ta beapproaching a vanishing point. Of two or three other sehtxjla 
no account can he given except l!mt they were started to supply a recog- 
nised want, but in the end declined examinatiou owing to the iiidifl'e- 
rence, as the session advanced, of those for whom they were intended. 
Kvening scholars are under no such restraint as balf -timers ; the latter 
con be got hold of as long as their age and attainments make attendance 
at school a condition of their being allowed to work, whereas the 
former are commonly left to their own will and pleasure in the matter, 
It is to be regretted that these schools are not more extensively taken 
advantage of in manufacturing centres, where the half-time element 
alone would render them necessary. I cannot avoid this conclusion 
when I still find half-timers 12 and 13 years of age presented in Standard 
It and barely able to manage the reading prescribed for children of 7. 
An understanding that juvenile labour could not be legally commenced 
until Standard IIL had been passed would be the most effective remedy 
for much existing neglect and irregularity, Payment for passes in the 
lower standards might be continued for a time to evening schools, but I 
venture to think that it would be no great hardship if such payments 
were to cease soon, the individual grant for evening as well as hiUf-time 
scholars being restricted to the 4th or a higher standard. A separate 
organisation for half-timers should be resorted to whenever the numbers 
in a district are large enough for the employment of a certificated 
teacher. This plan has lately been adopted and found to work well in 
Kirkcaldy, It has been in successful operation for years in Leslie 
West, where the half-timers, composing about two-thirds of the senior 
school (IV.-Vl.), would be almost ccrtiiin to swamp progress in aaj 
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Compulsion. 



attempt at combined teaching. The separate arrangement gives the 
half-timers a better chance and is infinitely to be preferred for the 
scholars attending full time. 

The duties of school boards in dealing with defaulters and irregulars 
are, perhaps, more difficult of accomplishment than ever, owing to the 
effect of unsuccessful prosecutions. With a more stringent compulsorj 
clause, and willingness on the part of boards to carry it out, the greatest 
hindrance to progress would be lessened. It would be advantageous 
also for the board to be allowed to pay the fees directly in necessitous 
cases of an exceptional nature. 

I have to speak in terms of the heartiest praise of the manner in 
which Mr. Smith has assisted me in the work of the district.

In the report, whicli I had the lionoui- to lay before yoar J 
Lordships lost yeur, I bad the satisFactioD to be able to state that the " 
accominodatioa was then siiEScient for the ordinary requiremeDts of all 
the colleges, except the Free Chnrch College, Aberdeen, and the 
Episcopal College, Edinburgh. In the case of the former, the want has 
been now fully met by the opening of the handsome new premises in 
Charlotte Street, and in the case of the latter, by the erection of a 
practising school to contain 300 pupils. This completes the acooramo- 
dation necessary for the due conduct of the various training colleges in 
Scotlnnd. The managerB deserve great credit for what they have done. 
They have had many and serioua djfficultiee, both financial and local, to 
contend with, but they have gradually and succeasfully surmounted all, 
and may now point with satisfaction to seven, or, to epeak more 
correctly, eleven (the four Presbyterian Colleges in Edinburgh and 
Glasgow are double colleges, that is to say, they have a distinct male 
and female side) a» commodious and fully equipped training colleges as 
are to be met with in aoy country with which I am acquainted. 

I have just completed my seventh annual visit to these institutions ; — 1 
it occupied the usual time, from April to December. The inspection in e. 
these months meets, I have reason to believe, the wishes of the autho- 
rities, and, as it deals mainly with the reading, the recit'jtion, and the 
class -tenching of the students, the former taken before the midsummer 
holidays, nnd the latter after the colleges reasseoible for their autumn 
work, justice would seem to be done to oil parties. The attendance of "' 
60 many students at the Universities of Edinburgh and Glasgow, has f 
added very considerably to my work in the earlier part of the otlicial 
year, but the advantage to the student is bo great, and the gain to the 
cause of elementary education is so manifest, that I never for a moment 
grudge the extra labour and responsibility thus thrown on myself. 

The number of colleges remains the same, and the number in atten- 
dance at all the colleges during the year 1880 was 886, as again^^t 951 
for 1879, distributed as follows ; —

Again, on referring U> the abovo table, it will be seen, that tha 
average salary of students on leaii-ing the training college adler a. reai- 
dence of tTTo yeors, is for niales 7S/. In., and for femaleE 591. 3g. !}</., 
as Bgmnst 80/, 3s, 6<t., and 63^. 3». 11^. for 1879, showing a decrea.iti 
of 21. 2s. 6d. in the case of males, and of 41. 0*. Sjrf. in the case of 
et to note, Irorn year to year, this downward tendtmoy 
of teachers entering on their professionfd work, but, in 
the drcmnBlances, such a result w«s undoubtedly to be looked for. 
After the introduction of the new educational system in 1872, tha 
demand for trained teachers exceeded the supply, and salaries rose, 
rapidly. There was a msh into the teaching profession, more especially 
on the female side, the market became overstocked, and salaries, obeying 
the ordinary law of supply and demand, began then to fall. Beaidee^ 
during the long continued commercial depression, from which the 
various industries of the country have suffered so much, all professional 
incomes have been more or less allected. But with returning activity 
in trade and commerce, which I hope may be nenr at hand, the incomes 
of teachers will, no doubt, feel the influence of the general prosperity. 
Notwithstanding, however, this decrease in the salaries oSered to 
outgoing students, the average salary of a certificated master, which, 
I find from the Departmental Report of last year, was in 1870 
low. 16*. 7rf., was tlien 139/, 3<., while that of a certilicat«d mistress, 
which was 55/. Us. 2d. in 1870, was then 721. 6s. 4rf. These averages 
were calculated upon the whole body of certificated teachers, whether^^ 
head teachers or assistants. In addition to these emoluments, a conj 
sidei-able proportion of the head teachers have houses attached to tht 
schools, rent free. This is encouragmg, and augurs well for the future 
of our teachers, 

As on former occasions, a few of the first year students left at the 
end of their first year's training, either from failing, or doubtful health, 
or from family circura stances, aud, in every case, with the full permission 
of the authorities. But, though this may fairly be considered a gratifying 
resalt, I still hold that no student should be nllowed to leave at the end 
of the first year, except on the score of health. A systematic and 
continuous course of trtuning in the theory and practice of teaching and 
school keeping, extending over two years, is absolutely necessary in the 
case of every student, but more especially in the caae of snch students 
(14- 10 per cent, of the whole number in residence) as have not had 
the advantage of the previous training and instruction of the pupil- 
teachcrship. 

During last session, there were thus in attendance 886 students, ot^ ' 
whom 684, or 77"20 per cent, of the whole number, held schdarships, of 
bursaries, and 202, or 22" 80 per cent, of the whole number, were private, 
or self-supporting students, on the female side of the Preebjterian 
Colleges in Edinburgh and Glasgow ; aU, however, had passed the 
esamination for admission, and (Art. 96 of the Code) ranked as Queen's 
scholars. Of the 886 in actual attendance, 761, or 85-89 per cent, of 
the whole number, had been pupil -teachers, thus leaving 125, or 14' 10 
per cent, of the whole number, who had not been pupil-teachers, and 
had not, therefore, enjoyed the great and manifest advantages i " 
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gystemalic and graduated eourBe of instmctioa anii tramiog as appren- 
iu good eleiuentaiy sclionls. Tbe numlier of firat jear stiidenta 
was 457, and of second year students 420. 

Tbe accommodation provided by the training oolli^ges is sufficient for Supply and 
1,052 students, and 886 were under instruction dm-ing 1880. These demand ooa- 
collegea, even with ihia reduced attendance, furnish aa annual supply of *'" ■" 
Bay 430 teachers, who have been trained for two years. This supply 
would be sufficient of itself to fill up the waste (uauoUy calculated ut 
6 per cent.) on upwards of 7,000 teachers. But, aa the number of 
certificated teachers, at the end of 1879, was only 5,139, while, at the 
end of 1880, it cannot exceed 5,500, the annual supply is thus still 
much in exceas of the demand, without taking Into account those who 
enter the profes^on through the universities (this year 25 graduates Gradoateg.j 
attended the Christmas examination). The minute of I6th August 
1877, limiting the number of Queen's scholars in the six Presbyterian 
colleges to 700 in all, was pnt in force last year. This number would 
yield a yearly supply of say 340 certificated teachers, sufficient to make 
up the usual waste in a staff of upwards of 5,500 teachers. But the 
terms of the minute have been slightly motllfied, and the number tti be 
allowed is now 800 in all. It thus appears that, with our present 
appliances, we may calculate on a steady annual supply of nearly 400 
trained teachers. This supply of itself would be able to meet the annual 
waate, without taking info account those who find their way into the 
ranks of the profession through the university, or through the channel 
d Article 60 or 79 of the Code. This latter supply is useful for thuse Articles 60 and 
small schools, of which there are not a £ew in the pastoral districts of 79 of the C ode.. ^ 
the south of Scotland, and in the more secluded and wilder parts of the 
Highlands and Islands, where it is necessary to maintwn schools, but 
where the emoluments are so small, that, without a serious charge on 
the rates, tbe seirices of a thoroughly trained and experienced teaclier 
could not possibly be secured. But though the teachers admitted under 
Art. 60 or 79 of the Code are not trained, in the sense of having studied 
tor two sessions in a normal College, still they cannot fairly be ranked 
in the class of the uittraitied. An apprenticeship of four years in a 
good elementary school under the superintendence of an able and 
energetic teacher, coupled with the pei'iodical examinations in scholar- 
ship, and practical skill in teaching and school-keeping, by Uer 
Majesty's Inspectors of schools, must surely count for something — while 
Xhax subsequent experience, gained as assistants in many of the larger 
and better class of oor public schools, before passing the Christmas 
examination for a certidcate, cannot but prepare them for undertaking 
independent charges, and doing good work in the smaller schools, which 
form no inconsiderable proportion of the aided schools of Scotland. 

Eehgioufl instruction no longer forms part of the college cumenlom Religions 
with which I am officially connected, still it bulks so largely in the instructi 
estimation of the friends of elementary education in Scotland, that 1 can 
scarcely be accused of trenching on forbidden ground in again stating, 
for tbe information of your Lordships, that ample provision has been 
made by the authorities in all the colleges for teaching this important 
branch, and for thoroughly testing tbe character and extent of the 
instruction at the close of the session. The examination is partly oral, 
and partly by written papers, and is conducted by a board of highly 
qualified examiners, appointed by the authorities of the different colleges. 
1 may venture to add that the results, published at the end of last 
session, were remarkably good, and reflected the greatest credit on the 
students, and on those, by whom they had been so well and so faithfully 
inslnicteil. 
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ACQl'UUfUENTS ITF C*MDtI>ATllS FOR AllMISSION. 

Acquiremcnia lu fornilug ft jitat ontiniHtc of the work of the training colleges, 
of MndiitaiM nature (uid qualitj' of the rnw ranlRtinl upon wbieh they have to operRi 
_fcr admiision. should Ihs carefully borne in mind, Of this I had a good opportitntt; 
of judging in the muny vnlunble and suggestive reports by the laspectoi 
who revified the pnpurs worked by the candidates for odmia^ioB at 
summer lost, and I now beg to submit the following atal«iment Oi 
subject. 

Arithmetic, as might be expected, was, upon the whole, fairly well 
done, and showed a decided tvdvance on the work of last year, while ia 
neatness and slyle, the papers, as a rule, contrasted very favourably 
with tliose of former esami nations. The reports, however, conttun 
fre<iaent complaints of the incomplete way In which muny of the 
B<4utions are given. Steps ore missing which should appear to make 
the work intelligible, and, in some cases, the answers only are given 
without showing, in any way whatever, how they have been obtnined — 
the sign of equality and other symbols are incorrectly used, and though 
the candidates may have logically thought out the sum, they very often 
fail to state correctly on the examination paper the different stej 
which have enabled them to arrive at the correct answers. Problomf 
or sums wliich require thinking over, and to be done by common b< 
rather than by a CQl^and-dried rule of the text book, were rarely 
done, while some of the attempts were simply ridiculous. The mea _ 
of ratio and proportion, the rule for converting circulating decimals into 
vulgar fractions, and the reasons for placing the dedmal point in multi' 
plication and division of decimals, were often impeifectly understood, 
and only occasionally well expreased, even by the better class of candi- 
dates. 

In Euclid the propositions appear, in too many ciises, to have been 
simply committed to memory, so that adherence to the precise form of 
Euclid's processes was frequently rather slavish, while many of the 
candidates seem to have been quite unable to make the necessary cur- 
tailments, or adaptations to suit the judicion sly modified, or restricted 
form of some of the questions. If one may judge from the way in 
which the deductions were generally done, compai'atively litde, if any, 
attention can be given to this part of the subject in the instruction of 
pupil -teachers. The value of Euclid as a subject of instrnction and 
mental training would be much increased, if more attention were given 
to the application of the propositions to easy riders ; and I think the 
inability of candidates to do these easy geometrical pi-oUems proceeds 
principally from their entire ignorance of any method of attempting 
them, lliey seem to look upon them as a sort of conundrum, of which 
a happy idea may suggest the solution, instead of proceeding on some 
definite principle, in which case the problem will readily yield to treat- 
In these branches there ia much room for improvement. In moat 
cases, only the first elements appear to have been mastered, while the 
more difficult questions were, as a matter of course, almost aystemattcally 
avoided, candidates confining themselves to the easier one^, which 
were, upon the whole, satisfactorily worked. In algebra, however, 
many candidates made serious mistakes in handling expressions within 
brackets preceded by a minus sign. 

In geography, map drawing strictly from memory is, I am afraid, a 
subject too apt to lie neglected in a pupil-teacher's training. With few ex- 
ceptions this important part of the exercise was poorly done. Such tjues- 
tions as admitted of a plain straightforward answer wci-e fairly answered. 
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' and showed thnt tliere was do want of conGcientioiis work, but the papers 
gaveaeveriil opportunities for working in information not contftinedin the 
atlas, or the ordinary text book, but easily gathered from audi reading 
books as commonly fall in the way of pupil-teachers, but it was pnin- 
folly eTident that few of the candidates were able to avail IhemselveH 
of ^eir opportunities. 

Two general characteristica of the work deserve to be speeially 
noticed : — 

1. The want of what may be called a sense of proportion in judging 
of size and diatanue. The candidates seem unable to estimate compara- 
tive size of counlriep, rivers, mountains, Ac. — The Tay, the Tweed, the 
Severn, &c, are frequently classed with the Amazon, &c., as being 
among tlie longest rivers in the world, while similarly Ben Lomond ia 
plac«d side by side with Everest. 

2. The tendency to learn by rote without understanding the meaning 
of what is learned; — a tendency specially noticeable in the Scotch 
papers. One Inspector remarked : — " There seems to be bnt one test 
" book in geography, and one in history for the whole of Scotland, and 
" these seem to be invariably committed to memory." While taking 
exception to the first part of thLs remark, the latter part is, I fear, but 
too true. 

In the history papers facts were generally weU known, but, as usual, History. 
the candidates went astray in questions requiring a little thought and 
arrangement. Thus in biographies, important facts were often mixed 
up with utterly trivial matlers, and many candidates lost marks by 
sheer carelessnesa, and not reading their answers over a second time 
bdore giving up their papers. The evidence of cram was still too 
apparent. Extracts from textbooks had been learned by heart, and were 
written down, whether quite applicable or not. The great fault, how- 
ever, was that the facta had not been properly digested, and the eventB 
of one reign were too frequently confused with those of another. Thus 
the death of Lady Jane Grey was often included in the reigo of Eliza- 
beth, and Egbert was said to have introduced Christianity into England, 
and joined the crusades. The treatment of the whole subject seldom 
rises above the level of a painful but intelligent effort of memory. 
" The thoughts of candidates may be traced groping for the recoUec- 
•* tions of text books, with the result of fastening upon pompous 
*' phrases, and trivial details, to the exclusion of more important 
" matter, and of thus placing upon paper the evidence of their own 
" confusion." 

In grammar the parsing and analysis were, upon the whole, creditably Qriunmar.] 
done ; — they might, it is true, be still more thorough and accurate, but 
undoubted progress has been made since last year. Indeed, when tied 
down to bare questions of grammBr, and these often were of a nature to 
test intelligence and good teaching in no slight degi-ee, the candidates, 
generally speaking, answered thoughtfully and accurately. Questions, 
however, demanding more general knowledge and tact were, with 
comparatively few exceptions, somewhat poorly done,— writing off the 
point, — wasting time on unimportant details, and, above all, not reading 
the questions carefoUy before commencing the answers, were the most 
ooDspicuous faults. Composition and notes of lessons were poor, but 
the question on derivation was the one that showed the greatest weak- 
ness. "Word-lore is a fascinating (even if at times a delnsive) study, 
" and one whose value caanot well be over estimated. Except that a 
•' few prefixes and affixes had been learned parrot-like, the subject 
' seemed oil but ii scaled b<iok to the great miijority of the cnndiilaten," 
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In ei^bool maiiiigemeur llie papeiA still g»vi' but tilt I r- eviilenoo tliji

former reports, J huve urged the necessity of introducing the subject q 
school muuagemeut into the monthly examination papers of the thin 
and fourth years of apprenticcBhip. I am titill of the same opinion, as I 
think that il might easily be done in coDiiection with some of the present 
subjects of examination, withont adding miiterinlly to the length of the 
[taper. The " notes of a lesson " were, genei'ally speaking, poor. The 
chief defects were want of aim, connection, and clearness, and the 
tendency to discursiveneaa bo characteristic of the young and inexpe- 
rienced teaclier, with the frequent use of long, and ofl«u technic«* 
words without the slightest explanation, when simpler ones ■ 
answer the purpose equjijly welL 

One Inspector remarks : — 

" A Terr prevaleat Bhortcoming \» that of answering u quralion befoie iM U 
have been clearly comprdieaded. Aa an fiamplf of this, the tblloiriiii; wiawe. 
the qaestioti, >Hame the {inndpat uees of a Globe in t<>ac!uiig eeographj?' mar fl 
ijuotcrt. ' Globes are used for iHmpa and gas.' Frcquiiiflj it u qolj some mui^ 
point that is overiooked, bat in a considemble number of instances, ax in Ifaeatw 
example, it is the essential condilioii of tbe qufatiou.'' 

Another Inspector concludes his report with the remark:— 
" Some of the papers exhibit a childi«hiiea» of ihotig^ht nnd expression, wbioh itfl 
diffioull to BccoQDt foe, having regard to tbe age and standing of "" ''' " ■■ ^ 

The subject being optional, a large number of the pftpere, i 
former occasions, gaTo unmistakeable evidence of little previi 
tion. This was more noticeable in the papers worked ii 
Greek by English candidates, who have not, as a. rule, the » 
ment to prepare themselves as their fellow-cimdidat^s in Scotland.

Although these sections are only inlended for such candidatea ^ 
wish to enter a imiversity, and who may fairly be supposed I 
made special preparation for the Latin nnd Greek sections 
language psper, the suggestion of my colleague seems to be 1 
of consideration. 

Another Inspector summarizes his report as follows : — 

'* The work of the Scotch colleges is deeidedlv better tban that of the 5 
rttOtrges. bnt none of it can be called decidedly good. Tbe preruling fiuilt in ti 
papem is want of accaracy coupled with a want of a sound fonndadon of gi 
knowledge." 

A third Inspector remarks :- 

" It apiiear^ to me that it would be de«isble to cantion candidates aguost u . 
tip tbe paper on languages, unless they haie really senously nudied the mbji 
'In^tca'l of getting 5 or 10 Diark« for paitially correct answers, often the Tesn]|] 
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■ »CciJent, or of aharp dadgts, sorat of the papucs ilisierFO to be markeJ with a minus 
1 quAntity iti tciaM^qucnpe of the ignoruDce itisjitayiMl." 

A fourth lnHpect()r repoits: — 

" The tniu&lAtionii froin French into KutlHsh were pretty fair ; bat no much nssiel- 
mee was given in the papec that candidBtes, «itli practically little or no knowledge 
dE the laugiiage, fand little difficulty in pjucb^ together aamething like the eease of a 
great part of the passage ; hence a good deal uf the work was lees ULtttifactory than 
appeared at first sight. The parsing •kos often so defective that the gnuDmar cannot 
have been thoroughly, or even systeniatioally taught." 

I mny be permitted to add to these remarke of my colleagues, whose c 
opinions on such a question are entitled to great weight, that I have "^ 
always held, and now more strougly than ever, that eertain books should u 
be preiieribed in all the languages, as in the cose of students in residence, 
and more precise and exact knowledge demanded. 

But I have no wish that the examination should be confined to these e 
books, as every examination paper should contain an easy uitteea i" 
passage of moderate length, as well to prevent cram, as to give an ui 
opportunity for distinction to such candidates as may have given special 
attention to the subject. Even in the University, the major part of an p 
examination paper is always taken from the daiis-work, while only a V 
comparatively smal! portion ia taken from a book, that has not been 
(■ead during the session. But to confine the question to the usage of ai 
the training college itself: — passages from certjiin authors are pre- tr 
scribed in the syllabus, so (hat, from the very outset> the lecturer may '"^ 
ttliape bis instruction to meet the wants of his students, and thus prepare 
them more thoroughly for the special requirements of the Christmas 
examination. But the case of the candidates at the Midsummer ex- c 
smination is voty different — no books are prescribed; no special ci 
preparation can be made ; and hence the many feeble and indifferent ^ 
alttmptB, so graphically described by the revising Inspectors. **' 

Frora the reports now before me, it is gratifying to note considerable i; 
improvement in this important branch of female instruction and training. 
The following are brief extracts from these reports: — 

"The answets, as a whole, were fair. Needlcirork has been well and inl»>lli- 
geotly taught, the auswers to the questions in section I. nere gooit throughout, and 
showed a thorough knowle.lge of the subject." 

" The section relating to Investment and Thrift hag not been well treated, and the 
foUoiriiig section on Fooil proved a stumhlii^-block to many, not only in point of 
methodical arrangement, but of knowledge of the subject. One hardly expects to 
read that ' the priucipal cereals in use are pepper, salt and mustard,' or that ' salmon 
sprats, and oysters are pulftes.' One candidiate ao !at mistook the meaning of the 
question, ' Name the difierent articles required by a lanodreas for washing, anit 
* specily the use of each article,' as to compose a long list of linen usually sent to the 
wash, with the raisoa d'itte of the several gannents, Bnt such ciipes are quite 
exceptional." 

" The papers have, on the whole, been very well done, and give evidence, in most 
aaBes, of inteDigenceand diligent reading. Man j candidates lost marks through 
omitting the all-important stop of reading the questions through carefully, and 
arranging their answers before putting pen to psiper — the consequence of this neg- 
lect being, their answers are often irrelevant and Homctimes even worthless," 

"The papers varied very much — some were very well aoBwered, but others ahowcd 
great ignorance of the subject— for example, several gave the measurement round 
thp vnist of a child of three years as eight inches. One would have thought, that 
any young woman of eighteen years would have seen the absurdity of such an 
answer. Most of those, who had been pupil tescbers, showed by their answers, that 
they had studied, with more or less advanlu^, some text books on domestic 
economy." 

The stim of these remarks, or, to speak more precisely, the sum of c

lu justice, however, 1 rauGt add that, from the reports now before n 
it is evident tliat a certain pixiportion of the candidates reach a bigbi 
standard of attainment than that indicated in the summun' just givei 
bnt I regret to say, not a few fall considerably below it. 

1 may be permitted to quote the following paragrajdi from my rep< 
for 1S77. It is, in many respects, eqnally applicalJe to the present stc 
of matters, and may serye to draw attention to the necessity for tbi 
beft«r and more systematic instruction and training of pupil-teacher ' 
and indeed of all cimdidates for admission into training colleges ; — 

" Suoh. then, is thi- raw matfrial npon which [tie training coUtgeti are called i; 
to operate. Much hns to be unlearned, old habits hare, in man; c 
eradicBtcil, and new habits and modes of thinldiig; have to be (^dually formed, oi 
foundatioDS have to be laid in some subjects, and BcriuuG dtifects have to be repaired 
nlherE, b^ore the new and special fluperHtmcture can be raised. Althongb thism 
Mieni, and ao donbt iii, dieconrB^Dg, still matters are not bo bad here a« in t 
national unireraities, whmre, unless coounon report belie them, not a few of tl 
junior stadenta join the clawes with even le»B knowledge of the subjects pi 
than the average canjidatet whea they first enter the training college."

On compfiring the nnniber (161), who pas-ied in Latin, Greek, op 
mtithpmatics id 1879, wiili the uumber (Tl/), who passed in 1880, it must 
be borne in mind that, in the former year, the university mark was 
given to candidates in both the Ist anil 2nd classes, while in the latter, 
it WHS conQned to »nch candidates as obtained places in the 1st class. 
As a matter of course, this materially affected the results for this year, 
but I look forward hopefully to the next admisaion examination, as I 
feel aasnred that such candidates, as wish to attend classea in the 
university, will come up better prepared for the special papers on 
languages, &c. I may be excused for repeating a remark which T made 
in my report for last year, and which would seem to have gained force in 
the interim. It was as follows : — 

'• Were Latin, in the case of male pupil- leathers, made compnisory from the 
beginning of iheir apprenticeship, and Greek (roni the beginning- of the third year. 
and Here the reqnirementii in lanKoaces as precise!}' (leSned iu the case of caodj- 
dalcH for ailmismon, as they are m Uie eyUabus for candidates at the ChriBtinoB 
examiniition. I would not despair, nay. I would couGdcntlj expect to see somfr 
the moat proinii'iug students in the oniverHit; proceeding from the ranks of t 
pupil-teachers, and the benches of the training college." 

General Re u arks. 

I The inspection and esaminalion of a training college embrace I, 
following particulars : — the inspection of the premises, especially ; 
j^ , , regai'ds ventilation, drainage, light, warmtli, and class accommodatitH^ 

'^braM Uie * Intending lectures given by the vari'ma officers of the institution, toj 
llLwiogpar- "t'le to judfe of the efficiency of the teaching alaff; hearing the stud^ 
both of the first and second year read and recite the passages prescriU 
in the ayllabns ; attending a criticism lesson given under the supei 
lendence of the Principal, ut the master of method; hearing the stiidad 
of the aecond year, ami any outgoing students of the first year, f?vm 
selected leason to a class. During my annual visits (i> t!ie ""~ 
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traiiihig collegoB, these particulai-a are tsken up by me very mucli in the 
order in wbich I have dow enumerated thein. 

The buildings have been described in detail in the special reports in £ 
the Appendix No. 1, They are all in the best repair, and leave little or 
'fiothiitg to be desired. I have found it necessary, at various times, to recom- 
lenil iniprovemeDts, enlargements, and structui'al alterations, so extensive 
i even to assaine the dimensions of rebuilding the whole premises, and 
necesEarily involving considerable expense, I feel it, thei-efore, to be my 
duty, as it is my pi-irilege, to bear this public testimony to the readiness 
of the authorities, in every instance, lo carry out my suggeations with 
regard to such additions nud alterations as I considered to be necessary 
for the efficient conduct of the roliege. The pi'actiaing schools are F 
large, and well supplied with the newest and moat approved appliances ^' 

'uc-fttion. They form an integral pnvt of the respecliye instimtioos, 
except in the case ol' the Free Church College, Aberdeen, and are 
under the dii'ect maiuigemeiit and conti'ol of the principals. But this 
exception is more in nanie than in reality, as the authorities have the 
free use uf the adjoining Free South Cliurch School, which practically 
forms part of the college, while the Principal is oteu the head of the 
school, and can thus arrange the one to suit the wants of the other. 
Whether, therefore, we regard the s'ze, the equipment, or the organi- 
Eation of these school.<, they are admirably adapted to meet, in everyway, 
the varied requirements of the training colleges. Indeed, so far as 1 
know, no training college in the king<.lom is better, while some are not 
so well, supplied witJi the means of ntudying and practising the art of 
teaching as our training colleges in Scotland. For the condition of 
these schools at the last visit by Her Majesty's Inpectors, I beg also to 
refer to the special reports on the ilid'erent colleges in the Appendix No. 1. 

On looking back on the experiences of nearly 30yeai-3 of an Inspector's n 
life, it seems to me, that of the three special elementary subjects— the 
three Es — reading is the most satisfactory. Vet, how very seldom one 
hears really good reading in ;i school I A scholar, who rends tome, 
should be, as ii wore, a cliannel through which is conveyed to me a 
cleai' knowledge and just appi'ecialjou uf what he is readiu*;, and I ought 
to be able to follow him easily, and to understand thoroughlv the import 
of the narrative, without reference to the book lying open before me. 
In my official work, I have always endeavoured to atbiin this ideal 
sltindard in the upper classes of the school. I regret, however, to say 
that ray success has ntit in every case answered my expeciations. But 
in the tr^ning colleges, the three points of ^ood reading, accuracy, in- 
telligBnce, and expression have b«en generally attained. I heard all the 
students read both in poetry and prose. They did this, generully speaking, 
remarkably well, and without the slightest appearance of mannerism or 
ftflectation. The intonation was good, and it is impossible to doubt thai 
great pains have been constantly taken in correct aut^h faults of pro- 
nunciation as the students, who come Irom almost every county in 
Scotland, may have previously contracted. This i^ undoubtedly a point 
of great importance for a teaeher, and is no unfair test of mental 
cultivation and training. 

I heard each of the students of the second year give a lesson to a class T 
on a subject selected from a list of three, which had been previously 
prepared by the student, and handed to me, when he entered the room. 
The lessons were limited to 15 minutes each, and were quite ojual to 
the average of former years. It is obvious that some allowance mast be 
made for nervousness and anxiety, which, on such occasions, seem oHen 
to unnerve, and almost paralyze the faculties of some of the ablest and 
most intelligent students, more especially on the female side. It is. 
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therefore, a pleMing dut^ to state thai, on no previous occaMun, did I _ 
Bee move si.i'iking evidence that the atadeiilj in all the collc^p-a are a» 
carefully and euccoasfiilly instructed in tlie art of teaching as io any 
other part of the cumcalum. 

As it may be interesting, ] give the following tabular etatcmect of the 
subjeolB selected by the students in the dilTerent colleges : —

It thus appears that of the 1,287 notes of lessons presented to me, 851j 
or 66'12 pfir cent, of the wlinle number, were on the elementary anbjectfll 
of reading, grammar, geography, history, and arithmetic, while 436, otJ 
33 "87 per cent, of the whole number, were mainly on such Ruhjects n 
find a place in onroriiinary school books. Upon the whole, I was mncbfl 
pleased to find considerable improvement over those of former yearaJ 
The subjects of lesson were generally selected with care and judgmi 
and the notee were dniwn np in simple language, and such as a teac 
would naturally use in giving a, lesson to a class in tbe ordinary coui 
of JuBtnietion. 
I, TBluable In addition to these prepared lessons, 1 saw, as far as the time at n 

addition to disposal would allow, the ntudents of some of the colleges at work in thel 
the prepared different departments of the prautising schoid. As on Ibrmer occasions,! 
lewon. jj^gy taught in relays to suit the sj/e of the class-room, and took upJ 

whatever subject the class happened to be engaged with at the t\mt\M 
This is a valuable addition to the prRpnred lesson, it brings out tbe poiritt 
of the student-teacher, his fertility of resource in dealing with any of tbe_ 
little incidents in class-life as they arise, his power of maintaining dis'J 
cipline without disturbing the other classeB going on round him, in 
word, it shows, in some respects even better than the prepared lesson,] 
his tact and judgment as a school keeper. Indeed, I am now so con- I 
Tinced of the value and importance of this exercise in practical teaching; / 
that I regret that the limited time at my disposal has hitherto prevent^] 
me fi'om extending it to all the colleges. This, howevei', I hope to be J 
iihle to do in the course of the present session. 
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^™ I liave so ofteu iliacusaed thi^ question in previous reports to joiir Tbe normal 
Xordsliips, that it inay snfBw, on the ]>rpsetit occasion, to state briefly *'=''<"' "^ "■■■ 
what hiiB been done during the past year by the aothoritieB of the training " 
colleges to give effect to the vwious enactmente of the Code, bearing on 
the attendance of students at the university. 

In terms of Art. 102 (b.) of the Code, students may attend classes in PermiBsioa « 
the university forhvo sessions, during the course of theii- tmining in the aittnd the ni 
normal college. Again, by Schedule II., pupil-tea«hei-s, and hy Art. 93 of^u'osci.,w 

S.) non-pupil-teachers, who obtain a place in the first class, and show ofSchednlelL^

Thb concession on the part of your Lordships ia a very important 
privilege, and one destined to esert a powerful influence on the whole 
question of joint utdversiiy and normal school training.

of the authorities, tuke a third session at the university. But it muM 
l>e distinctly understood, that they do this without the oflicial sanction 
of the Education Department, which (Art. 102 (b.)) only recognizes 
attendance at the university during the period of actual residence in 
tlie training college, i.e., for two sessions. But as the ndvantjiges to the 
student are so great, may I agiiin venture to express the lio|ie, that the 
official sanction may yet be extended so as to cover the Ikirtljem- wl 
university attendance. This would be a greiit boon to the deserving 
student, and would, I fee! assured, be highly appreciated by the 
authorities of the training colleges, and the friends of education in 
Scotland. 

In addition to the 144 students mentioned above, there are, at present, Total numb 
23 other students, who finiihetl then- course of training at Christmas Inst, "'•"/"ling 
attending the university. Taken together, we have thus the liirpe ^"^"^l"^"*"^ 
number of 167 students, or 51-7 pr cent, of the whole number (323) in 
attendance at the training colleges of Edinburgh and Glasgow, availing 
themselves oE the invaluable privileges granted by your Lordships, ami 
enjoying opportunities of litcrai'y and professional training, such as the 
elementary teachers of ScollMid have rarely, if ever, enjoyed in such 
numbers, and lo such advantage. 

As it may be intewstiiig, I subjoin a tabular statement of Ihe number Tabular ital 
of Btndentswho attended the university from 1874 to 1880 inclusive, mentofUie 
although the present system of attendance was not intri«luced till 1877. '"">'1*''« 
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It thus appears that the number of uniTersily students hns agrndiu 
risen from 33 i<i 1874 to 167 in 1S80, giving a total of 711, or an aim 
uvera^ cf Dearly 102 ; but this is not all. They ai* now much bett^ 
prepared for the work of the classes than they were in former years, a 
take a much higher place among their class feilowa, earrying off soma 
of tlie highest and most coTeted honours at the end of the session. In 
conclusion, I may add that it consistti with my personal knowledge, that 
not a few students, after passing their jierind of probation, and obtwning 
their parclimenis, i-eturn to the university, and complete the curriculum 
of aili, not unfrequently taUog their degree with honours, Thia cannot 
but be gratifying to every true friend of education, and is an earnest «£,„ 
a bright future for the leaching professiou in Scotlanil. 

It may be interesting to present, iu talmlar form, the results of f 
recent examination for admission in all the training colleges. 
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It thus appears that of the 343 male candidates, 29fi, or M 
cent., had been pupii-teacherd ; while of the 777 female candidates, I 
or 72' 20 per cent., had enjoyed that privilege. Again, it appears I 
of the 296 male popil-teachers, 60, or 20 '27 percent., failed to j 
examination, and of the 47 non-pupil-teachers, 32, or 68-08 per cent. { 
while of the 561 female pnpil-teacbers, only 42, or 7 " 48 per cent., failed 
to pass the examination, and of the 216 non-pupil-teachers (in both casea 
socially much higher than the males) only 60, or 23 ■ 14 per cent. As 
compared with thoee of last year, the results are thus considerably 
higher.

P.S. — I had finished my general report on the training colleges, befoi'e 
I received tbe many valuable reports by the Inspectors, who revised the 
papers worked by tbe students at the Christmas examinalioD. Thiii 
prevented me from inclnding in my report a statement on the subject, 
such as 1 have for several years made on the results of the niid-summcr 
examination. Such an analysis would be interesting, as showing the 
character and extent of the insiruction given in the training college, 
hut I regret that the length, to which ray report has extended, forbids 
my doing more than merely appending such extracts as seem likely to 
be of interest, or value to the authorities of the colleges. These extracts, 
though necessarily short, are still safficient to bring out the salient points 
in the systems of training and instruction pursued iu the different 
colleges. 

A large nnmber (about one half) of the students on the male side 
of the Scotch training colleges attend the university, and are, therefore, 
exempted from taking, at the Christmad examination, the papers on such 
subjects as form part of the curriculum in arts or science, i.e., Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Mensuration, Euclid, Grammar, Greek, and Latin, when they 
attend the cla.see5 in Mathematics, Greek, Latin, and English literature 
in the University, and pass a satisfactory examination at the end of the 
session. This necessarily afiects the general average, and should be 
carefully borne in mind, when the following extracts are considered, as 
the university students may fairly bo assumed to include the more 
cultured members of the class.

"Tbe great majority of tbe papers eorlain many qiiestiooG b«gun and giie 
heforeany propersolulionhoa been obtained. In many cows, it is too aviileat 
the GtM priociples of algebra and niausuration are not thoroughly mastered. A very 
common error is to wTite down au apparent solatiOD wbere important steps are 
omilled. Thu ia eicpei^ially the case, when the student in told to prove thoeqoality of 
two quantities 1 am afraid that in many cases thia is duue purposely in order 
deceive the eiaminer." 

One Inspector remarks: — 

" Considering that the stndonlB examined in this suhjeet wne Ihuse outy who hi 
shown tiome proficiency at the end of their first year, the work is hardly ratisfucl 



norality of the practice is reprehensible, and its cerUiu fur ility ought to prerc 
its adoption by the most misgnided candidate. 

" The irtudeats want plenty of algebraical work as distingolFibed from arithmetie.] 
Very few of Ihero have got rid of Ihrir dread of Itlters and symbols. They ihlnl 
that numbers must be intended." 

One Inspector remarks ; — 

" CompaHng Ibe papers with those of candidates for admission, it is grati^ng 
observe the improvement in accuracy of stutemeut and clearoesi of demonslraCii 
eOectedtiy a year's training. There instill, however, evidence of confusion of thought 
on very elemeJitary points. The propositions of Euclid are. for the moxt part, eorreotly! 
written out. But in tbe qnestions beyond the text of Euclid, and which afibrd ''^ 
beat test of the progress uf the students, the papers show very varied results. 1 
part of the subject does not appear to be very fully or aystematically treated in » 
colleges ; and, even where the prapoaitioQS themselves are well done, only a ffcw

"I was particularly struck, a« I eiamined their papers, at the hurried vuf il 
which too many of the atudenta CTidently wrote them.

" I was, on tha whole, well ploased with the parsing — (be number of bad miBtakeB 
•OS decidedly nnaU, and even wlieu the parriug was not strictly eorren. a goad 
<!asou wB* often given for the writer'a opinllni, which showed that the sobject had 
lecD intelligeBlly taught The analysis was very fair, but more unequal than the 
jarsing.'' 

Another Inspector reports ; — 

" The eiercises in compoaition were satiefactory as regordg/orm, by which T roeoa 
that there were hardly any grammatieal errors, and that most of \hem were correctly 

inctuated ; but the matter was, for the moat part, deficient in thoaglif . 

" There were some uiiBtukes in pandng, which too many of the students felt into. 
The most important was the failure to distlngnisb between the indicative and the 
subjunctive mood." 

One Inspector renmrks: — 

"The papers appoar to have been worked with increased snooess, as compared Seooodj< 
with fnnner years. 

" The comporitiun exercises display a greater power of graajung the salient points 
oF the snbjeotB prescribed, and an easier and terser mMe of eipreitsian. In the 
SDRwera on the eiitical and esegetical questions, there are more signs of personal and 
independent study, and less of having " got up" the subject from note book ruTieiou. 
The unitormity of marks, which I have been obliged to give, shows that the teaching 
has been alike carefiilly given in all the collegtw." 

Another Inspector reports ; — 

" Taken as a whole, these papera were very aatisfaetory. But what was the most 
satisfactory was the composition, that beat test of the effect of learning and training 
on the mind. The bulk of the papers displayed a very foir amount of knowledge, 
and expressed it in clear language, with some ease and even grace of t-tyle, and with 
a good logical connection of ideas. The spelling was excellent, the penmanship good, 
and the punctuation accnrat^. Uf course there were exceptions, but they were 
few. 

One Inspector remarks : — 

"Maps are again somewhat uuaaliefactory. In otherreBpeGta,the knowledge shown Geograpl 
is crudilablo, but the art of answering is a thing jet to be learnt. Diffuseness, want first year.fl 
of arrangemrnl. and of a due proportion among tbe different parts of an answer, are 
very cummon fiiults. Candidates should confine themeelves to salient points, instead 
of attempting to write down alJ they know." 

Another Inspector writes; — 

" The papers were, on tbe whole, very creditable : much of llie wiirk was of a 
really thorough and intelligent character. Bad onswers were rare. Judging from 
the answers given to "Question 2," the subject erf "mathematical geography," has 
been rather overlooked in certain coUcges." 

One In.'pectov reports; — 

"On tbe whole, these paper; have been done fairly. In some colleges there is Sci 
evidence of careful and intelligent teaching ; but generally, even when the Ikcis have 
been well known, there is a want of method and conciseness in tbe answers. Some 
of the students have either failed to grasp the scope of a qnestion, or havepurpoBcly 
answered it only in part, others have run away firom it altogether. The importance 
of (tood map-drawing siill appears to be but imperfectly understood." 

Another Inspector states : — 

" The papers arc Angularly QDlform in character. There are no high marks, and 
few very low ones. Within a limited range, they nearly all produce the same facts, 
very often in the same words, with greater or less affectation of precision, and with few 
absolute errors to strike oat. The answering amounts to a r^c*uiy?Sof text book para- 
graphs and of fragments of li'utures. and as such by itti general occurucy bears witness 
to careful preparation, and carefully oullivutcd memory for details. But there is 
lit'Je evidence of private general reading ; und facts, correct in themselves, arc often 
grouped in a picture showing an almost childish absenue uf proportion and pervpeo 
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live. The nrnp-dmiring vras verj onequal. The Hues of lotilirfc and longitode " 
given in a toleiuble number of coaea, Bod ia miaE cisM iu:cuntely." 

This pajH^T was taken hj those second year students only who h 
tailed to piiss with crtxlit in geography at the end of their first year. 

One Inspector states : — 
" The (jnoiiiniui retjuiring ooly a knovledge of bisCorical Acts verc veil done bf ■ 
the iDHjoritj' of the studeabt ; ia those requiting original thought, there wu a Mling a 
off, but not, 1 Ihiiili, 90 great a failiii); off as in prpvious j^ara. 

Another Inspector remarks ; 

" The students geacnilly iliBplajed a orc>ditabie knnirledge of the facts of Britielt 
hiatDr7,bii( iulalllgkmt anl well arraDged aninrenvere not so common u the; uluitlld 
be. Many of the ttudents caaDOi have carefully thought oat theit unxwers befote 
aommittiDg thum to paper, oouBeiiuently iheir vurh wm rambling and incoherent. I 
ihould flay that more marlut were lost by the wiint of a little Uiougbt ind coninion 
■ense, than b; ignorance uF the facts of history. Foe example, in answer in the quM- 
lion "name Uie roost important mco of the 14th and ISth oenimieB." Mai'j wrote 
out a long and acourabi list of the principal people of the ISlh and 17th cvuCuriea. 
Again, in answer to the question about the QoTernmenl of Britain by the lioioaiu in 
the third century, only a few confined ChemBelves to the century named; tbo 
majoritv writine a rambling account of Britain under the Romans from the earlieM 
times, frequently not touching on the 3rd century al all. 

" I was sorry to notice that the manifest weak students did not confine tbenwclTM 
(o certain periods of liiatoiy, ai they easily could hare done, with a choice of 8 
questions out of 18, but gelecled their answers in a hap-hazard way from the wholA 
paper." 

One Inapector reports : — 

" I consider that the questions 
gave evidenue of cureftil uid iutelligent sludy." 

Another Inspector reports : — 

"Some of the papers are careleajf and in&ccurate, and give the impreidon tt 
harried and irregular reading rather tban careful and accurate study. In some atset, 
indeed, the impiessioo of the reader would be that the auhject, oaly being taken ail 
by part of the students, has been read np hurriedly and in a. desultory wbj from a 
text book, la these cases, it is ruther (he want of uceorate knowledge of facta than 
of power of expression, which causes (be liiilure." 

This paper was taken liy those second year studiinta only who had 
failed to pass with credit in history at the end of their first year. 

One Inapector reports : — 

" The notes of a lesson are bett^'r than in former years. 

" Many »f the answera Co the second question showed (hat its mvauing hiul not 
been grasped hy (hd candidates. 

"Question IS received better answers than any other, anil the candidates bad, 
vhethec as pupil-teachen or stndenis, thought about the processes and niBults of 
their work of iustruclion. The answers were much more vaned in opinion Ihao 
thoae to the other questions. 

" I was disappointed in finding hardly one good answer to the Mth question, as It 
seamed to be reiy well calculated to bring out JDtclliguut replies from people em- 
I^oyed in school work." 

One Inapector states: — 

" Upon the whole, I was well pleased with the papers examined by me ; — many of 
ihem trtiie of a very superior character ; — they exhibited a theiongh acquaintance 
with the subjeot. As regards both language and arrangement they weie decidedly 
good. Out of a possible 7S, the beat students respectively obtained 64, 63, and 61 
marks. Several of the pnpers were very weak as regards certain questions, — the 
vrilers did not appear to have graspt^d their driH, 01 they missed the paint, or eon- 
founded them with other matter. Tbe composition, as a whole, was of a decidedly 
satisfactory cbaracter, hut some of it was very weak." 
Another Inspector reports : — 

" The questions from Locke have been generally well answered, though u

" As on former oconaions, the uuirked deficiency was eyideotly the result not bo ft 
mnch of want of knowledge of the snljects, as of the best way of imparting that ( 
knowledge to others. Hence the notes of a leason upon (he subject presctibed gene- 
ralty foiled, not from nmnt of informBtiou, out from inability to closai^^ and arrange 
that information under suitable heads )— in other words, few of tbsm seemed to onder- 
stand what was meant bj ' notes of a lesson.' Their answers were often ' loose notes,' 
without any definite UTrangunent ; — in &ct, short esssyB, with tittle or no simple and 
familiar iUostration, — ^nothing to mirk (hem out as ' nutef ' at all. It is to be hoped 
that snch grudoates, as may present thenuwlvea at next Christmas exaniination, will 
be better prepared to meet the raried requiremuots of this important paper." 
One Inspector remitrks : — 

" On the whole, the character of the answers was somewbal above fair. They F 
showed that tbe students had satisfactorily mastered the test of some short innnnal n 
of political economy, or the lecture notes of the teacher of the subject. The appli- 
cation of the principle):, found iu the manual, &c. to problems of practical economics 
was not equally satinfaetory."

" The translation of the passages in French was, as a rule, given with fair correct- 
ness, though here also the (endi.'ncy to a too hteral rendering, and a sacrifice of the 
Eoglish idiom, were very marked. The parsing presented similar defects to those 
observed in the Latin papers. The knowledge of the irregular verbs was often very 
defective, and the manipulation of ITrsnce idiom was very feeble." 
One lospeclor states: — 

"These papers show a creditable amonni of industry, and a ftiramoimt of know- g 
ledge. In Latin the translations are generally fair ; the mistakes are usually in 
minor points, though there are occasional gtiinpseB of awfiil abysses of darkuuss. 
Tbe parsing was generally fair. 

" la French the translations showed plenty of grinding;. Parsing showed better. 

VD sorry to see how little has been done in the way of comparative grammar, 
' The translation from English into French was middling ;— it was, in most cases, 
a mere eflorl of memory. 

" Of the two or three Greek papers, one was very fairly done. 

" No candidate attempted the German paper."

" I am pleased to observe an improventeni in accuracy as regards dates and tabl^ 
of genealogy. 1 have not come across many extrBordioarily gross errors, bat a 
of tbi' ehnracler have been miidc, —notably by one student, who fitnled that ' Amon 
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'b prose worke ihe most noted are "The Old Curioaty Shop," " Thi 
' Pickwieb Papere," " Oliver Twist," and " Our Mulual Friend " ' ! The b 
young womiLn goes on to observe thut ' Anotber poet ia thi^ (Elizaheth'e) re'iga is 
' Sir W. M. ThBckeraj ' " 1 

Another Inspector reports : — 

" I do not sec id the papers sulficieat evidence of the parCicnlar object for which 
Hub instructioQ has been imparted. They do not seem to be the work of young 
minds learning to express themsdves with a view to teaching otbern. I camioc help 
thiiiling that more adequate lesults would be attained by devoting Bome of the time, 
now evidently conilnmed in loitiliiig (he memory with btM, to exercises in the repro- 
duction of the matter of a lesson, in words different from those of the text book. 
This would iuvolve an intelligent appreciation of the meaning, and memory might 
then aid Ihe reasoning powere, instead of superseding them." 

One Inspector remarks : — 

" The general character of the papers is fairly satisfactory. They show Ihnt a. S 
considerable amount of information \g acquired by the students, and this itiformatiau 
is, for the most part, fairly well digested. Too often, however, a good deal of in. 
geuuity is wasted in evading the actual point of the question. Facts, as a rule, are 
correctly stated, but questions, which require power of generalization and inference 1o 
ha andsfikctonlyansweriHl, are generally passed over, and, when attempted, are treated 
in a meagre and snpiTficial way," 

Another Inspector stntes : —

One Inspector states ; —

" On a review of these papers, I am struck with the ivant of practical acquaintance y 
with the subject which they exhibit, and the apparent absence of any convictions of 
(heir own on the part of the writers. I should have thought it impos&ible for so 
many ex-pnpil- teachers to frame so many unworkable time-tabies, or to have such 
vague notions on the subject of registration. These are mutters of experience to 
«very apprentice, yet precisely iu these points the fitudents show most deficiency." 

Another Inspector remavfca : — 

"Suchananswer UB the Mlowing shows bat little aeqnaiutance with the snbject. 
■ As "Kinder Garten" lessons have to be given in the open lui, they are not well 
' suited to our tlimate.' " 

Cue Inspector reports : — 

" Almost all the papers attained this year a Sa.ir standard. Some from each S 
college were good, but very few were distinguished by extraordinary excellence, 
either in the arrangement, matter, or style of composition shown in the various 
answers. Questions 3 and 11 on the subject of the moral training of pupil-leachers 
were seldom answered with the cleBmess and detail required by Ihe impoilance of 
the subject, and higher views as to the responsihitily undertaken by tbol^e in charge 
of apprentices are still wanting. In qnestion 4 there was hardly sufficient recogni- 
tion of the powers entrUEtted to school boards hy Ihe Education Acts to enforce 
T^alarity of attendance at tbe present time, and too much stress, perhaps, was laid 
upon the influence of rewords and piizes in securing both punctuality and regularity. 
Questions 6 and 9 were comparatively seldom attempted, and, in hut few instances, 
with the neatnesjl and method wbioh might bo expected from students, who had 
enjoyed the benefits of two years' training. Inadenuale ideas were entertained on 
Ihe subject of Ihe proper accommodation, organization, and teaching staff required 
by the several schools imder consideration, and clear, welt drawn out lime-tables still 
continue to be the exception rstber than the rule. Perhaps if smaller schools were 
assigned by (he qneedou, the time-tables would have been better, and more within 
Ihe reach of the atudenis' capacities. To draw out one for a girls' sehool of SSO 
scholars, requires an amount of experience, as well as powers of organisariou, which 
GOD only he expected from older and mora tried leacherB." 

Another Inspector states : — 

" After matmg due allowance tor the dincurwvcness, inconsequence, and want ot 
logic, that appear to be inseparable from such papem. I am glad to state that these 
papers are Ihe best I have euimined on the enbject hitherto, They are, on the 
whole, sensible and uniform, and show cartfiil training, and a good ncqun 
with the flubjcel."

" Judging hy these papen, I shonid saj that Ibc main defi»t<^ to be pointeS oi 
gi-neiBllj are tmpeifeel ETonnding in grammar, and loo great reliance upon 
trained apart from the ubderaianding. The i|neatinu best answered, in aim 
case, WBH the translalioa into English. But pvm in this igueMiou I had ample proof 
to show that in scTeral, perhaps in one half the cases, Ihe translation had been 
lahorioasl; got up, or committed to memory, without a bir underKtanding of its 
coDtents. 1 cauDol belp thinking that if the time spent upon this lrui>^laltni], and 
the TetKoductioa of it, had been devoted to a thoroogh drill in grammHr, mnc^ 
higher resullE nould have been prodoeud. A great dent of labour must hare bceBl 
spent Id prodooe these papers, hut some of it Iws undouhledly been spent to no gr-^' 
purpose, in so far as a knowledge of French is concerned.

One Inspector remarks . — 

" Only one student attempted German, all the othcri took French. 

" With few exceptions, the papers show signs of creditable industry, and 
cases are neatly and corefullj- wrilten. 

" The translation from French into English is generally well done, and manj 
papent obtain littl, or nearly full, marks. The parsing is. in most collies, creditably 
done. Some mistakes, however, occur pretty frequently, which are hardly coosixttmt 
with systematic leaching. Thus a good many students seem to be nnacquainted with 
the passive voice, and parse the imperfect tenses of that voice us plnperfecl tenses 
active. The cases, especially of pronouns, are not properly disoriminaled, the term 
' objective ' being used in a bose way to cover all that is not nominatiTe. 

"The grammalicnl quetticu— on the plural of compound nouns — is not usually 
well done. The rules are given in a very meagre or erroneons form, and the 
examples are often ineorrcctly treated. 

"The rendering of French idiomatic phrases, and of Engti«<h conversalional 
phraws, is not well done, and shows a ffeeble giasp of the usages of the language, 
when ihero is no context to suggest the meaning. The translation of an English 
passage into French Is, with a few exceptioni, badly done. A uumber of mistakes is 
to be expeoled, but Ihe yersions generally show rather the various possible common 
errors in grammar, than a fairly accurate use of the words which the students 
actually know. 

■■ Ou the whole, the papers exhibit loo much memory work, and too little careful, 
practical study of the elements of French. A considerable improvement ' " ' 
place before the students generally can ohl^n 
prescribed coarse of study, or can be qualified 
of the French language."

The iuduBtriiJ instruction is cooducted by Miss Orant, and couiiiats of sewing and 
cnttin^-out for all the students. The Bpeciniens of work exhibited were highly 
creditable. Inxtruotion in cooking sod laitudry work is also giien to those BtodentB. 
(i9) who reside in the boarding-hoose, under the Buperiotendeoce of Mrs. Harrowor, 
while the rest teceive instruction in laundry work alone. 

The praccistDg sehoots continue to be conducted with much ability, skill, and 
success. At the time of my yisit, in June last, I found in avemge attendance S4S 
childrea, while 58S were present on the days o( inspection, and 442 names were 
entered on the eiatoinatlDn schedules as having completed the required atteodanees. 
Thtt accommodation has been much enlarged and greatly improveil. Tills has added 
much to the comfort and convenience of all connected with the college.

On refernDg to my notes I find that 1 heard all the IccturrrB disooarse and 
examine on almost every part of the curriculum, uud had thoa a good opportunity 
of seeing how well the instruction is calculated to prepare the students for their 
future work aa teachers and trainers of the young. The discipline and morml tone 
of the classes were excellent, and the whole work of instruction was conducted witll 
spirit and energy on the part of the lecturer, and with quiet but intelligent attention 
on the part of the student. 

Criticism ieasons continae to be given regularly under the superinlendence of lh( 
Principal, while model lessons are given occasionally by the heuls of depnrtmenLK ir 
the practidng schools. I was present on several occaHious. and was much pleusec 
with the way in which this important exerciae was conducted.

The industrial instruction continues to be cnoducted by Miss Beattie, and conaists 
of the OBDal branchea neceaaary lo prepare the atudenib for the efficient conduct of 
thi^ imporluut part of their future work in the elementary school. The specimens 
of work exhilnled reflected equal credit on teauher and taught. Instroction in 
general household work is given to auuh atudeitls as reside in ibc boarding boose, 
in addition to the systematic inatruction in conking given to all the studeoTs under 
the direction aud superiatrndeuce of a competent teacher from the Edinburgh School 
of Cookery. 

Practinng Schoola. — These schools, upon which the suceess of a training college 
so much depends, continue to be conducted in a most satisfactory manner. At tbo 
time of my viiiit in July laNt, I found in average atteodance B3U children, while 890 
irere present on the days of inspection, and 744 names were entered on the exami 
nation schedales as having completed the required atteodances. The practising 
schools have heen entirely remodelled, and the accommodation has been very much 
increased by Ihe erection of two large and commodious class-rooms, furnished with 
all the modem conveniences of cloak room, htvatory, Stc, These alterations and 
additions have added much to the general comfort of the pupiU, and the con- 
venience of the students, vrho can now visit the sohoola at all hours withuut 
materially interfering with the ordinary work of the classy.

the work of the sehoolroom. 

The mode of preparinfi: the students for Ibeir future work as teachers remains 
the same in all respects (iride previoiu reports). 

Criticism lessons conliuiie to he regularly given under the superintendence of the 
Frincipal, or, in his ahaenoe, of one of the senior officers of the college. 

The industrial instruction cootinues to receive that amount of time and attention, I 
which its importance demands. It is conducted by Miss Smith, and conaists of T 
sowing, knitting. &c. I was highly pleased with the specimens of the studenta' 
work exbihited. In domestic economy the inntruction is partly theoretical from I 
approved text books, and partly practical, consintiug of general household and I 
laundry work, with lessons io cooking under suitable superintendence. 

The great want of the college, to which I have so often referred in prcvioas 
reports, has now been supplied. A practising school, to accommodate 300 pupils, 
is in the course of erection, ood mil, [ hope, be ready for occupation at the 
beginning of the eessiou.

Thoiic, who attend an (jitra courae, and who show speeial ability 
in dnlling pupils, or a company of their fellow students, reci^ve the mark " Kilni 
efficient." Of late, most school hoards have required evidenue of compeleocj- to 
conduct drill, and the resuit is, that few students now fail to exert IhemsclTea to 
ohiain, at least, the mark " efficient." 

Two oouTHea of gymnastic exwciaes have been Riven to the female studenla 
(resident iu the Boarding-boiue) by a profeasiooal teacher. The marked absence of 
cren trifling aiimeuta, during last session, ia attributed by the medical officer to the 
beneficial influence of these exercises. In the coming session, it is intended to 
develop these still forther, with a view to instruction in sneh drill as may be found 
profitable in the schoolroom, and more particolnTly iu the infant department. 

The indnstriol instntctioQ of the female students continues to be conducted by 
Mis< Foulis, and her assistant Miss MaiweU. It consista of the usual branches 
necessary to prepare Ihem for the Christmas examiuatiou, and of fancy work for 
such of the senior studeuts us are considered efficitnt in all the ordinary work of the 
department.

ABEEDEEN CUUHCH OF SCOTLAND FEMALE TRAIKING COLLEGE. 

I visited this Institution in June and October with Mr. Hall. The buildings were 
described in previous reports, and remain unchanged, except that the additions to, 
and alterBtiocs on, tbe Boardiog -house have been now completed. The accommodation 
is thus doubled, and the couvenieDCe and comfort of the inmates ore very much 
increEtsed. The playgmonds of the practising schools, though not large, are fur- 
nished with covered sheds for the use of the children in wet and stormy weather, and 
are otherwise well and tidily kept. The janitor now resides within the grounds, and 
takes B gcnenkl oversight of the establishment after schaot hours. 

The fianitary arrangeroentB are remarkably good, and are carefully Btlended to, 
botb in the college and school departments, and in the adjoining Boarding-house ; 
while the general health of the students, and of all connected with the institution, 
has been satia&ctory. Dr. Stephenson, the medical officer of the college, reports 
as follows ; —

ABERDEEN FREE CHURCH ITBMALE TEAIKIKG COLLEGE. 

I viBlted this institntion in June and October with Mr. Hall. The new premises 
nra very commodiona and comfortable. Thaj are sitnated on the west side of 
Charlotte Street, and immediately adjoining the larpi practiaing noboolK ; bdeed, 
they now form one institution. The nen building', with a frontage of 94 feet and a, 
width of 3B feet, is oblong in shape, two etoriea in height, and of plain and 
nnpretending exterior, a small belfry above the main entrance being the only 
deportnre from the latter condition. On the ground floor there are a large doss 
room 34 feet hj IB feet for the senior female students; two smaller rooms for (he 
work of the preparatory department, measuring, raapeelively, 21^ feet by 31 feet, and 
3D feet by IS feet; and the Principal's room. Occupying the south end of (he 
upper floor there is a large olasa-room, 34 feet by IB feet, for the jonior femala 
students, adjoining whicb are two piano or music rooms, and a room for the lady 
Buperinlcndent, while the rest of the fioor b taken up by two large roonia, intended 
for a male department, should circumetoncea ever render sueh on extension of the 
institution necessary. A broad flight of stairs leading into a spacious and well 
lighted landing, forma the means of commnoication between the two floors, In a 
word, the whole arrangements of the building are admirable, and reflect Che greatest 
credit on the committee of management, contrasting most favonrably with the 
inconvenient and make-shift premiaea of former years. 

The provisions for heating and ventilation have been carefully attended to 
throughout the whole establishment, while the gcDeral sanitary arrangements are 
very complete, and have been thoroughly tested by a competent practical man. In 
reference to the important subject of the health of the slndenta, I have been favoured 
by the following statement by Dr. Urqnhart, tbe medical officer of Che college: —

As there is no boarding-house oon- 
nected with the college, the iostructioo in domenic economy if neocasarily confioed 
to lectures on the theory of the subject by Miss Walker, while the knowledge irf the 
stadents is carefully tested by daily class, aod periodical written, examioatiooB on 
this important enbject. 

— These targe schools coDtiniie to be condocled with much 
abill, tact, and judgment, and are a most valuable addition to the training college. 
1 have been favoured hj my colleague. Mr. Hall, with tbo following statistics of 
his recent visit. On that occasion, the average attendance was 924, while 546 were 
present oq the days of inspection, and 483 names were entered on the exaniiDalion 
Echediiles as having completed the required attendances.

1. After cardullj reading the papers I concur with the different profesBore in 
their recorded eetimale. 

2. There ia a ooaaiderable improvemenl In some of the papers, while the geaerai 
average of attainment over the whole eiamination is pcrceptiblj higher than it was 
last jenr, and only oomparariTelj ftw, i.e., IB in Edinburgh and 7 in Glasgow, out 
of an n^^egnte Dumbei of 249 papers, hav-e failed to reach the pass-mark of Fair. 
This is very encouraging, and is an earnest of a bright future for the leaching pro- 
fession in Scotland. 

8. Both in Edinhurgh and Glasgow, the Greek papers are, generally speaking, 
well done, and show a considerable advance on those of former jears. rrofeasoc 
Jebb (Glasgow) remarks, " The results are of a very gratifying character." 

4. In Latin, more especially in Edinhurgfa, the improvement is very marked. 
Professor 8ellar states, " Many papers, both in the junior and senior cUases, are 
" done vety well, and there are few conspicuous failures." Frofessur Bamsay, in 
reference to the Glasgow papers, says, " 1 am glad to be able to give a very aatisfac*

G. In Logic, ProfesMir Frowr [Edinburgh) renutrlw, *■ Two or three of tha men 
" were very good, and the large mqjori^ aatisbctory " ; while Professor Veitofa 
(Glasgow) nays: " The te«ull» are deoidedlj good." 

T. ia Khetoric and Ruglish liti<ratnre, Professor Manson (Edinburgh) slataat 
" These resolts may be considered very gatirfactory ; only 3 of the IG itudenu Gill 
" below the mark of what would have hten a clear pass in the subject in a depntt' 
" mental examination for the degree of M.A. ; and, while the remaining 14 are bU 
" distini^tly sbovo that mark, the proportion of those, who arc creditably Bbave it, in 
" larger Ihan usual ; indeed, the papers of the first five or six entitle them to the 
" rank of very ^onJ ittudents." 

8. In Nataral Philosophy (Glasgow), there woa only one stndent His p^Wf 
seems, on the whole, well done i what bo knows is clearly pal down ; there might 
have t)een more of it, but there is very hctle that is positively wrong. 

9. 1 am glad to observe inore decided evidence this year that the attendance at 
the oniver^ly is beginning to tell ; the general platfbrm of attainment is being 
gradually raised, and, though few students reach a very high standard of eiceUence, 
Blill good snbitBntial progress is apparent in all the subjects. 

10. The rai«ng of the standard in ctassics and mathematics at the Midsonuner 
examination, has already begun to exert a beneficial influence on the pupil-teachers. 
In my own district, I have noticed this with pleasure, and I feel assured that aimilnr 
tcBtimony could be given by my colleagues in other districts. 

In conclusion, I may add that the university sludenta lake a high, if not Ae 
lughest, place at tbe Christmas examinntioa. Titus a class of teachers. GomMniDg 
the higher and broader colLare of the university with the practical training of tbe 
normal college, wilt grodaally be formed, and ultimately come to fill out leading 
public schools.

TOAINING COLLEGBS in GRKAT BRITAIN. 



Ut Lords, 

In the reports which up to this time I have had the honour of Former repow 
iddressing to your Lordships, the pleaiiant duty has fallen to me yearly 
if recording improvement aJl but uninterrupted in the average ekill, ear, 
snd even voice of the studeate who have came before me for examiDa- 
tion. I cannot say that thia improvement aa yet shows signs of dimi- Putuie ri 
nation, but I find myself under the necessih' of bringing under your 
Lordships' consideration an impression difScult to resist, that it has 
been carried as far as it is at present likely to be carried, and, seeing 
that nothing long mantains a stationary position, progress will ere long 
be replaced by regress, unless measures are taken to check the causes 
which ere long wiU assuredly bring it about. 

The study of music, unlike that of any other subject in the curriculum Want of 
of the school teacher, haa hitherto been I'arried on in the training stimulus to 
OoUeges without any special or recognised object or pui'pose. That the *""" ™orts. | 
more intelligent students in those colleges should willingly avail them- 
selves of the opportunities offered to them there of adding to the number 
of their accomplishments skill in vocal and even in instrumental nmsic — 
Bhould even regard it as one of the moat precious and delightful of 
these — is shown beyond doubt in every examination. But that this 
accomplishment has any direct bearing on their positions aa scliool- 
masters and schoolmistresses must, under present circumstances, be 
regarded by them aaa matter of considerable uncertainty. These young 
pei'sons cannot be ignorant of the notorious fact, reported to your 
Lordships year by year by Her Majesty's Inspectors, that stuffing from 
notes, taught at such an expense of time, pains and money in every 
trsuning colleges, is rarely even attempted in the elementary schools for 
the conduct of which they are undergoing preparation ; and that success 
in teaching it where attained will meet with neither estimate nor 
reward. The knowledge of thia fact, for fact it is, though a^ yet 
comparatively inoperative on the better class of students, has begun to 
net on the idle and careless class, and must ere long drive all students to 

throw their energies on subjects that are more remunerative. 

The little or no direct reauHs in elementary schools of the teaching lUoent inde- \ 
^f music in training schools has led to a very widespread belief that pendent efftnd 
' ' 1 teaching is, in a large number of instances, all but useless; and fortheimprow 
[with a view to supplement ils shortcomings, a number of persons, J"^.' ^^f 
doubtless well meaning, but obviously ill informed on the circumstances gchools ft ' 
ot the case, have been induced to form themselves into a society for the 
training of music teachers in ekmentary schools. How little they can 
have known of the work which has been going on in the training 
colleges for so many years pa-st may be gathered from the following 
table, in which is shown the number of students who have lefl those 

I colleges in England, Wales, and Scotland after two years' training since 
1872, the year in which they were first placed under systematic musical 
inspection.

To Ibeae TnusC be added a number, which I bave ao means of ascer- 
taining, who were trained before tbeeoUegea in which they were students 
were siibjceted to musical exftmioation, aud perhaps even a larger 
number who hare or had learned Bomething of music in other ptnc«». 
It would be difficult or perhaps impossible to say how many of theae 
are now in any sonae musicians ; but it is certain that an enormous 
maiority of them, now engaged in teaching in elementary schools, ought 
to be found competent, Uftder the pressure of a motive alronp enout '"^ 
to " teacU children to sing from nol«3 " more or less efficienllj. 
LclbrihG The time seems to be come tor completing the examination of< 
napectioii of tary school by subjecting to it such musical work as ia done in _^ 
teiiucnl work -pji^ means for doing this are quile accessible, and to be brought to t 
with A little preparation and at a moderate cost. 

I propose that there be placed at the disposal of each of Her 31ajes 
Inspectors one or more asdslants eKpecially skilled in muNC, wfao s 
annually examine, in conformity with the following scheme, eachoC d 
schools under his inspection, and that these musical asaistants ba j 
for their services either annually, /i«- day, ^er hour, orpw s 
mav hereafter be determined. 

That the majority of the inhabitants of Givat Brilaiu living in tofg, 
the experiment of luusical examination be first made in town scbi 
and lliBt subsequently it be extended to such schools, whether ia t 
or country, as make formal application to the Education Departs 
for it. 

These mn^cal assistants might be drawn from the following e 
representatives of which are located in every part of '^reat Uritaia : j 

( 1.) The musical instructors in the training colleges ; 

(2.) The adult members of cathedral cfacors ; 

(3.) Oi^nising music makers ; 

(4.) Vanous professors who have given special ftttentioo to i 
teaching. 

The subjoined scheme (sabject of course to reviaal) will show wlii__ 
teaching in the various " standards " of elementary schools my Lonls 
might !wfely recognise aa " satisfactory " and worihy of r*comp«nce. 

I mnst preface the details of this scheme by remarking that tb» 
primary condition of its being worked at all mnst be the appropriatifui 
of a defined and sufficient place in the time-table of erery school I'or 
musical instruction and practice. This work, where it ia at present- 
done at all, is done at all sorts ot otherwise unoccupied times, a ~ ~ 
invariably the first made to giv^- way to any other thought t« be of j 
greater importance. 
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! ahorlest time to bo devoted to it in every bcIiooI ot division 
liereof with any chance of SQCcesa ehoulil be, 1 conceive, tUree half- 
OPfB in every week. 
Standard L — Very simple and short pasaages in the " nainral scale " ^ 
to be xol'J'aed from dictation, or from the pointer applied to the ladder \ 
representing the sounds of that scale. 

Measui-es or bars, conaisting of minims and crotchets only, to be recited 
(without mufiical intonation) from dictation, or sol-faed in monotone. 

Standard II. — Simple passages, involving ocoasioualmodnlatioD into 
the scales of the dominnat and snb-domiuaut of the natural scale, to be 
tol-faed from dictation, or from the pointer applied to the ladder. 

Measnfes or bars (as for Standard I.) comprising semibrcves and 
qiiavei'B in addition to minims and crolcheta. 

J Ear testH. — Paaaages similar to the above to be sol-faed or played on 
D instrument by the examiner. The notes composing them to be named 
^ the Bcholars individually and collectively. 

If Standard III. — Simple imrhylhmical passages to be -written in 
tasical notes on a board by the examiner, and to bo sol-faed by the 
jiholars not more than three times each, 

I Standard IV. — Barred phrases written in musical notes to be iirst 
d (without musical inionation) and afterwaids sol-faed, each process 
not more than three times. 

Standard V. — Barred phrases written in musical notea involving 
common modulations to be sol-faed, first without reference to the lengths 
of tlie notes composing them and afterwards in time. 

Standard VI.^ — -A sonp, round, or other piece, ilj at least two parts, 
previously practised, to be sol-faed and then sung, under the direction of 
the school teacher. 

In this exercise correcr time and time will be regarded bh indispensalile 
and the performance recorded as fair, pretty fair, or good accordingly. 
Other and higher qualities {timbre ar qnalily of sound, pronunciation, 
&c.) to be recordeil as very good, excellent, and the like. 

The musical examiner will not dii'ect or interfeie with this last 
pxercise, save by silencing or removing any one or two scholars whom 
he believes to be "leading" the others. He will do this in the 
examination of all the other standards whenever he thinks it to be 
necessary. 

No direction for, or allusion to, singing bi/ car is raiida in the above Rfioognition tA 
Bclieme. Th>it children should imitate anything, musical or uamusicu!, ^^"8'*'^ " 
that they may happen to hear, whether in the schiiol or elsewhere, is 
inevitable ; but I believe the renngnitian of this pnurtice as work adds 
greatly to the difficulties attending the ftrst bnsinesa of the singing 
master, the formation of the ear, and the association of given sounds with 
their syraboLi. No sin^ng by ear is recogniseil as sinaing, in tha Erole 
Normah of Brussels. From every chilli's entry therein he is biught to 
connect sounds with their symbols. And I have visited no school in 
Kurope in which such results have been attained as in the Ecole 
Normals de Bruxelles.* 

I therefore recommend that after 1S82 singing Ay ear be no looger topeaBeaftet | 
regaivled as tinging, and that no award for singing be made after that '882. 
dale save for singing hy note.

A largD per-ceutBge of papers are domt ^ 
veil, Bome few of tbem could searcely have been done bL-tter if mntiic wer« the -oi 
subject the student had to pursue. But, on the other haod, not a few of ibe pK^ 
are ftj below any fair overagH mark, anil botub arc bo bud aa to be tborou^i(y d 
ureditnble not oily to the indiTidusI gtadenc, but to tbe teacher under nhom ha n 
studied and the Coilege which bus made itaelf responaible for his edncalion. Thu 
£nd in my list pupera to nbich, out of 50 marks, it was impossible lu uuign n 
than a, 4, a, fi, 8, respectively. 

Now, if to da a creditable music paper required aaj special natural endoiniig| 
[here would be nothing left bat to regret ita oon-pussessioo hy {hose sluileata, ^ 
iu Ear i this from being the case that every queBlioii <if the first year papers % 
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jnany of the eeeond jenr'fl could be answored just oa well and easily by a deaf and 
dumb candidate as by one mosl liigbly giAed in voice and ear. TbiK is a fact which 
aeenii to hare been OTtjrlooked by both teachets sad papils. Eleven of the twelve 
questiunn set iu the Erst year's paper require nu powers beyond those demanded bj 
the simpler operations in arithmetic . . . mere ability to cuiint, with such techni- 
cal knowledge of musical characters and deeigiia.tiana as every work on the rudi- 
ments of mnac wontd snpply. And whatever may be the case with others, it 
certainly is not true of teachers ihat it is not worth while for those who have not a 
good ear or voice to learn thoroughly the rudiments of musical grammar. For (1) 
these enter into the regular curriEUlum of the trBiniag coUeKe, and the stadent who 
earns (I will not say 2, 4, or 5 marfes out of 50, but) le*B than half the masimnm 
marks must have wasted his own time, and more than probably been a hindrance tu 
hig feUow-stiidents, and (2) when he comes to bave chaise of a school himsi-if, if he 
is unable through some natural defect to teach the praetica! part, it will he only the 
more necessary that be should be able to compensate for this incapacity by teaching 
well the theory of the subject. 

It should he universally known and recognised that it requires no more special 
endowment to learn to remember how many crotchets go to a dotted semibreve, or 
bow many semitones to a perfect fifth, than to learn haw many bushels make a 
quarter, or the number of inches in a yard. While thus pointing out deficiencies I 
must again iiiiuinl. tiiiit iJie handwriting and general style, aad especially the forma- 

bad, and f.'ti'.Ni.illv in -([iif of Ihe music writing one can only guess (and not always 
even thai ) iln lui iiiikii; of signs so cahalislic. In an elementary aehool this might 
be purdouiiliii-, bui in caiiiiiilati'S who have been for four or five years pupil-teachera. 
and for at least one year under discipline and instmction ia a trainmg callege, it 
seems wholly nnintelligibie. 

A point which has struck me much is that the notions of candidates with 
regard to "time" are far less clear and correct than with regard to "tone." Tor 
one who has made u mistake in writing out scales, naming interrals, and the Hke, 
many have gone altogether wrong in attempting very dimple questions on "time." 
The sigaatiod f is etill widely supposed to indicate Home sort of triple tiwe, and very 
few succeeded ill writing down a scale in simple and compound "times" cor- 

lBbonltllike,if Imight be allowed, tu make one suggestion on behalf of some of the 
best candidateG. It is this, they da not seem to uDderetand how much greater import- 
ance is attached to the last three than to any of the previous questions in tha second 
year papers. It is true a, candidate ovghi to know that to add three parts to a 
.^ran liftsB, or even to fill in chords or resolve discords, is work not only rery much 
! advanced in itself than that contained in the rest of the paper, but also implies a

At the female coUi^ge the clafiH-Hin^g was eitullent. If It w«re po«siUBl 
arrange for un occaaioual moetiug of the ibbIb And female studvuti for the pi* 
of concerted muiic, a great impetus would be given to the Mudy of masie. 

The teaching of niunic in both colleges is capahle of a littlL- impruvemeat,

** little time for special preparation " of pieces to he sung by the stadenCa in. A* 
The want of a due allowance of time may also nccounl fur the somewhat Jw 
class-singing of the studeula of both years here. 

At liisbop't Startford the uniiod singing was %i'ry good, The selecKon of iji 
sung in cla»i is worthy of much praise. 

The amoimt of musical ability eshibited by the sludentB M Westn ._ 

oonsiderable. The choice of songs displayed some degree of taBte. The 
singing iras much above the average. A band of IE players on stringed afad 
instruments, formed among the students a few months previously, accompmued 
of the obornses from Mendelaaobu's " Antigone " most cfieclively. One of ■ 
aiudcnts Blso performed a Tiolin solo with moeh spirit. The teuobing seemed *e 
ihuraugh and the Bliidents enroest in their work. 

At Homertoo the class-singing by the students of each year deserves « 
commeudation. Due attention was paid to expression und the accurnce euluu^ttlj 
of the words Bung. The second yrar'a students, male and female, sung a CHRtattfl 
Spohr, and the whole of the students joined in a pecfonuunce of iMendolsE 
Psalm, accompanied on the organ by one of the male students, 

At Snutlllands the students of the second year sung the parts of somi 
from Handel's "Dellingen.Te Denm " proper to their voices, and sonii 
three parts, oil of which pieces were eonductiid by one of their own body. " 
studeuti ol the Erst year ^o deserve mention for the care with whioh they ai " 

At Tottenham the collective singing was very Eiir in both olasses, Gumrat^ 
and attention on the part of the students covering many natural detects ol 
style. 

The BtodcolB of each year at the Home and Colonial Training College sang gt 
pieces, sacred and secular, with excellent effect. They employed the inflected (^ 
Isblea to the notes first, and the words afterwards. The general character oT 1 
work presented in this way was most commendable. i 

1 found, as a rule, that there was greater interest taken by the students in i 
class-singing, where some entire short works, sncfa as cantatas, anthems, or exI^^iSi 
part songs were in rehearsal, or had been prepared. T 

In moat of the colleges the students aucompanied one another at the prao^ 
examination, a practice which cannot be too highly approved of, ns tandim 
establish a proper command of mnsicnl resonrces and to cxienil cxperieoce. 

I found upon inquiry that a coostderable number of the students had not n 
any musieal training before entering the several colleges. Thwe who succei 
obtaining the highest number of marks were, in the majority of ins 
by those who had learnt mnsic in their early years. 

In one or two of the colleges the necessity i>f sol-faing the notes of the enerciseaj 
means of the inflected syliables, or of beating time dnriufr the performance of the v 
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sot seem to be rcjfarded as pressing. The advantages Co be gitincd lij 
pfneral observiuice uf thrae pmviiocii ought la be cuken as inducemenls for 
ibeir general adoptiou. 

Ou more than one occasion I bavd beco ueked to muke a memDnmiimn an to tEie 
adviasbilitj of isBuine ccrtificatea stating tbe amount of proficieiicy attained in the 
practical and theoretical etamiiiatiouB by the caudidates, i( having been pointed out 
that sQcb certiflcatuB would be of great vajae to the studcots upon their entry upon 
iictual vork after leaving their collegeg. I think that the saggestioa, enmnating as 

does &om perBUUB who are intimately acqumuted with tbe vanta of those trained in 

e several iustitutiouti, is a valuable one, and may possibly be made praclieable. 

I may mention that I saw the process of leaching notation and singing in several 

of the practltiiiig BchooU altuched to tbe collegea. In some schools a lesson iu 

iiiotatioti mia givtm lo certain infant chililren who were then for the Gist time made 

iaaiDt«d with the written sigtis employed in mnsie. Id other schools the children 

without difficulty exercises written by myself on the black-board, thos proving 

some attention was being p^d to the proper instruclioD of music in some of the 

clemeniary Bchools, 

The work done by the students in the training colleges in the theory paper given 
ai the Christmas eiaminutioD whiub I had the honour to look over, was on the 
whole better ttuin upon former uccanions. A few of the students in certain college.<> 
answered the whole of the 1 3 questions, notwithstanding the directions given ; but 
only a. few wrote essays on the que-stions and forgot to include (he proper answer. 
Some of tbe writeiG decorated their papers with various coloured inks or CTByona, 
thus putting themselres to the trouble of giving a pretty appearance to their work. 
I note with much satisfcction that the practice of aniweriog the questions in the 
shortest possible way to include accuracy is increasing. 

Some of the papers by tbe t^cting teachers exhibited a lamentable want of know- 
ledge of tha matters involved in the questjons. This was ollen expressed iu cba- 
racten chiefly interesting for ineir eccentric shapes, apparently evolved from iha 
fancy of the writer, and not alivays traceable to any known pattern or recognisable 
BB imitations of accepted forms. Moch tionble and anxiety would be spncad to the 
caadidates themselves if organists nnd other presumably quuliSed persons would 
Tefnun from so readily certifying, as they do, their opinions as to tbe existence in 
the candidate of " sudi an amount of musical knowledge as is sofficient to (each 
" children to sing by notes."
